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Preface 


This microfiche publication, prepared by the Office of 
the Historian of the Department of State, reproduces 
two collections: a chronological file of memoranda by 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson and his staff during 
the years 1949-1951 and nine small folders of records of 
meetings and visits of foreign dignitaries, 1949-1952. 

The Secretary's memoranda cover a wide range of 
subjects and geographical areas. Dean Acheson drafted 
many of the memoranda, including summaries of his 
conversations with President Truman. James E. Webb, 
Under Secretary of State, and Lucius D. Battle, 
Acheson's Special Assistant, wrote many of the other 
memoranda, usually in response to Acheson's requests 
to initiate action or follow up on specific issues. 

The meetings and visits of foreign dignitaries are a 
separate coll<ction. These documents are included here 
because they cover the same time period and often 
provide additional high-level documentation on several 
of the bilateral and regional relationships covered in the 
Secretary's memoranda. 

The two collections were originally accumulated and 
maintained by the Executive Secretariat of the Depart- 
ment of State during the years 1949-1952. From 1953 to 
1978 the Department of State's records administrators 
maintained both collections as part of a large inactive 
file designated Lot 53 D 444. That lot file was trans- 
ferred to the National Archives and Records Admin- 
istration where it is preserved permanently as part of 
the records of the Execvtive Secretariat in Record 
Group 59. The Secretary's memoranda of conversation, 
previously published as a microfiche supplement to the 
Foreign Relations series, were also a part of this lot

file. Other parts of this large lot file, including memo- 
randa for the President, 1944--1951, will not be repro- 
duced on microform, but are available for research at 
the National Archives. 

The Secretary's memoranda in this publication are 
presented chronologically, as originally filed by officers 
of the Executive Secretariat, followed by the separate 
files on meetings and visits. The editors have put docu- 
ments in chronological order in the few cases where 
they were out of sequence and have organized all re- 
lated attachments, which include routing slips, chits, 
and other notations, to follow each memorandum. All 
these attachments have been reproduced or accounted 
for whenever they are present in the file. Inserts indi- 
cate missing pages of incomplete documents. 

An index by document number for the two collections 
is reproduced on the first microfiche card and included 
in the printed guide. The subject matter of the nine 
visits and meetings file is also listed in the printed 
guide. 

The Department of State Classification/Declassifica- 
tion Center coordinated the declassification of the docu- 
ments in this publication. It omitted certain papers in 
whole or in part because of continued sensitivity on 
national security or privacy grounds. Some foreign doc- 
uments also were omitted because the country of origin 
denied permission to publish. Crosshatching indicates 
excisions from documents. Inserts identify entire docu- 
ments omitted because of their continued classification. 

This is the fourth microfiche supplement to the 
printed series Foreign Relations of the United States. 
The first three were: Current Economic Developments, 
1945-1954; China, 1955-1957; and Memoranda of Con- 
versation of the Secretary of State, 1947-1952. These 
supplements publish particularly significant collections 
of documents, only a fraction of which are printed in 
Foreign Relations volumes. Microfiche publications sup- 
plement the record printed in specific volumes or, as in 
this case, reproduce a discrete collection of records cov- 
ering a broad spectrum of topics. 
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Evans Gerakas compiled this microfiche publication 
under the general supervision of David S. Patterson, 
Chief of the Operations Staff. Blair Mitchell assisted in 
the compilation. Vicki E. Futscher and Rita M. Baker 
prepared the index.

The discussion at luacneon cn Japan in Secretary Royall’s cffice 
was very general in nature. General Draper ran over the specific 
problems which largely hac tc do with economic recovery in Japan, 
stabilization of the currency ana the fundamental problem of exports 
and imports. 


Secretary Forrestal and I indicated that the first and primary 
problem was a clarification of Mr. Dodge’s relationship with General 
MacArthur. If this could be a direct relationship we thought his work 
held much promise. If it had to be strained through the staff, and 
particularly through the economic committee recently established, we 
thought that it would be very difficult indeed,

The President of the United States in his inaugural

Memorandum for Miss Kirlin

In accordance with the attached fecommendation the Secretary called Con- 
gressman Bloom at 4:15 this afternoon. The conversation did not go either as 
the Secretary desired or as the memo indicated it would. It seems to me that 
completely inadequate G-2 work was dcne on the problem. It was true that Con- 
gressman Bloom was holding the legislation unti! he had an indication from Mr. 
Achescn that it was all right with him to proceed with it. Cn the other hand, 
Congressman Bloom had his own ideas about every one of the pieces cf legis- 
iaticn and placed the Secreiary in a most embarrassing position by discussing 
his views and asking the Secretary’s approval or commenis on each of the items 
of legislation. Most of the questions cuuld have been tuken c2re of with Con- 
gressman Bloom or his office direct without discussing the matter with the 
Secretary. In the future, I recommend that appropriate action be taken to avoid 
getting the Secretary into the position he found himself after making the call. 


Specifically, herewith follow Congressman Bloom’s comments on the first 
five items listed and Secretary Acheson’s remarks: 


i. $16,000,000 to UN for relief of Palestine refugees - - Bloom said 
he understood that the UN was to contribute $16,000,000 also for a total 
of $32,000,000. He therefore felt that the legislation should be written 
on a dollar-to-dollar matching basis, so that we agree to match every 
dollar that the UN puts in up to a limit of a $16,000,000 U.S. contribution. 
He said he felt this was a much more equitable manner of doing business. 
The Secretary thought well of the idea and said he would look into it. 


2. $10,000,000 to Swiss Government for bombing -- Bloom said that 
we had put $3,000,000 from the President’s fund originally; that ff we didr . 
not make this a final settlement there would be no end to the proposals. He 
\then-interrupted to say that he had just received a new proposal making the 
settlement $16,000,000 final. Bloom said that would probably be all right 
with him. The Secretary was relieved to know of this piece of information, 
which apparently was not available to our Legislative Li.ison. 


3. UN Convention on Privileges -- Bloom said the situation was not 
propitious for introduction of this now and that unless tne Secretiry thought 
differently it should be held for 1 while. The Secretury saw no objection 
to this and thought it proper to tike Bloom’s advice (it may be that this is 
an urgent piece of legisl ition -- if so, the Secretary w .s not :wure of the 
implications in the origin ul briefing memo).

JAPANESE REPARATIONS 





I have studied the papers forwarded to me with the memoraridum 
by Mr. Nitze and Mr. Butterworth dated January 27, 1949, including. 
the memorandum of Mr. Saltzman of the same date. Although I have 
not examined the nrimary papers on which these documents are 
founded, as I understand it, the situation briefly is as follows: 


The legal obligations of the United States flow first from an 
agreement in the Potsdam Conference that Japan should not be per- 
mitted to maintain industries ‘‘which would enable her to rearm for 
war.’’ The FEC agreement of June 19, 1945 provides that reparations 
should be exacted from Japan through the transfer of Japanese | } 
equipment and facilities '‘in the interest of destruction of the'J: , 
war potential in those industries which could lead to Japanese ree: :. © 
armament for waging war.’’ In the FEC document of August-18; 198: 
it was required that all special purpose iddustrial machinery and 
equipment functionally limited to use in connection with combat 
equipment end-products should be destroyed. This, I understand, 
has been done. The same document provides ‘‘that all other in- 
dustrial machinery and equipment in primary war industries’’ should 
be made available for claim as reparations. Primary war facilities 
are those which were. ‘‘primarily engaged in the development, manu- 
facture, assembly, testing, repair, maintenance or storage of combat 
equipment end-products and civil aircraft and... . building merchant 
vessels above a size tc be determined by the FEC.’’ Apparently in 
other decisions of the FEC additional industrial equipment was to 
be made available for reparatioss, although I do not have citations 
to barr ——— or the documents.

In a telephone conversation this mozing the Secretary asked Clark 
Clifford if he had any suggestions as to what he might do at his press 
conference tomorrow. The Secretary said that he had tried to maintain 
the initiative in his two press conferences by establishing an aggressive 
attitude on certain problems and thus provide a center for questions. He 
anticipated an attempt to embroil him. in the North Atlantic Pact before 
he was ready to discuss it, particularly in view of the Morweptan Foreign 
Minister’s visit. 


Clark Clifford said that the Secretary’s last two press conferences 
had been magnificent and had received splendid reaction throughout the 
country. Clifford said there was always a periphery of criticism but the 
Secretary’s approach was excellent psychology. Clifford felt that the White 
House had overlooked the major advantage of the press conference and 
had not used it aggressively as the Secretary had done but rather entered 
it as a chore that had to be gotten over with without full realization of its 


propaganda value. 


Clifford felt that the Secretary should not give them a major item this 
week but should temper it off and not spoil the press. He should answer 
questions only.

Linc White (McDermott’s Deputy) calied me about 2:45. He had just 
received a story from an Australian newspaper correspondent in New York 
to the effect that there was < news story out of Tokyo, allegedly received 
from Royall, that the Pacific was secondary in our. strategic planning, 
and that if anything happened in tlie Pacific we would have to immediateiy 
remove all of cur troops from Japan. Linc White said that if the story 
broke on the press tickers we could expect a lot of questions and he 
wanted to alert the Secretary accordingly. I told him to immediately 
alert Butterworth and Rusk. 


Shortly thereafter Butterworth called me and said that at 11:45 
a friend of his named Hillman, who was a former INS reporter and now 
writes for Collier’s, had telephoned that there was a Reuter’s story 
on the way to London substantially in accord with the above, and that 
at the end of the story for the information of the editors only, the 
reporter had said that he had gotten this story through Secretary of 
the Army Royall. Butterworth immediately called Under Secretary Draper 
and passed on the information. Draper asked if he should cable Royall 
and Butterworth answered that he had not thought the problem out to that 
extent; that it was an Army problem, and that he was merely informing 
Draper of what he knew. Butterworth feels rather strongly that we 
should not become involved in this with the press, but that, if it does 
break in a story of any size or gives us any trouble, the Secretary should 
call Forrestal and have him take the matter in hand. 


At 3:40 I called General Draper to inquire what, if anything, Army 
was doing about it. He said, based on Butterworth’s telephone call, 
he had sent a message to Royal asking for his comments. Royall is 
presently in the air between Kwajalein and Guam and would not hit 
the ground for another 8 or 9 hours.

Miss Kirlin (C) called in regard to the Ethridge confirmation. 
She said her information indicated that Senators Chapman and Withers 
were tring invited to appear Tuesday to testify before the Senate 
Foreign relations Committee in confirmation hearings on Mark Eth- 
ridge. Her informaticn also indicated that Chapman would probably 
not appear and would probably not say anything on the floor, but would 
merely vote against Ethridge. No trouble of any kind was expected 
from Withers. In fact, he was ca'led in order to counteract anything 
that Chapman might have to say. 


Wilson Wyatt telephoned this morning to offer his services to 
the Secretary in the case of Mark Ethridge if they were needed. 


Miss Kirlin said Wyatt would have no influence on Cha ~man. 
She said that the only person who could influence Chapmarz. was the 
Governor of Kentucky and that if it became necessary the fecretary 
should call Senator Barkley and get him to call the Governor of Ken- 
tucky.

Since Mr. Sheets would be dealing with matters involving all 
the countries of Western Europe and not merely Germany, he 
should be appointed by the President on the joint recommendation 
of the Secretaries of State and Army.

Finland has been reduced to military ineffectiveness 
? the Peace Treaty and could be taken over physically 

st at will by Russia. The obvious world reaction 
aots as a strong deterrent and is undoubtedly the basis 
of the Soviet policy of friendship toward Finland 
repeatedly expressed by Stalin. Under the Finnish-Soviet 
Mutual Defense Pact signed April 6, 1948, the two 
countries are to confer if either is threatened by an 
armed attack by Germany or any state allied with the 
latter. Russia could call for a consultation with the 
Finns at any time on the ground that it is threatened by 
the North Atlantic Pact and could insist on bases in Fin- 
land in addition to the Porkkala Naval Base granted by 
the Peace Treaty. 


Since the Social Democratic Government headed by 
Fagerholm took office last July, succeeding a coalition 
government in which Communists held several cabinet 
posts, the Soviet pro Ga pressure on Finland has 
been stepped up and is likely to increase in intensity, 
particularly when the. North Atlantic Pact is signed. 
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Our best judgment is that the Soviets will not move 
to occupy Finland at this time.

Memorandum of Discussion with 
The President 











Subject: North Atlantic Pact 
5 


I told the President that it was necessary to raise with him 
again the question we had discussed on Monday of the relationship 
of Italy to the North Atiantic Pact. I brought the President up to 
date ori the Tuesday meeting with the Ambassadors and on the two 
meetings, one on Monday the other on Tuesday. evening with Senators 
Connally, George and Vandenberg. 


I then went over with the President the reasons for and against 

the inclusion of Italy in the Atlantic Pact as contained in the attached 
*memorandum, The President had and wished to keep the ribbon copy 
of this memorandum. . 

I then said that it seemed to me that the real issue was not at the 
present time on the merits of the arguments outlined in the memorandum. 
The real issue grew out of the position into which we now found ourselves, 
There had never been a well thought out United States position on the 
inclusion or exclusion of Italy from the Atlantic Pact which had received 
the approval of General Marshall or Mr. Lovett and the matter had never 
been presented for Presidential decision. Nevertheless, in the course 
of the negotiations, the United States negotiators had drifted into the 
position that the European nations must take a position upon Italy, This 
position had now crystallized. France was so emphatically in favor of 
Italian participation that she had stated, and we believed she meant it, 
that she would have to reconsider her whole relation to the Pact if Italy 
was not to be included, Canada now took an affirmative attitude in favor 
of Italian inclusion, The Netherlands, Belgium and Luxembourg, although 
not as positive as Canada, were sitive rather than merely non- 
objecting. The British had stated that they would withdraw their ob- 
jections if the other nations araund the table were in favor of Italian 
inclusion and we thought that at the next meeting the British objecticn 
would be withdrawn. Therefore, the United States would find itself in 
the position of either accepting the European judgment or rejecting it. 

I believe that if we reject it we would have serious difficulty with 
France, considerable delay in the conclusion of the treaty and a good 
deal of publicity about a split among the Western powers, It seemed

Subject: Appearance of General Wedemeyer before 
Congressional Watch-Dog Committee 


Mr. Royall called the Secretary this morning to inform him 
that Senator McCarran of the Senate Watch-Dog Committee on 
China had requested General Wedemeyer to appear next Monday 
as a witness, Royall said there had been prior unfortunate 
appearances of General Wedemeyer before congressional com- 
mittees, but he did not know any way to refuse this request. 
Royall stated there were ‘‘a few little fundamental differences 
in concept’? between General Wedemeyer and the State Depart- 
ment, He asked that General Wedemeyer be briefed by appropriate 
State Department people prior to the hearing. The Secretary 
agreed and suggested Butterworth and Sprouse, 


When Butterworth was informed he pointed out that Senator 
McCarran had introduced a bill suggesting one billion, five hunderd 
million dollars worth of aid to China, particularly for silver, and 
presumably from Nevada, Butterworth also pointed out that the 
McCarran bill is not in conformity with Presidential desires. 


The Secretary then decided that it would be more appropriate 
for him to inform Royall of the information in the foregoing para- 
graph, and suggest that Royall brief Wedemeyer accordingly. This 
will avoid the State Department becoming involved in the Wedemeyer 


briefing in any way. 


After the National Security Council meeting this afternoon 
the Secretary talked the matter over with Royall and reached an 
agreement in accordance with the immediately foregoing paragraph.

In accordance with the Department’s authorization, I saw 
Mr. McCloy of the International Bank at 10:45 this morning. He 
asked me to express his very real appreciation for the Department’s 
accedence to his request, I explained to him the security aspects 
of the attached papers and he said the information would ve kept 
personai and confidentiai by him, 


He then volunieered that he had asked the British Government 
for a similar opinion a.id that H.M.G, had had views generally in 
accordance with the Department’s. H, M. G, felt that while no 
military aggression was to be expected, a coup along the lines of 
Czechoslovakia was a distinct possibility, although considerably 
more difficult to engineer. If done, it would be timed in accordance 
with developments on the North Atlantic Pact. Mr. McCloy also 
said that H. M, G. would work with cordiality on a proposal to 
extend a loan to Finland, \,, 


Mr. McCloy then asked me the Department’s reaction to such 
a loan, I told him that I was not in the substantive field, but my 
impression was that we would offer no objection to a Finnish loan, 
He asked me to check this with the Secretary and the substantive 
people in the Department and let him know as soon as possible the 
Department’s view. The initial loan would be on the order of 
30 million dollars, with possibly more later on, McCloy said that 
if there would be any tendency on the part of the Departmont to 
object to such a loan, he should know immediately so that he can 
gear the operation properly in the International Bank, He stressed 
the importance of knowing this and the importance of his knowing 
the basis on which our decision is reached, What he meant w-»s ‘hat, 
assuming no change in present conditions, would we or would we not 
object to such a loan; and conversely, if a coup or other totalitarian 
aggression occurs, would we or would we not object to such a loan,

Congressman Andresen of Minnesota telephoned at 9 a.m. and 
asked to speak with the Secretary, who had not yet arrived at the 
office.

Congressman Andresen asked General Carter if he did not agree 
that there should be better security control and that this was the sort 
of thing which would provoke Russia and be likely to start a war. 
General Carter replied that he was not in the substantive field in 
the Department and he was, therefore, not in position to answer such 
a question, The Congressman then asked General Carter if he could 
quote him on the floor of the House as approving of what Pearson had 
announced, General Carter replied emphatically in the negative. 
The Congressman then remarked that General Carter was military, 
and perhaps the military want war, To this General Carter replied 
that it is the last thing any of the military he knows, including himself, 
want, 


General Carter then tried to assure the Congressman that he cannot

With reference to tne attached memorandum pre- 
pared by Gereral Carter and the Secretary's comment 
thereon, I have had discussions with EUR and the 
economic divisions of the Dopartment. The feeling, 
as indicated in these discussions, is that we should 
offer no objections to an International Bank loan to 
Finland. EUR does feel that if it is possible to 
withhold the final approval on this loan until after 
the signing of the Atlantic Pact it would be desirable 
to do so.

Subject: Palestine 


The Ambassador telephoned to inform the Secretary he had two 
or three telegrams about Palestine and he thought he should give the 
Secretary the important information from them, He was asked by his 
Government to see the Secretary, but he thought he would not trouble 
the Secretary by coming down at this point. He said the information 
was for the Secretary and the President. 


The Ambassador said:thatccansiderable Israli force is moving 
south in the Negeb toward the Gulf of Akaba, This is not in line with 
the Security Council. The recent armistice cannot override the 
Security Council, The British have reports, not yet confirmed, that 
the Isralis have moved into the Transjordan territory. They hope: 
to hear from UN observers soon about it. What they are saying is 
that something which looks worrying seems about to happen. The 
Ambassador said they have given instructions to British forces in 
Akaba saying that if the Isralis behave aggressively to British 
forces, then the aggression will be returned, He said instructions 
have been sent to theBritish representative at Haifia asking them to 
inform the Israli Government that we understand this force is moving 
south and if they do attack British troops, etc, the fire will be returned, 
or if aircraft fly over British forces they will be engaged. He said 
the only bit of better information comes from Amman which says the 
Israli forces broke off at dusk yesterday and retrekted westward, 
They were contacted by a force of the Arab legion. The Ambassador 
explained he wanted to express to the Secretary the anxiety of his 
Government and explain what they have done in the situation, 


The Secretary thanked the Ambassador for the information. He 
said he knew the British at Akaba will behave with restraint and not 
allow any minor incident to set off the balloon.

The Assembly will be confronted by two 
types of proposals on Spain. First will be the Soviet bloc's 
demand for the imposition of further penalties against Spain 
such as economic sanctions. Second will be the Latin American 
demand for permission to return Ambassadors to Spain and to 
admit Spain to the specialized agencies of the UN. In line 
with US policy as set by the NSC and approved by the 
President, it is contemplated that the US Delegation would 
vote for the two Latin American suggestions. However, since 
Franco remains a serious political issue in Western Europe, 
it is not contemplated that the US will take initiative or 
leadership on this subject in such a way as to embarrass 
Mr. Bevin or Mr. Schuman in Western Hurope. We do not 
anticipate a Spanish application for admission to UN itself. 


(c) ADMISSION OF ISRAEL TO UM 


The SC has recommended the admission 
of Israel to the UN. The April session of the Assembly will 
consider this application. In the absence of further fright- 
ing in Palestine attributable to Isreel, the US expects to 
continue its strong support for Isruel admission and the 
prospects for success are good. 
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(a4) DEBATE ON THE ATLANTIC PACT IN 
THs ASSEMBLY 





It is expected that the Soviet 
Union will inject the Atlantic Pact into the debates of 
the General Assembly. Senator Austin, Mr. Dulles and 
Mr. Jes will be very carefully briefed and prepared for 
such debate. Still to be determined is the extent to which 
the Atlantic Pact Foreign Ministers will participate in the 
General Assembly and, Cecomneesty, the possible need for 
the Secretary of Stats to attend the April Session for a 
snort period. 






7. SOVIET REACTION TO THE ATLANTIC PACT 


During the next two weeks, we may have some 
Soviet reaction to the Atlantic Pact beyond the expected 


propaganda campaign. We are trhing to watch the situation 
closely but, on the basis of available information, do not 
expect an important military move. A Soviet effort to unseat 
Tito and increased Soviet pressure on Iran and Finland are the 
most likely possibilities.

AND VISIT OF FOREIGN MIWISTERS 





It would be desirable if the President could attend the 
ceremony of signature on April 4, deliver a brief address, and 
give a dinner that evening for the visiting Foreign Ministers,

First, I had again impressed the Foreign Minister to make some 
statement which would be helpfu! to the Beirut Conference and would 
at least give some indication of the willingness of the Israeli Govern- 
ment, assuming conditions of peace and stability to repatriate a por- 
tion of the refugees, The Foreign Minister, however, felt that he could 
not make any statement on this subject except as a part of a general 
peace settlement. 


Second, I had urged upon the Foreign Minister the desirability of 
a prompt conclusion of the armistice with Trans-Jordan, including 
arrangements for committing the Trans-Jordan troops to relieve the 
Iraqi troops, I had reported to the Foreign Minister the President’s 
concern about this matter since he thought it was important for the 
development of both the armistice and permanent peace that as many 
troops as possible be withdrawn, I explained that the Foreign Minis- 
ter had shown a tendency to want to use this matter of a substitution 
of troops to gain both territorial readjustments on the Samarian front 
and to try to force Iraq into discussions with Israel. I mentioned 
briefly the cables on this subject received this morning and our con- 
cern that the Israeli forces might attempt to bring about some adjust- 
ment of the frontier by military action. 

The President was disturbed over the uncooperative attitude being 
taken and said that we must continue to maintain firm pressure.

He said these people -- the Russias, the Czechs and the 
Yugoslavs --&re as high grade as any we have in this country 
and they are getting something from this conference.’’

The Department of State announced today that Senator 
Antonio J. Bermudez, Director General of Petroleos Mexicanos, 
the petroleum entity of the Mexican Government, has been in 
Washington for the past several days and that he has dis- 
cussed with officers of the Department and other agencies of 
the Government the plan of Petroleos Mexicanos for the develop- 
ment of the oil industry of Mexico. Among matters discussed 
were the terms of the contract recently concluded by Petroleos 
Mexicanos with a group of private United States oil companies, 
the need of Petroleocs Mexicanos for material and technical 
assistance, and the details of the project pertaining to 
dollar requirements. 


The Department and officers of other interested agencies 
of the Government are studying the project presented by 
Senator Bermudez from the points of view of the development of 
additional petroleum resources in the North American continent, 
the foreign exchange position and the general economic develop- 
ment of Mexico and the traditional view of this Government as 
to the role of private capital in economic development both at 
home and abroad. The general plan for the development of the 
Mexican petroleum industry includes the construction of a 
pipeline across the Isthmus of Tehuantepec, a plant for the 
production of lubricating oils, the construction of new refin- 
eries, the modernization of refineries now in operation and 
the construction of additional transportation facilities in 
northeast Mexico in order that reserves of industrial gas may 
be utilized as fuel for industrial developments in Monterrey, 
Torreon and other cities in the area.

Mr. Battle talked vith Senator Tydings this 
morning and explained why you had not been able 
to reach him when you returned his call. 


The Senator has two matters he wants to speak 
with you about, omly one of which he was willing 
to mention. This Was the question of where the 
military assistance legislation is to be consdiered; 
ie., whether in Armed Services Committee or Foretgn 
Relations Committee. He fears that there is going 
to be a serious row about the question and he personally - 
feels it should go to the Armed Services Committee, 
although he is a member of both Committees. 


Mr. Gross has spoken to Senators Barkley and 
Lucas about this matter and has taken the line that 
it was a matter for the Senate leadership to decide. 
Mr. Gross also appeared before the Senate Foreign 
' Relations Committee, which was satisfied to have the 
matter referred to them. (Senator Tydings was not 
present at this meeting.) 


Mr. Gross suggests that when you call the 
Senator back you not take a strong line, but say, 
as he did, that it is a matter for the leadership, 
and mentioning the Foreign Relations Committee's 
willingness to have the matter referred to then.

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After luncheon today Secretary Snyder mentioned to me that he was worried 
about a matter which he understood the State Department was bringing up in the 
NAC tomorrow. I told him I would look into it and call him back. 


After meeting with Messrs, Webb, Thorp, Nitze and Knapp, I called Secretary 
Snyder back and said that the matter included two things which were separate. 
First, was the question of recomimending an increase in the capital authorization 
of the Export-Import Bank on account of South America, which authcrization 


might or might not be used, This grew out of a statement made by Secretary 
Marshall at Bogota, 


The other question to come up was in connection with the Point 4 program. 
The President had stressed in speaking of the program the necessity of in- - 
teresting private capital whith could go into underdeveloped countries. The 
question of how to get such capital - whether by obtaining sufficient security 
so that the capital would find its way to these areas or by some kind of govern- 
ment guarantee of the exchange risk, etc. - was referred to the NAC since . 
the State Department is not equipped to deal with it alone. It is therefore the 
Staff of the NAC which is proposing a recommendation tomorrow and not the 
State Department alone, 


With reference to our action on this, I said that the papers were only finished 
today and had not been discussed with me before lunch, I therefore had had no 
time to think about the matter and since Secretary Snyder was disturbed about 
it, I thought the best course would be for the State Department representatives 
to try not to have the NAC meeting make any final decision, They should ask that 
the matter be explored further, pafticularly with reference to any alternatives, 


I suggested to Mr, Snyder that perhaps he and the President might talk about 
the matter, so that we could find out whether the President really wanted some- 
thing like a guarantee developed. If he does not want such a guarantee the matter 
should be stopped. If he does think it necessary it could then be sent back to the 
NAC, a 


I assured Mr. Snyder that I had no intention of endorsing a recommendatior., to 
increase the lending authority of the Export-Import Bank. Mr, Snyder expresse ! 
relief at the course suggested and thought that it would be helpful if the State 
Department representatives would have the NAC meeting simply discuss the 
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matter informally and not have it arrive at any decision. 


Mr. Snyder said that he had understood that the matter was being rather 
strongly pushed by the State Department which thought that the President was 
pushing them. I said that I thought that was true - that the State Department 
people had the impression that the people at the White House and the Budget Bureau 
had thought that they were not proceeding vigorously enough with Point 4. Mr. 
Snyder said that that was the opposite impression from the one he had gained 
from talks with the President. He thought that the President did not feel that 
we needed to ask for any legislation at this session of the Congress and that the 
President would be satisfied if the matter of implementing Point 4 were 
thoroughly explored. 


I said that in my own conversations with the President I had not been given 
any reason to think he was dissatisfied with the progress and was of the very 
strong opinion that the NAC should not make a recommendation to the President 
until they were sure that the President wants such a recommendation made to

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Senator Millard Tydings telephoned this afternoon and brought 
up the question of David Bruce’s appointment to France. He said 
that James Bruce, his brother, had provided the ‘‘sinews’”’ in a po- 
litical way and that David Bruce hadn’t come through as his brother nad, 
and he feit that sorething ought to be done about recognizing James 
Bruce’s services. He said that when the latter was arpointed to Ar- 
gentina, there was a tacit understanding that he would later be in the 
running for the post to Great Britain. Tydings pointed out the tremen- 
dous service which James Bruce had given to the Demorcraiic Party 
as Treasurer of the Democratic National Committee which he under- 
took at an exceedingly difficult time. The need for his services was 
still felt and Mr. Acheson agreed with Senator Tydings that it would © 
be very bad if he carried out his threat of resignation from the post. 





Tydings said he supposed it was too late to do anything about 
David Bruce, to which the Secretary replied in the affirmative, 
adding that until recently he had known nothing of all this.

Congressman Cannon's Speech on the Floor of the House 


Mr. Clifford telephoned me to call my attention to 
the speech made by Congressman Cannon yesterday on the 
floor of the House, which is reported in the Congressional 
Record, p. 4584, April i3. Mr. Clifford said that this 
was one of the most dangerous speeches he had seen. In 
it Cannon outlines his views for a military force and 
air force aimed against the Soviet Union. 


Mr. Clifford said that at his press conference this . 
morning the President was able to be non-committal about 
the speech, but Mr. Clifford was certain that we would 
be getting questions and very bad reactions to the speech 
for a long time to come. 

It seems to me that the speech is perfect amunitim 
for Mr. Gromyko, along the lines of his own talk before 
the United Ntions yesterday. It will probably affect 
what I should say in my testimony on the Atlantic Pact.

WITH AMBASSADOR JAMES BRUCE 
Ambassador Bruce called at his request. He sid 


that he had two things which he wished to mention to 
me. 





The first-one related to representation allowances 
for diplomatic representatives in the field, other than 
the Ambassador. He felt that these were wholly inadequate. 
He spoke of allowances in the neighborhood of $106 a year 
which represented all the funds available for our repre- 
gentatives in such places as Santos and othe large centers, 
to say noth of the officers in the Embassies below the 
Ambas -ador. e thought that funds provided for this 
purpose would do much more than far greater sums spent on 
projects, etc. He said that he had talked with Mr. Peurifoy — 
or Mr. Hall and that in Mr. Bruce's view between two and ‘ 
three million dollars added to the appropriation would take 
care of this matter throughout the Service. Mr. Bruce had 
talked to Congressman Rooney 2nd Senator Chavez. He thought 
that if the Department would give him the green light he coull 
get the funds added in the Senate. 


I told Ambassador Bruce that what he said sounded very 
sensible and desirable to me. But I did not know the 
technical situation. I would talk with the Under Secretary 

} and Mr. Peurifoy and get in touch with hin. 


The second matter related to his own position as 
Ambassador. He told me that he had written to the Presi- 
dent in November tendering his resignation as Ambassador 
and saying that this was not a formal matter but that he 
really wished to return to this country to attend to his 
own affairs and do such jobs here for the President as 
the President might wish. He thought that he should not 
continue to hold the post of Ambassador any longer. When 
he saw the President tomorrow, he was going to ask him to 
accept his resignation. He felt that he would be subject 
to criticism if he continued to be Ambassador and did not 
perform the duties of Ambassador. He had thought of returning

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to scy goodbye, tut felt that this would be both a 
nuisance and in some ways embarrassing, because Peron 
would offer him a decoration which he did not wish to 


accept. 


He said that he would like to make two recommendations 
from the Service in the event that a Foreign Service 
officer were going to replace him. His recommendations 
were Mr. Ravndal and Mr. Donnelley. He said that either 
one would be a most effective ambassador. Mr. Ravndal had 
the added advantage of being thoroughly familier with 
Argentina 2nd having many friends there both in Government 
and opposition circles, as well as in the American community. 
He thought that if a Service officer were sent it would 
be useful to add about $5,900 to the representation allow- 
ance which should be adequate for hin. 


The Ambassador mentioned that when Mr. Bragmulia was 
in Washington a conversation at the ECA had led him to be- 
lieve that there was a commitment on the part of the ECA 
to buy $200,000,000 in wheat during the coming year from 
Argentina. Mr. Bruce did not think that this was a comnit- 
ment, but the Argentines did. Im a conversation which 
Mr. Bragmal ia had with Mr. Lovett, Mr. Bragmulia said that 
Mr. Lovett said fag®etiously that he had better cut the 
amount in half. is Mr. Bra ia had interpreted as 
being a firm commitment for $100,000,000. Mr. Bruce thought 
that after the ECA bill was enacted he might talk with 
Secretary Brannan; and, if it seemed possible, it would be 
highly desirable to buy some wheat, as near as possible 
to $100,000,000, from Argentina. He thought that it was 
not necessary for him to continue as Ambassador on account 
of this item.

Ambassador Douglas called the Secretary this afternoon from 
London, The Ambassador said that, in view of his past absence of 
about a month from the office and his probable absence from the 
office for a short while longer, he thought he should call to see if 
the President and the Secretary thought it unfair for him to stay on 
there. The Secretary said that both the President and he are 
insistent that the Ambassador stay right where he is--that is, if 
that is the wish of the Ambassador. The Ambassador said that if A, 
they waited him to do that, they could rely on him to do his best. 


The Ambassador said that in order to compensate for this loss 
of time that he has had, he would be glad to stay on a little longer 
toward the end of the year, but again stressed that this was only in the 
event that the President and the Secretary thought it fair. Mr. Acheson 
assured the Ambassador that the President and he thought it not only 
fair, but necessary, and the Secretary said that he was delighted that 
the Ambassador was going to do it.

In reply, the Secretary may wish to state his under- 
standing that the "Conciliation Comittee" established 
by the General Assembly Political Comaittee on November 10, 
1948, was to seek agreement as to "methods and procedure” 
for "resolving present difficulties" between Greece and 
her northern neighbors and was meant to complement but 
not to assume the functions of the continuing UN body 
in the area, UNSCOB, which is empowered by the General 
Assembly with conciliatory, as well as observing, report- 
ing, and recommending functions. | 


During the course of the "Evatt conversations" held 
in Paris during the first part of the 1948 General 
Assembly, Greece showed herself most conciliatory and 
agreed as to the establishment of diplomatic relations, 
renewal or revision of frontier conventions, and the 
setting up of aixed frontier commissions with neutral 
chairmen. When Albania, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia re- 
jected the idea of neutral chairmen, Greece, in the 
spirit of conciliation, acquiesced in their elimination. 
It was only when the Albanian representative introduced 
an extraneous territorial issue which the committee was 
not competent by its terms of reference to consider, and 
which has already been filed by Greece on the agenda of 
the Council of Foreign Ministers, that the talks broke 
down. The United States is not responsible in any way-- 
although Dr. Evatt pas implied as much on several occa- 

- sions—-for any alleged failure in these conversations. 
Although Dr. Evatt's attention has frequently been called 
to the extremely complex substantive issues involved in 

’ the relations between Greece and her northern neighbors— 
foreign assistance to the Greek guerrillas, the openly 
proclaimed communist attempt to seize power in Greece by 
armed force, the Macedonian problem, the delicate 
Yugoslav situation—he has repeatedly stated that the 
issues involved are very simple, that they are "just a 
matter of boundary lines" or "just words". Dr. Evatt 

is reported to be working on a formula which he expects 


to 
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to be acceptable to both Greece and her northern neigh- 
bors, »ut thus far he has come forward with no concrete 


proposals. 


With regard to a proposed visit by Porphyroghenis, 

he would be inadmissible to the United States as a 
Communist unless invited by a competent nited Nations 
organ or uncer special weiver by the Attorney Gensral. 
It is believed that Porphyroghenis desires tc cone to 
the United States only to use the United Nations as a 
propagauda forum in the hope of winning support for a 
“compromise solution" of the Greek problea including 
such items as "free elections under United Natiors 
auspices" (i.e. under conditions subject to Soviet 
supervision and veto) and the relegalization of ihe 
Greek Commnist Party. There is nothing new in the 
most recent guerrilla "peace proposals", which have been 
heard many times before. These are, of course, terms 
which we do not believe the Greek Government shoulda 
accept and which it would not accept save under extreme 
pressure from foreig opinion or in extreme military 
adversity. It is therefore believed that we should 
endeavor to forestall any invitation to Forphyroghenis 
by the United Nations and that the Department should not 
request a waiver by the Attorney General for the 


temporary admission of Porphyroghenis in a personal 
capacity. 


3. Admission of Israel.-—-Dr. Evatt is pushing for the admis- 
gion of israel to membership in the United Nations at 
this session of the Assembly. The Australians have 
asked us to join them in sponsoring a resolution admit- 
ting Israel. Because of the failure of the Israeli to 
give satisfactory assurances regarding boundaries, the 
internationalization of Jerusalem, and the refugee 
problem, and because of their failure to satisfy those 
who are awaiting an official Israeli report on the 
assassinati.n of Count Bernadotte, we have refrained 
from taking a leading position in the Assembly on this 
matter. We have, however, let it be known that we favor 
the admission of Israel. It is svgcested that the 
Secretary not be drawn into details of discussion of 
this point but that he refer Dr. Evatt to Ambassador 
Austin in New York and state that our tactics will be 
left in Ambassador Austin's hands.

We hope 
that the Assembly's Ad Hoc Political Committee will not 
take up the item until current efforts to reach agree- 
ment in the Indies ere concluded. When the matter does 
arise, we shal of course bear in mind the Charter pro- 
hibition of assembly action on a subject which is under 
- active consiceration by the Security Council, as is the 
case in this matter. We feel that, while the Assexbly 
may properly express its opinion on the case in a resolu- 
tion, it may not. make a recommendation to the parties as 
long as the Security Council is exercising its functions 
on the question (Article 12, paragraph 1, of the Charter). 





S. Italian Colonies.-—-Dr. Evatt may urge upon us his 
Delegation'’s position, which is to favor postponement of 
the substantive issue and to set up an investigating - 
commission of the Assembly to visit the colonies and to 
report to the Fourth Regular Session. We feel that we 
must support the pending British resolution on the 
colonies which provides for a United Kingdom trusteeship 
for Cyrenaica, a five-power study (United States, United 
Kingdom, France, Italy, Egypt) of the disposition of the 
remainder of Libya, the division of Eritrea between 
Ethiopia and the Sudan, and Italian trusteeship for 
Somaliland. We feel that this program is the best 
attainable consistent with our strategic interests in 
the area, and we are committed to support the British 
in this matter. If this becomes impossible it may become 
necessary to agree on some form of postponement for some 
or all of the territories until the 199 or 1950 Assembly. 


6. acece stion.—Dr. Evatt may suggest that the 
Iss ‘the resolution in effect deleting this 


matter from the Assembly's agenda. The Secretary may 
wish to make clear to Dr. Evatt our decision to abstain 
on procedural resolutions with regard to the Spanish 
issue. On matters cf substance we would vote in favor 
of a resolution to permit specialized agencies to 
receive Spain as a member provided that this would 
increase the technical effectiveness of the agency; we 


would 
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would sbstain on a resolution calling for the restora- 
tion of chiefs of diplomatic missions in Madrid. 


7. Indians in South Africa.—Dr. Evatt may refer to this 
problem. Our position is that we are not eager to

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AN APPROACH TO THE CFM 





1) Our major premise is that our concern is with the 
future of Eurore and not with Germany as a problem by itself. 
We are concerned with the integration of Germany into a feee 
and democratic Europe. We have made and ar? making progress 
to this end with the part of Germany which we control anc we 
shall not jecpardize this progress by seeking u unified Germany 
as in itself good. If we can integrate a greater pert of Germany 
than we now control under conditions which help and do not retard 
what we are now doing, we favor that; but, only if the circumstances 
are right. 


2) Just as the unification of Germany is not an end in 
itself, so the division of Germany is not an end in itself. If, 
for instance, Russian troops were unilaterally withdrawn, we 
would not attempt--as an end in itself-- by force to keep Eastern 
and Western Germany apart. Again the test is whether the 
unification can be achieved under conditions which help and do 





not regard the unification of free Europe. 


3) Similarly, the presence of Russian troops in East 
Germany is not desirable. It is undesirable. So we do not 


seek to have these troops remain because their presence 
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insures a divided Germany. We seek to have these troops 
withdraw’. as far as possible, and we seek to have rights of 
passage and the presence of Soviet troops in satellite states 
ended. 


4) Here again the price which may be asked for the 
withdrawal of Russian trocps may well be too high. The with- 
drawal of American and British troops from Germany would 
be too high a price. The net result of the withdrawal of all 
troops from Germany would do harm to our objectives andto. 
the progress we have made toward them. So such a propogak 
would not be accepted, regardless of the propaganda consequences. 
The task would be to minimize and possibly reverse the propaganda 


advantage. 


5) A possible regrouping of troops which would have the 
effect of removing Russian groops eastward and possibly ending 
their presence in and passage through the eastern European 

. countries may have important advantages. It deserves the most 
careful study. It is essential to any further unification of Germany 





and of Germany with the west. 


6) The consideration of the timing of any further progress 
is important. 4 good opportunity, if it occurs, should not be 
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rejected because 2 better one is sure to come. Also it is true 
that unsound concessions should not be made because of the fear 
that the present time Is the best and must be seized at high cost. 


7) No outcome --even a good one-- is free from objection. 
Any decision will have some dangers. But this is not a reason 
for avoiding decisions. 


8) The chances seem to favor an outcome of the meeting 
which does not go beyond a modus vivendi on Berlin, and on an 
East and West Germany, and an easing of tension. This result 





we can contemplate without alarm. Our hope and parpose weld‘ 
be to accomplish more. It would not be our purpose to conducé 
the negotiations to prevent more from being accomplished, if 

more could be accomplished in accordance with the safeguards 
outlined above.

He said tnat he was 
very disturbed about the transfer of Mr. Ellis Briggs to Czechoslovakia . ° 
and did not know how to have his concern properly understood in Wash- . 
ington. To discuss it with Mr. Briggs would be an embarrassment to the 
latter and to send a message through his Ambassador here might be 
misunderstood, His concern came from the fact that various people pur- 
porting to report President Peron’s views had stated to him that 
President Peron had long wished to have Mr, Briggs removed from 
Uruguay, and that this transfer was, so these people claimed and the 
President of Uruguay suspected, a move on our part to appease Peron. 
This alarmed him because he felt that the position of Uruguay might be 
untenable if the United States intended to adopt such a policy. 


I explained to Mr. Morse the reasons which motivated the transfer, 
which he thoroughly understcod and approved, having just been in Czecho- 
slovakia himself. He and I both thought that a message to the President 
explaining the reasons for the transfer would be reassuring to him.

A communication dated April 19, 1949 has been 
received from our Embassy at London stating that 
formal applications for nonauota visas under Section 4 (6) 
of the Immigration Act of 1924, as aiended, have been 
made by the following students: Dragoljub Cokic, 
Michael Jovanovic, Vaselin Kosic, Milan Kovacavic 
Bogdan Mishkovic and “ilan Popovic. The Embassy has not 
found it possible to approve their applications because they 
have not presented satisfactory evidence that they have 
a domicile abroad to which they will be able to return : 
after the completion of their studies in the United States. : 
This is one of the requirements for classification as 
a student under Section 4 (e) of the Act, 


There has recently been submitted to the Depart- 
ment a copy of a communication from the Reverend

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As the Gouncil of Foreign Ministers faces its 145th meoting 
this afternoon, there are mo indications of any break in the 
East-West deadlock. In fact, with the Four Ministers scheduled 
to discuss the Berlin blockade today, it might almost be said 
that the CFM is right back wiere it started; the only differ 
ence being that the opposing vicwpoints have hardened into what 
appeers te be unbreakable molds, thereby virtually eliminating 
any hope of some general compromise agreement which opened the 
sessions. = 

While the CFP's future looks highly pessimistic, there ‘2s: 
one salutary development which might be pointed out. That is 
the firm and continuing unity of the three Western Ministers 
in their determination not to sacrifice in the slightest the 
gains of the Western tones of Germany. 

After three days of fruitless discussion on Berlin con- 
trols, yesterday's meeting closed with an agreement to discuss 
Acheson's suggestion that the four Ministers issue a directive 
to the Berlin commandants to conclude their negotiations on the 
implementatiom of the New York Agroement by June 13 and report 
te the CPM. Tims, after almost three weeks of no progress, the 
CPM faces the prospect of being constrained to discuss the very 
problem which supposedly was settled at the time of its con- 
vening. Any likelihood of « possible Berlin modus vivendi may 
well hinge on the results ultimately achieved on actual lifting 


cof the Berlir tlockadc. 
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To sum up developments since Monday: On Tuesday, Vishinsky 
repeated in open session the same arguments he had used in “he 
closed sessions against the Western proposals for Berlin «snd 
in support of his own program. ‘he three Western Ministers 
in turn gave detailed reasons for not accepting Vishinsky's 
proposals. Vishinsky revealed shat might well be « funismental 
weakness of the Soviet position, fear of a united Germany. He 
Gemanied that, since Berlin was now split inte tw parts, each 
part should be given equel representation on a supervisory body. 
This, of course, would drastically cut Western representation. . 
He again urged that Soviet zone social organisations and trader , 
unions be allowed to nominate candidates for electionss Ber 
again insisted on unanimous Kommandaturea decisions and rejected 
any controls similar in character to the Austrian Agreement. 

Acheson, in reply, said we were not willing to return te 
the 1946 Kommandature statute because it did not work before 
and would not work now. He said we wanted a realistic preo- 
ticable control mechanism which wuld guarantee normal life in 
the city. Acheson rejected Vishinsky's parity formla as not 
equitable en three bases: (1) population; (2) equality for 
sovereign atates; and (3) the vote at the last elections fur~ 
ther, he said, we would insist, according to our democratic 
principles, that all candidates be permitted freedom to cam- 
paim on their own party platforns. 


SECRET 
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Schuman, in support, said the Soviet attempt to zo back 
te 19h6 showed contempt for all practical experience of che 
past. The Western powers, on the other hand, sought to enter 
a new phase in which wider power and authority wuld be given 
to the Germans. Bevin in turn amplified his earlier remarks 
opposing Vishinsky's proposals and added that Vishinsxy sought 
to set up « system which wuld make any progress impossible. 

Wednesday's session wae solely « continuation and elabora- 
ting of both East and West arguments on Berlin contrel. After 
Vishinsky's long speech defending his proposals, Achesem aed 
that, despite the length of his talk, he had not answered & 
question as to whether or not one Kommandatura meubore could 
stop any act of the municipal authorities. Acheson then em- 
phasised that the Soviet position boiled down to a statement 
that the four powers can do what they like in Berlin so long 
as it is what the USSR wants. Schuman supported Acheson and 
reiterated that the West would not accept the Soviet concept 
of an Allied trusteeship for Berlin. 

is Baatezeemy substituting for Bevin, reiterated the UK 
wo feation té the Soviet veto in the Konmmandatura, Acheson 
then rominded Vishinsky that efter the 196 Berlin elections

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The CFM approaches the and of its third week with ‘ittle hope 
for amy reasonable agreement on Germany or even on Berlin. The 
emphasis, ulster-Esstewe-tapeatoe, is shifting fron the deadlocked 
German unity and Berlin control ismes to the old qestion of 
access arrangements to Berlin. Tuls may, in turn, become an 
avemme of approach to the consideration of any limited modus 
vivendi on Berlin cor on East-Hest trade. Therefore, while in one 
sense it marks a return to the very problem supposedly solved at 
the opening of the CPM, in another sense it may be the beginning 
of some form of working arrangements between East and West. 

“rom the three weeks of fruitless discussions that have served 
chiefly to harden the opposing viewpoints, ome encouraging develop- 
ment has become evident; the strong unity of the three Western 
Ministers in their determination not to sacrifice to the Soviets 
the progress made in the Western Zmes. 

The Conference emphasis shifted to the blockade issue after 
Acheson, at Wednesday's meeting, suggested that the Berlin ego- 
tiators on the implementatiam of the New York Agreement to lift 
the blockade be instructed to report their progress by June 13. 

The Ministers approved this proposal yesterday after Vishinsky 
finally agreed to it. He demurred at first on the grounds that it 
wasn't necessary. After a long and futile debate on the Berlin 
currency problem, however, he concurred. 

Today the Ministers, at Vishinsky's insistence on following 


the order of the agenda, retuzn to the Berlin question, with the 
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possibility that they may begin discussions mm the German Treaty before 
the end of the week. Vishinsky declined Acheson's suggestion that, 
becmse of the “endless and pointless discussions" to date, the 
Ministers bypass the German Treaty problem and take up the Austrian 
Treaty, the final item on the CPM agenda. 

Since reporting tc you last Friday, there has been no progress 
but rather a stiffevirg of whet appear to be the almost irrerecsble 
positions of the East and the West. 

Briefly, tais week's CP activity aight well be summed up in 
Acheson's report om the dimer he gave Vishinsky last weekend. The 
Secretary cabled that Vishinsky "made no approach or gesture suggest- 
ing any inclination to compranise @ the adamant stand taken in the 
CFM." 

last Monday afternoon's closed sessiam was merely a repetiticon 
of the previous Soviet stand for ¢ rigid four power cmmtrol of Berlin. 
Acheson states that Vishinsky's top advisers had made it plain to 
members of the U.S. Delegation that the Soviet Govermment could not 
and would not abandam@m its veto on Berlin for fear of having the 
Berliners adopt what they termed an anti-Soviet attitude. 

Vishinsky, repeating on Tuesday his same arguments, demanded that, 
since Berlin was now split into two parts, each part should be given 
equal representation m@m a suggested German election commission. He 
again urged his earlier suggestion that Soviet sa@me social orgmiza- 
tions and trade unions be allowed to nominate candidates for elections. 
He again insisted on unanimous Kommandatura decisions and rejected 
any controls similar in character to the Austrian Agreement as proposed 
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by the U.S. All of these proposals, of course, reveal the Soviet 
fear of loss of the vetopower. 

Acheson, in reply said we wanted a realistic precticable camtrol 

mechaniss which would guarantee normal life in the city. He rejected

Bevin ) 
in turn emplified his earlier remarks opposing Vishinsky's proposals 
and added that Vishinsky sought to set up a system which would make 
any progress iaposad ble. 

Wednesday's lengthy session was again a contimation of East and 
West arguments op Berlin. Achesm emphasized that the Soviet positia 
boiled dom to a statement that the four powers can do what they lile 
in Berlin so long as it is wrat the USSR wants. Schuman supported 
Acheson and reiterated that the West would not accept the Soviet 
concept of an Allied trusteeship for Berlin.

(1) If there is to be any assessment of blame for 
stalemate at Lausanne, Israel must accept primary 
responsibility. Commission members, particularly 
USREP, have consistently pointed out to Prime Minister, 
Foreign Minister, and Israeli delegation that key to 
peace is some Israeli concession on refugees. L 
pr ared memo months ago of minor concessions which 

d be made without prejudice to Israel's final 
to Pre pointing out that such concessions would 
lay the basis for successful talks at Lausanne. Israel 
has made minor concessions with reservations, but has 
steadfastly refused to make ortant ones and has 
refused to indicate either publicly or privately how 
many refugees she is willing to take back and under 
what conditions. Israel's refusal to abide by the GA 





assembly resolution, providing those refugees who desire 


to return to their homes, etc., has been the primary 
factor in the stalemate. Israel has failed even to 
stipulate under what conditions refugees wishing to 


return might return; she has given no definition of wnat 


she regards as peaceful co-existence of Arabs and Jews 
in Israel and she consistently returns to the idea that 
her security would be endangered; that she can not 

bear the economic burden and that she has no responsi- 
bility for refugees because of Arab attacks upon her. 

I have never accepted the latter viewpoint. Aside from 
her general responsibility for refugees, she has 
particular responsibility for those who have been 
Griven out by terrorism, repression and forcible 
ejection. 


(2) The statement 
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(2) The statement, “the Government of Israel is at a 
loss to understand the reference in the note to the 
alleged contemplation by Mr. Eytan of ‘an additional 
acquisition of further within Palestine'" is a falsehood. 
Aliso the statement that the GA proposal was first advanced 
by me. As previously reported it was first advanced 

by Ben Gurion and so reported to the Department at the 
time. In appearing before the general committee Sassoon 
and Lifschitz presented Israel's claim for more of Arab 
Palestine and used the Hayes (TVA) project map to 

justify proposed new toundaries with Arab Palestine. 

It was made clear that the proposed canal must be all 
inside Israel, which would mean that further territory, 
including Tulkarm and the northwest corner of the 
Triangle, must go to Israel. In addition members of 
Israeli delegation have told me that their demand for 
withdrawal of Arab troops was designed to establish 
bargaining position with Abdullah so that Arab Palestine 
could be further divided. Comay said, "we will point 

out to Abdullah that he is gett a bonus out of the 
war." Ben Gurion told me {see telegram re Tiberias 

talk; do not have reference here) Israel wanted the entire 
western shore of the Dead Sea. Sharret told the commission 
in his first meeting that strip from Haifa to Tel Aviv 
must be widened back to Samarian Hills for security 
reasons. Under threats Israel took over Tulkarm area 
villages. By force she has taken over new territory 

in Jerusalen. 


(3) I leave to the Department whether Israel's admission 
to UN sanctified what she is doing. Personally, I do 
not see how the argument can be accepted. Israel was 
state created upon an ethical concept and should rest 
upon an ethical base. Her attitude toward refugees is 
morally reprehensible and politically short-sighted. 
She has no. security that does not rest in friendliness 
with her neighbors. She has no security that does 

not rest upon the basis of peace in the Middle East. 
Her position as conqueror demanding more does not make 
for peace. It makes for more trouble. 


{4) As to Gaga strip: I have felt since it was first 
mentioned that it could be a basis for settlement of 
refugee problem to extent of Israel's responsibility 
and also a basis for territorial settlement. I have 


pointed out 
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pointed out consistently that it is a good proposal 
providing it is accompanied by a quid pro quo: some 
part of the Negev. I have also pointed out that a 
concession in the Negev is more than a satisfaction 
of strategic concepts; it is a major point in Arab 
thinking. One thing that will make for eternal 
friction in the Middle East is to drive the wedge into 
the Arab world. 


There never has been a time in the life cf the commission 
when @ generous and far-sighted attitude on the part of 
the Jews would not have unlocked peace. Perhaps they 
are too clcse to she siege of Jerusalem to sez it now, 

As an advocate of the new state I hope they ocme on it% 
eventually. Otherwise there will be no peace in the 
Middle East, no security for Israel and no possibility 
of lifting the economic blockade with which she must 
remain a remittancé-man nation.

In discussing witao the Fresident the possibility 
that the CFM would adjourn on Thursday and that the 
Secretery might find it desirable to visit Germany, I 
indicated my feeling of urgency about his return to 
consider the situation in China and particularly to 
take charge of our legislative program. I found the 
President feeling very definitely that next week will 
be perhaps the most critical period in determining 
what progress our program can make in this session of 
Congress, but also quite definitely of the opinion ’ 
that a visit to Germany with enough time to get a ‘ 
first-hand view of conditions would be of great value 
to the Secretary.

Against this background the Senators thought there was little 
chance for a passage of .Point IV, Vandenberg indicating that he thought 
it might interfere with MAP and that it is "very important to take up 
Military Assistance this session". Senator Connally said he saw "little 
chance" of action on MAP this session. The Committee will, however, 
keep the tracks clear for MAP and I do not feel we rhould give too much 
weight to Connally's offhand statement. 


Senators Connally and Vandenberg felt that the Banking and 
Currency Committee should handle the investment guaranty part of the 


Point IV program. 


Recommendation: 


In view of the reluctance to consider Point IV, I recommend that 
you telephone Senator Connally and advise him that the Program will be 
sent to Congress shortly. You might say that you realize the critical

Participants: Mr. Paul Hoffman 
Secretary Acheson 


The Secretary spoke to Mr. Hoffman this afternoon with 
regard to the amendments to the ECA legislation discussed in 
my memorandum cf today. Tne Secretary indicated that ne 
considered the matter with others in the Department and concluded 
that we were in agreement with Mr. Hoffman in his opposition to 
the first amendment relative to illustrative allocations on cottor- 
and tobacco. Mr. Hoffman said this would put ECA out of business 


and the Secrefary agreed. 


In so far as the second amendment regarding Spain is 
concerned, the Secretary indicated that we would be against any 
action forcing OEEC to accept Spain, He said that we were not 
sure exactly what would be done by'the amendment since we had 
been unable to obtain the exact wording proposed by Senator 
McCarron. In our opinion, however, this would be putting pressure 
on the OEEC nations to accept Spain as a member of the “‘club’’. 
The Secretary said that apart from the language, the effect was to 
cut the ECA appropriation by $50 million by setting the amount 
aside for Spain. This, Mr. Acheson said, would be most unfortunate. 
Furthermore, it is the Department’s opinion that any bilateral 
financial assistance extended to Spain by the US Government 
should be provided through the Export-Import Bank. 


Mr. Hoffman said that he had seen the President who was 
in agreement on the desirability of opposing the two amendments. He 
said that he had also talked to certain of the Congressional leaders, 
including Senators Connally, Vandenberg, Bridges and others, In an 
effort to line up opposition to the amendments.

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MILITARY SITUATION 


- fem days in Greece is too short a time to learn a great deal 
about that country but it is quite long enough to appreciate the intense 
gravity of the present situation. This country, ravished by the Geruas 
war, ispoverished by years of Gersan cecupation and disrupted by the 
present civil war is on the verge of economic collapse. 


The Greek eray is unlikely to finish the war unless its resources 
are increased by more extermal aid or the help giver to the rebels ty 
Albania, Yugoslavia en4 Bulgaria is diminished. ‘the redels are being 
enormously assieted by these threo countries; they are equipped by thea, 
provided with campe ia their terzitory (eaialy in Albania) where they can 
retire te recover after a battle ani where their men are trained. So far 
they have not been provided with acroplanes or with non-Greek troops; to do 
this would Be a serious step because it would do away with the flinasy 
pretense that the aid for the rebels does not emanate from Russia. But that 
rick remains. 


The Communists appear to have two plens. 


The first is to finish the struggle quickly by obtaining an 
agreement that there shall be a general amnesty, that beth sides will 
down their arms and that British ani American halp will be wi théirawa. 
in six asonths’ tise whea the Oreck army is largely dissolved and the ra | 
aid is withdrawn, the rebdele - who, in fact, will not have given up their aras - 
would, with the aid of the Borthera powers have the country completely at 
their. mercy. ‘The Greck Government will not be takes in by thie trick, having 
learned their lesson when they sere forced to agree to the Varkisia in 
March 1985. Under this agreement it wae arranged that there should be « 
general amnesty ani that beth sides wuld lay down their aras. ‘The redels, 
im fast, retained theirs and, after reorganising their forces, restarted 
under conditions such more favourable to then, 


If this fails, the Communists will fall back on their second 
plan, which is not to defeat the army decisively in the field but to keep 
up the pressure long enough to bring about econoszic col'apse, when they would 
be able to obtain control without any difficulty, This situation is a good 
deal nearer than is generally realised. The condition of the country is appall- 
ing; a tenth of the population are refugees; very many of the villages are 
deserted; much of the lani cannot be farmed because it is either in the 
possession of the redele or liable to be attacked, The internal trade of the 
country is immensely handicapped by the lack of transport; there are no trains 
ruming out of Athens and, apart from the extreme South, everytoing has to be 
carried on the road and is subject to interference by the redele. As half 
their food comes fros abroad ani as they now can export so little, they are 
completely dependent upon the United 8a'es. If American aid was withdravo, 
or even drastically reduced, disaster vould follow at once; even with this 
aid it is omly a question of tine before the strain becomes undearabdle. 
Moreover, after so many years of war and such heavy casualties, particularly 
among the young officers, the strain upon the army is very serious. 
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The Greek army consists of approximately 200,000 sen; about 
25,000 are untrained auxiliaries comparable with our Home Guard; abdout the 
seme susber are being trained and about 20,000 are always avay on leave or 
froa sickness - 90 that the effective strength of the aray is about 130,000. 
The rebel army is approximately 25,000 and, in spite ofmeualties, it 
appears to be able to maintain this strength. For example, it suffered 
heavy casualties ia the battle of the Peloponnesus, where its force was 
reduced to about 20,000, But in a few months’ time it regained its normal 
strength. In the Peloponnesus the rebels were fighting under exceptionally 
unfavourable conditions because they were cut off by the sea fros their 
bases in the Northera countries and therefore were unadle to reinforce 
and re-equip and they set with the wost severe winter in recent tincs; 
only recently 400 bodies were found buried in the snow. Ths Greek aray 
is large enoug) to deal with the redele if the fighting tcok place in open 
country or if they vere cut off from external aid (as in the case of the 
Peloponnesas) ur if the redele woulé cose out ani fight. Put, in fect, 
they now practise a guerrilla warfare; they come down from the mountains 
in omell groupe of a few hundreds, attack neighbouring villages, blow up 
bridges, destroy power rtations, inflict casualties on the erny eni then 
retire into the sountains. 


Im assessing the strength of the Greck aray it mst be 
resesdered that, gallant as it is, it is im no way comparable with highly ~ 
‘trained ani organised British or American forces. As the Bussians only 
defeated the Germans by having en overwhelaing strength, eo the Greek argy : 
can only defeat the rebele by mass tactics. *he redel army is adsiradly 
suited for mountain guerrilla warfare; it is well equipped by the northern 
powers (in the fighting near the Frontier they have recently been provided 
with auch heavier guns drawn by mules) ani well trained in the cazps in 
neighdouring countries. The discipline is excellent; the rebels are 
partly composed of fanatical enthusiasts, who are utterly fearless and 
completely determined, ani partly of those who have been captured in the 
villages and forced to fight; - these are dealt with by an iron disciplica 
and know that they will be shot at sight without trial if they disobey any 
order at all. 


The Greek aray sust be larger in order that its men can be 
properly pPrained instead cf being sent inte dattle with the present partly 
trained forces aad in order that there are sufficient troops to sop up the 
eneay by simultaneous engagements. Atithe present time the policy of the 
rebels ie to split theasslves up in small groups so that, while the army are 
trying to deal with one, the others escape. 





Last Noveaber the Government asked for sufficiont financial 
assistance to enable them to increase the aray by a further 50,000 men. ‘he 
Commander-in-Chief thought that, vith thés reinforcesent and with an increase 
in the supply of aeroplanes, he woud be able to drive the eneay into the 
extreme Borth of the countrs >= =#§ end of this year. This increase has mt 
taken place and, in order to wie «0 spring offensive, reserves had to de 
thrown in on an unexpected scale; so that, unless the countries éf the North 
reduce their assistance, there does uot now seem to be any prospect of 
finishing the war this year - or, with their present reeources, in any 
definadle tine, 
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It costs the United Seates about two hundred aillicn dcllars a 
year to aaintain the present Greek arzy. I8 would cost abont a further 
fifty million dollars ts: equip another fifty thousand sen; to double the 
sir force sight cost about a nillion pounds; but this, with certain other 
reforas, whould ensure final victory in 1950. There would seem to be a 
choice for the United States between cpeniing two hunéred million dollars 
for an indefinite period or spending a relatively trivial extre asount for 
@ year in order to make victory next year almost sure. 


There is great confidence in the new Commander-in Chief, 
General Papagos, who seems to command universal respect as a true patriot 
with no personal ambitions. He is, perhaps, the only aan whe could be 
certain of holding the army together at the present tise. This confidence 

te be shared by the Britich and Agerican Military Miseions, so 
it seems rather illogical that Lie views on the ainiaus requiresents necostary 
should not de given more wyppert. 


The aray can be incr-ased to 250,000 er 300,000 wen if adequate 
financial assistance for oquipping them could be provided (very roughly it 
seems to be about one thousand dollare a man) bat, of course, the inacreere 
would not become effective until next year as they would not be trained. 

If the maber of fighter eeroplanes vas doudled some pilote could be found 
straight away as they could be taken froa the civil foree, though full use 
' @f these could not be mide until next year wheafresh pilots had been trained. 


Because the staff officers of the Greck aray have not been 
highly trained and because in that army excessive attention is patd to 
seniority of rank regardless of aerit, British ani American aiviee on 
technical aatters is urgently required. ‘here seems to be some reason for 
thinking that thie assistance ic not nearly as effective as it aight be 
owing to the absence of integration between the United States and United 
Kingioa Military Missions. If there was one aan, either British or American, 
who was supresenand was of such high standing that he commanded the rexpect 
and implicit confidence ef all the staff, both British ani American, then 
more effective help could be given to the Greek aray. 


Rf these things are done ami done quickly, victory should be 
reasonably certain next yerr; if they are not done until next year the 
expense will be far greater and the economic state of the country will be so 
much weakened that ultiaate recovery will be sore remote; if they are not 
Gone thea ani tke Northera countrics still aaintain their aid, disaster 
would seem to be certain.

In the light of your expressed desire to discuss further, with the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of Defense, the matters which the 
three of us were discussing on Friity, I have prepared this brief 
memorandum in order that we may focus more directly on the issues 
involved.

Committee 
on Atomic Energy, has brought to a head not only the policy considerations

The legal issues involved must be resolved in the light of the basic 
purpose of the Act taken as a whole, the state of affairs at the time the 
Act was passed, and the language of the ct itself, inclu ing the apparently 
prohibitory languave cf section 1(a)(1) of the Act. 
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In any consideration of this subject, it is necessary to quote at leasi 
tye spnedig ppeseges from the Act. They are: 


@) ‘dee conanent treme tho Godhandtien of peter Gectien 1(a) of the 
Act), which provides that ‘‘the policy of the people of the United States’’ 
in the atomic energy field is ‘‘subject at all times to the paramount 

objective of assuring the common defense and security’’--this excerpt 
being followed by a recital of several specific components of ‘‘the policy — 
of the people of the United States”’ in this field; 


(>) The language of Section 10(a) of the Act, which reuds as 
follows: 


“Tt shall be the policy of the Commission to contrcl the 
dissemination of restricted data in such a manner as to assurs 
the common defense and security. Consistent with such policy, 
the Commission shall be guided by the following : 


(1) That until Congress declares by joint resolution 
effective and enforceable international safeguards , 
the use of atomic energy for destructive purposes have been 
established, there shall be no exchange of information with 
other nations with respect to the use of atomic energy for 
industrial purposes; and 









(2) That the dissemination of scientific and technical 
information relating to atomic energy should be permitted 
and encouraged so as to provide that free interchange of 
ideas and criticisms which is essential to scientific progress.’’ 


The quoted excerpts from the Act, together with the Congressional 
debates on the matter, leave the legal issues involved in a state of

are negotiated with the United Kingjom and Canada will be referred to 
Congress before final executive action !s taken.

I had lunch with Dulles today and had a lengthy conver- 
sation in regard to the Foreign Military Assistance Act. / 
thought it best to give you his reactions immediately.

As I mentioned to you today, I think we must consider plans 
for the next several weeks in the light of the Secretary’s time. 
It seems to me we have two major matters which will require e 
great deal of study anda great deal of the Secretary’s time before 
the UK financial talks begin. The first of thése is, of course, pre- 
paration for the talks themselves. The other is preparation for 
collateral matters which will be taken up by the British during the 
period the talks will be going on. The primary problem in the latter 


category is Far Eastern policy. 


Could you please discass with Mr. Webb the question of how 
much time he believes he will need for briefing the Secretary 
before the preliminary talks begin, during the preliminary talks, and 
before the talks at the ministerial level. It would be helpful to have 
a copy of the latest schedule for these talks. 


I have talked briefly to Dr. Jessup about Far Eastern planning. 
He tells me that he had hoped to have as much time as possible with 
the two new consultants before discussing the overall Far Eastern 
problem with the Secretary. He had tentatively set a target date 
of about September 10 for completion of the review of Far Eastern 
policy with these consultants. Itthink this would have to be moved 
up somewhat in view of the discussions with Mr. Bevin on Far Eastern 
problems. I know that the Secretary hopes to spend considerable time 
on this problem and I hope that we will be able to complete a thorough 
review before the Bevin discussions. I realize that final decisions 
probably will not be reached by this time, but I think the Secretary 
should have the benefit of complete discussions with Department 
people and with the consultants before he sees Mr. Bevin. 


Will you please discuss this matter with Mr. Webb and any 
others you deem advisable.

which follows could be presented to hia. 
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. The approximately $20,000,000 of gold in question was ear- 
marked by Japan during ‘he war to sake psynents due Thailani and French 
Indo-China for supplies furnished Japan ani some costs incurred by the 
Japanese forces of cecupation in those coustries. VPollowing the sur- 
remder, these countries attempted to disaffirm the contracts as having 
bess induced by force an4 to obtain restitution of certain identifiable 
deliveries thereunder, while still asserting their claim to the gold 
which was earmarked as partial payment under the contracts. Such actics 
ia disaffirming the contracts, which was inconsistent with claiming bene- 
Cite thereunder of which the carmarked gold was one, led General Mecirther, 
after prolonged study of all the facts, to the conclusion that the geld 
belonged to Japan ami should be made available to the Japanese econcay. 

Under an early directive to General Macirthur as Supreme Cos- 
mander for the Allied Powers, it, became his duty to protect the rights, 
interests and assets of al) sesbers of the United Nations in Japan. This 
of course included « duty to see that Japanese assets are properly pre- 
served in order to protect the rights of nations with valid clains against 
Japan, who in effect are general creditors. 

The Department of State after exhaustive legal analysis dis- 
agreed withthe conclusions resched by General Macirthur and desired to 
have the United States, with the President's approval, issue to General 
Machrthur in his capacity as Supreme Commanter for the Allied Powers 


a directive along the lines indicated in the semoranduam of August 18. 


This would in effect transfer the gold to Thailand and France. 
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The Attormey General expressed in substance the opinion that 
the issuance of such a directive to General Macirthur in his inter- 
national capacity would be legal. 

General Macirthur was informed of the above. He then stated 
that, having fully presented his views on the merits of the question, 
it would serve ms useful surpose te reiterate then, bat that if cuch 
a directive were to be issued, the Far Eastern Comzission shoul¢ be in- 
formed of it in advance.

Miss Barrows of tne White House called me this afternoon to 
report that Congressman Crosser had been calling the White House 
all afternoon with reference to the Mexican oil problem.

We have thought that President Truman 
might go to Chile after the November 1950 congressional 
elections to attend the inauguration of the steel mill 
at Concepcién, Chile, which is being built with American 
financial and technical assistance. This would coincide 
with the 400th anniversary of the founding of Concepoién.

MEETING WITH THE PRESIDENT, MONDAY, NOVEMBER 14 


Report on the Paris meeting 





When I saw the President on Saturday, November 12, 
I handed him the attached telegrams from the Secretary, 
nos. 47235 and 4787. The President returned these today 
saying that he had read them, found them very interest- 
ing, and felt that they completely justified the 
Secretary's trip. 


The President also read telegram no. 3925, and I 
informed him of Mr. Harriman's te no. REPSEC 4I. 
The President indicated that he would like to have a 
full report from the Secretary on his return as to his 
talks with Mr. Bevin regarding European integration, 
the role of the OEEC, and -particularly the handling of 
the Spaak matter.

Item 1 - China and the Far East 


The President referred very warmly to our meeting this - 
morning with the consultants on China. He said that this haa been 
tremendously helpful to him. He had gotten a new insighi. into the 
reasons for the Communist success in China, a better uaderstarding 
of the whole situation, and found himself thinking about %t in a quite 
new way. He said that when Ambassador Jessup returns frou his 
trip to the Far East he would like to meet with all of us again. For 
this meeting he would like to set aside several hours for a discussicn 
and go into all phases of the Far Eastern questions and policies. 


I said to the President that if we had had a little more time this 
morning I should have liked to have had the discussion center on what . 
seemed to me to be a pretty basic issue of policy on which I thought 
the Consultants’minds were very clear. Broadly speaking, there were 
two objectives of policy: One might be to oppose the Communists 
regime, nharass it, needle it, and if an opportunity appeared,to 
attempt to overthrow it. Another objective of policy would be to attempt to 
detach it from subservience to Moscow and over a period of time 
encourage those vigorous influences which might modify it. I 
pointed out that this second alternative did not mean a policy of 
gsppeasement any more than it had in the case of Tito. If the 

_ Communists took action detrimental to the United States it should 
be opposed with vigor, but the decision of many concrete questions. 
would be much clarified by a decision as to whether we believed that 
we should and could overthrow the regime, or whether we believed that 
the second course outlined above was the wiser. I said that the Gon- 
Sultants were unanimous in their judgment that the second course was 


The President thought that:in the broad sense in which I was 
Speaking that this was the correct analysis and that he wished to have 
a thorough understanding of all of the facts in deciding the question.

The Shah then turned to the economic sigyation. He spoke of 
Iran’s desire to develop the very great natural resources of the 
country, of the 7-year plan, and of the bad harvest last year. He 
said that the income from the oil royalties was to be used for the 
7-year plan and for certain other current necessities. This left 
the military requirements of which he had already spoken and 
certain other economic ones unprovided for. Among these other 
needs, he mentioned specifically the need for such items as wheat 
and of his hope that some way could be found, either through the 
barter of strategic materials which the United States needed or 
through some form of Lend-Lease, to provide current consumable 
items such as wheat, 


He then mentioned the need of the railways for new equipment. 
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only recently filed the Jast report under the Lend-Lease 
but that authority under that Act had expired some time 
ago. The Shah then asked whether the Marshall Plan could be 
extended to Iran, and was told that under its terms it applied 


only to countries in Europe. 


This led the Shah to observe that he did not think Turkey 
was a country in Europe. The President pointed out that Turkey 
had been considered to be in this capacity, partly for geographical 
reasons, but primarily because of the prior legislation providing 
aid for Greece and Turkey which arose out of special circum- 
stances and which was incorporated into the Marshall Plan

This concluded the interview which lasted a little over half hour. 
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I called Congressman Fulton early this morning with 
reference to the matter he discussed with me yesterday 
of his offer to serve as hostage for Consul General Ward. 
I stated to him the Department’s views eas set forth in the 
attached memorandum from Mr. Merchant to me, 


_ The Congressman repeatedly stated that he was sincere 
in his offer, that he hoped to “‘clarify the issues’’, that he 
felt his serving as hostage would get the matter before UN, 
ant Gas ho Ras act meant Soe Gis Ging to seecive Ge gu 
licity it has. 


I continued to restate the Department’s position set forth 
in the membrandum referred to above and told him that we 
appreciated his generous offer but that we did not feel that 
it would achieve the results that he wanted, I told him that 
we would keep the matter under advisement but that I felt sure 
our views would not change. I told him that if we had any new 
thoughts we waild get in touch with him, but I seriously doubted 
that the Department’s position would be altered on the advisa- 
bility of his serving as hostage. 


Mr. Freeman of CA listened to the call on the other line. 
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At 2:37 this afternoon Congressman Fulton called 
me regarcing his offer to serve as hostage to the Chinese 
Communists in order to release Angus Ward. The Congress- 
man stated thet he was making this offer very sincerely in 
order to ‘‘clarify issues’”’. He said that he had tried to 
reach Boyd Crawford of the Foreign Affairs Committee and 
had been unsuccessful and had decided to call us direct, 
although he would normally have made such an offer ci =: 
through the.Committee. He said that if he were exchanged 
for Ward ‘‘this would make the United Nations responsible 
and would clarify the issues.’’ The Congressman said he 
wanted me to arrange for him to be exchanged for Mr. Ward. 


I told him that the Department would look into the matter 
immediately and that we would be in touch with him. He can 
be reached at ATlantic 1.9621 in Pittsburgh.

When you spoke to me this morning about the message from 

Paris containing Mr. Schuman’s views and stating his concern over 
the displaced persons in Austria, it is possible that you had not 


seen our outgoing message no. 4656 to Paris. I believe you have 
since read it, but there is a copy attached. 


Mr. Williamson says that EUR hopes that the assurances 
contained in that message will be met between the agreement on a 
draft and the actual placing into effect of the treaty. 


The U.S. plans to make provision in its substitute for 
Article 16, paragraph 5, for the movement of these refugees into 
Germany. This is in accordance with the views you set forth in the 
last briefing meeting on the Austrian treaty. 


The message to Schuman does not go into detail on the nature 
of our proposal for Article 16, paragraph 5, because we did not 
wish to commit the U.S. as to the position it would take on this 
paragraph in advance of the negotiations. 


You will recall that Article 16 headed the list of those articles 
on which concessions could be made by Reber. This decision was 
taken following the discussion with the President on the treaty. 





The Austrian Foreign Officé“has assured us that relief can be 
provided for the displaced persons falling under the restrictions in 
this paragraph through private and religious sources without violation 
of the Soviet version of the treaty terms, if accepted. This version 
you will recall prevents Austria from granting relief to any displaced 
person who has served in the enemy armies during the war, or 
collaborated with the enemy forces. 


The assurances of the Austrian Foreign Office have been 


transmitted to our Embassy at Paris, We hope that ‘hese assurances, 
plus those contained in our telegram to Mr. Schuman, will allay his 
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fears that we do not appreciate the importance of the situation as 
regards the refugees. 


Incidentally, Zarubin leaves Saturday for London. If 
agreement has not been reached by Saturday, negotiations will 
presumably be continued there.

Subject::, Voting in the UN on Jerusalem 





The Secretary called Mr. Connelly at Key West this afternoon 
to report on the situation which would take place this afternoon in 
the United Nations on Jerusalem. He was doing this not to bother 
the President or to get any decision from him, but to explain what 
might seem a course by the United States delegation contrary 
to the President’s clear instructions. The Secretary said that he 
did not think that the proposed course was contrary to the 
instructions but thought that perhaps early press reports might 
look as though it were. 


The Secretary said that his clear basic instructions from the 
President on this question of Jerusalem were that the United States 
should stick with the Palestine Conciliation Report unless and until 
something better comes along. If an agreement could be worked out 
between the Jews, some of the Arabs, and some of the Christian 
countries, the United States would be for that, but for the present, 
it is clear that we should not abandon the Committee Report in which 


we participated. 


However, a subcommittee had been created which had made a 
report in the Committee of the whole. In this report, some of the 
South American countries and some of the Arab countries not 
involved directly, want to go back to the idea of a separate state for 
Jerusalem. The Secretary said that that had not been possible last 
year and it would not be possible now since neither the Jews nor 
Transjordan would accept it. However, the proposal has a majority of 
two. The Secretary said that we would vote against this. 
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The Swedes and the Dutch have brought up a proposal which 
may have a good deal of merit. Their proposal is to work out 
something along the lines of the PCC report, but less formal and 
less complicated. The United States position on this will be thai 
we are not going to vote for that in the Committee but if, between 
the time it leaves the Committee and reaches the floor of the United 
Nations, the delegates could get together on this or some modification, 
the United States might be inclined to go along. At this point, however, 
if we voted for it, we would have everyone down on us; if we voied 
for the subcommittee report we would have the Jews down on us. 
The Secretary pointed out that we are now for the first time in the 
fairly good position when we can say to the Vatican and the Jews 
that they should get together and talk to each cther, but that we were 
not going to coerce them.

Subject: Congressioial Consultations by Dr. Jessup 


Dr. Jessup, Vir. Wend, Mr. Rusk, and I have discussed steps 
which might be taken toward the development of a more effective 
bipartisan approach to Fer Eestern policy. We have considered 

~ particularly the part which Dr. Jessup can best: play in the develop- 
‘ gent of such an approach before his departure for the Far Fast. 
Our views and recommendations on two proposals follow: 


1. We have discussed the way in which the Department might best 
take the initiative in relation to the facts that Senator Knowland 
has now returned from his Far Eastern survey trip and will no doubt 
make an early report to the Senate. We first considered that you 
might invite him here to consult with you but concluded that it would 
be preferable to have Dr. Jessup see him on the way out. It might 
be desirable for you to invite him in after he comes to Washington 
for the second session, I, have discussed this general approach with 
Francis Wilcox,. who concurs in it. A draft telegram to Senator 
Knowland suggesting a meeting with Dr. Jessup is attachsd. (Tab A) 


2. We felt that from the standpoint of developing good bipartisan 
relations on Far Eastern policy the fact that Dr. Jessup is going on 
the trip makes it important that he consult with Judge Kee, Dr. Eaton, 
Senator Connally, and Senator Vandenberg before leaving. The purpose 
of the consultations would be directed toward obtaining their views. 


Following this thesis, Dr. Jessup and I have talked to Judge Kee 
and Dr. Eaton this morning. Francis Wilcox, who had concurred in the 
idea of a visit to Vandenberg and Connally, has checked with Senator 
Vandenberg's office and informed me that due to his physical condition, 
it would be inadvisable for him to see Dr. Jessup. He agreed that the 
public record could show that an offer had deen made by Dr. Jessup. 


Although the inability of Senator Vandenberg to see Dr. Jessup. ‘

MEMORANDUM TO MR. WEBB. 


Last night I dined at the Canadian Embassy alone with 
the Canadian and British Ambassadors. One of the things 
they wished to discuss with me was the recent paper on 
sterling balances which they gave to us. Thev recognized 
that it was purely a resume of facts without recommenéaticns. 
They wished to have an opportunity to talk with me about 
this matter. i gatnered the impression tiiut the purpose was 
largely to determine how the matter should be ccnsidered — 
from now on. I agreed to meet with them. It was agreed 
that we should each of us have with us the one or two 
people on whom we should rely and explore the situation. 

I did not gather that it was their idea that this talk 
would relate to the substance of the problem. As I recall 
it we tentatively arranged to meet in the last week of the 


year. 


(Note: Today I called the Canadian Ambassador’ to 
verify the date and purpose. With reference to the latter 
point, the Ambassador said he was under the impression that 
the meeting would be substantive, after technical people 
on the other side had verified figures. I pointed out that 
I would not want to take on the job of trying to solve 
the substantive matter in the first instance, although I 
would be willing to meet to try to work out administrative 
procedure. I would rather turn over to the technically 
qualified official the greatest part of the burden of work- 
ing out the substantive matters. The Ambassador said he

PARTICIPANTS: Secretary cf Defense Louis Johnson 
Secretary Acheson 
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This morning I called on Secretary Johnson at my request. I 
had with me the decisions reached by the Defense Ministers at 
their Paris meeting on the strategic concept for the defense of 
the North Atlantic area. I also had the transcript of the record 
of their proceedings. I said to Mr. Johnson that some uncertainty 
existed in the minds of some of my colleagues as to what was 
meant by some of his statements in regard to Paragraph 7(a) 
having to do with strategic bombing. I told him that the meaning 
of his statements seemed clear to me but that I wanted to be 
absolutely sure about it for the reasons which I would give him. 





I then read him the original text presented by the Military 
Committee on‘the subject and also the final text adopted by the 
Ministers. I said that both texts seemed to be clear and seemed 
to mean solely that one of the tasks assigned by the concept and 
assigned to the United States was to insure the delivery in 

’ strategic bombing of all weapons. I pointed out that the text 
did not deal with what weapons should be delivered but provided 
for the ability to deliver any and all kinds. Mr. Johnson agreed 
that this was correct. 


I then went over the transcript with him. I said that putting 
myself in his position and thinking over the problem which arose 
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when the Danish Defense Minister presented his amendment to 
the original text, which had referred specifically to atomic 
weapons, it seemed plain that if the Danish amendment had been 
accepted without comment it might have been implied that the 
change in the text carried with it the implication that by this 
change a decision was being made not to use a particular type 
of weapon. Obviously, no such decision was being made nor was 
the question before the Ministers. Mr. Johnson had made this 
clear. It was not my understanding from reading the transcript 
that Mr. Jchnson hac zone further than this or intended to go 
further than this. I asked him whether I was right and whether 
it was his impression that his colleagues had so understodd. He 
said I was right and that he was sure that all present had so 
understood the discussion. 


I said that it was most important that he and I should under- 
stand the situation in exactly the same way because of at least 
two possibilities which might occur. One such possibility was 
that at the meeting of the North Atlantic Council called to approve 
the Ministers’ decisions, someone might ask whether the trans- 
cript carried with it the implication that a decision had been 
made or a commitment had been made to use a particular type 
of weapon. To that my answer would be no - that the sole decision 
made had been that one of the tasks in the strategic concept and 
the task assigned primarily to the United States was to insure the 
ability to deliver any and all weapons. I asked whether Mr. John- 
son would clear that my answer was right. He said that he was 
entirely clear that it was right. 


I then said that at some time on the Hill some member of the 
Congress might ask whether there was any commitment, expressed 
or implied, moral or otherwise, to use any particular type of 
weapon in strategic bombing. To that I would reply no - that we 
had scrupulously observed the provisions of the North Atlantic 
Treaty and had not gone beyond its provisions in committing 
either the Executive Branch or the Congress. Mr. Johnson was 

-also clear that I was entirely right in making such a statement. 


During the conversation, I thought that Mr. Johnson had said 
something which meant that one of the tasks assigned to the United 
States had been the manufacture of all possible types of weapons. 
I returned to this matter in order to be quite sure that he was not 
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under the impression that the recommendations of the Committee 
to which the President had recently appointed him and me were 
in any way prejudiced. He made it quite clear that I had mis- 
understood him and that this matter was in no way prejudiced. 





At another point in the conversation he made it quite clear 
that while in the normal conduct of hostilities the Military de- 
cided, of course under the overriding authority of the Commander 
in Chief,what weapons were appropriate to a particular military 
task, this was not true in the case of atomic weapons where the 
decision could be made only by the President. 


I told Mr. Johnson that tne conversation had been most 
satisfactory to me and that ] was quite prepared to recommend 


to the Council the approval cf the report of the Defense Ministers 
without further discussion on my part of any item.

With reference to my memorandum of conversation of today with 
Mr. Hoffman, I calied him back and said that if he would like me to do 
so I would go over to the Bureau of the Budget and see Mr. Pace with 
him. I said that I would be somewhat embarrassed to argue for the 
figure of $3,1'75,000,000 which Mr. Hoffman, I understood, wanted to 
stand out for. This was because in the NSC we had all agreed that 
the figure for foreign aid should be $3 billion. There was to be a 
contingency item of $200,000,000 included in the $3 billion. As I 
understood the present idea of the Bureau of the Budget, what they now 
are doing in cutting to $2,900,000,000 is taking out half of the 
contingeney fund. Therefore we would be arguing over a figure of 
$100 million. I said I would be willing to argue on this $100 million 
if Mr. Hoffman thought that it was important. 


Mr. Hoffman said that it was his understanding that the $3 billion 
which was agreed in the NSC did not include ECA administrative 
expenses and military end use items; whereas now the $2,900,000,000 
to which the Budget planned to RECA Wee a those items. 





I said I knew nothing whatever about that and this was the first 
time I had had that idea presented to me. Mr. Hoffman said he would 
not worry so much about the $200 million cut but reiterated his fear that 
the Congress would cut them still further; that, while they might be able 
to operate with the $200 miliion cut, a $500 million cut would be 
fatal, and he knew there was no way by which a guarantee could be 
given him that this would not occur. He said that he did not feel his 
figures were in any way padded and that he could justify his original 
figure of $5, 175 million. 


I said again that, while I was not qualified to argue as to whether 
the $3 billion figure agreed on at NSC included or did not include ECA 
administrative expenses and military end use items, I would be very glad 
to go over to the Bureau of the Budget and state in strongest terms 
possible my conviction that the foreign aid program was absolutely 
vital and that nothing must be done to endanger it.

Qs Participants: Mr. Paul Hoffman 
Secretary Acheson 


Mr. Hoffman called me today just before lunch and said that he 
was going to get into a fight and he hoped that I wculd back him because 
he was afraid he would not be able to win it unless he had the Depart- 


ment’s backing. 


He said that the ECA does not yet have the final figures from the 
countries abroad so that they cannot know precisely what their final 
appropriation for the coming fiscal year should be. But they have 
made calculations and have come up with the figure which he thinks 
is an underestimate and will put a squeeze on the foreign countries. 
That, he said, he thought was not undesirable. His figure, he thought, 
was $3,1'70,000,000. The Budget proposes to cut this to $2,900,000,000, 


The main point, which he reiterated several times, was that if 
they went in with this figure to the Congress there would be no chance 
whatever of getting it raised as might be the case with other agencies 
which have a vote appeal. He said that if, after they get their final 
figures in and they were carefully checked, it was found that further 
reductions in his original figure could be made, he would be willing to 
have that done. But, until he was convinced that the $3,1'70,000,000 was 
in excess of what was actually needed, he was extremely anxious--and 
would fight to the last ditch-- not to have a “‘meat ax’’ applied to the 


figure. 


Hoffman then'said that on one point he was taking a position which 
he thought was somewhat contrary to the State Department--and that was 
that he would not want the ECA appropriation loaded with military aid. 
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This, he thought, would be detrimental to maintaining the best approach to 
the Marshal Plan. When I questioned him as to just what this meant, 

he mentioned Greece, an amount of $15 or 20 million which he said was 
not significant in amount but that he did not on principle like to have 
vhese common items included. He recognized that some of the funds 
supplied to foreign countries by ECA went for items such as food 

for their soldiers and he thought that was very different from ECA 

taking over the direct procurement of common items. 


.He said that he had been pointing out wherever he could that the 
way to meet the unbalanced budget was not by cutting down on foreign 
aid. If you did this, you probably would have to turn around and add 
large amounts to the military, until Russia was actually contained. 


He said that he would like to make the strongest possible kind of 
a fight to Pace and if he could not win with Pace, he would have to go to 
the President. I told him that Mr. Webb haa ten dealing with this matter; 
that I would talk with Mr. Webb, and that I would have Mr. Webb call 


him this afternoon.

General Bradley stated that the situation might arise where 
they will march South, in which case we may want to detach 
Formosa from China. For that reason, the question arose if it 
might not be wise to delete the phrase “or to detach Formosa 
from China’’. 


The Secretary, while Admiral Souers waited, read the state- 


ment and agreed that it was all right to delete the phrase in 
question, although he said he would have preferred to leave the 


phrase in the statement.

The Secretary’s Conversation with Mrs. Roosevelt 


The Secretary toid me today that Mrs. Roosevelt raised with 
him the question of Spain. He said he told her there were two ~ 
possible approaches to the problem. The first would be to resume 
more or less normal relations with Spain, have an Ambassador 
there, etc. The other would be to do something positive in so far as 
aide, loans, etc. He mentioned briefly the advantages of following 
the former course and said that he was inclined to favor this course 
and was opposed to the second, Mrs. Roosevelt believed that it would be 
well to prepare the public mind to any change that we might contemplate 
in our relations with Spain. She thought that we should discuss the. 
matter with labor groups and oihers before coming out with a new 
policy. The Secretary did not go inio the question of the advisability 
of the statement which is presently under consideration.

MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION 
WITH SECRETARY BRANNAN 


Secretary Brannan called me about a serious problem 
which he has in connection with negotiations in London 
over introduction or admission or Germany and Japan into 
the operations of the International Wheat Agreement. He 
said he was in complete accord with the State Department 
and the Department of the Army that these countries should 
be admitted to the Wheat Agreement as members and signa- 
tories, and their representative*in London has been in- Rpeonleire.) 


structed to wote for admission. (He department oy ae 


He said the Canadians hold enough votes with Australia 
among the exporting countries to block admission. The ~* 
Canadians have said that unless we concede to them what 
Secretary Brannan says he considers is a large and un 
reasonable proportion of the total amount of wheat pur- 
chases which these countries (Germany and Japan) will 
bring into the agreement, Canada and Australia will vote 
against admission of Germany and Japan. The amount of 
purchases which would go to Canada are now being made 
directly from the United States. Secretery Brannan said 
he understood there were about 100,000,000 bushels in- 
volved. We have said we would give Canada 10,000,000; 
but they are insisting upon 30,000,000. Our representa- 
tive has had instructions that he could go as high as 
20,000,000, but the Canadians are not willing to come 
down more than 2,000,000 bushels. According to Secretery 
Brannan the Canadians could not have furhished this amount 
this year, even th it has been a goodepagsuction year. 
(Probably means 1949) Whereas the United,could supply it. 
In addition the United States is reducing wheat acreage 
to meet falling demand, while the Canadians are planning 
to increase it. 


Secretary Brannan said that so far as the Department 
of Agriculture was concerned they did not care very much 
one way or the other as to whether or not Germany and 
Japan were admitted, except that it was beneficial to the 

- operations of the Vheat Agreement to have as many countries 
sign as possible. But the decision to vote for the admis- 
sion was made purely on political grounds, which he under- 
stood were considered very important ones. 
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Secretary Brannan said he would like, if possible, 
te meet with me and others in the State Department to- 
morrew, go over the matter, and would like to have me 

someone in Canada to see if we could reach a 
reasonable settlement. 


I said I would look into the matter and get in touch 
with him in the morning (Thursday, January 12) to let him 
know what time I could set a—¢éme for meeting. He said the 
London negotiators would meet tomorrow and have the vote 
the following day.

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Following a meeting with the Department of Agriculture re- 
garding the admission of Japan and Germany in the International 
Wheat Agreement, the Secretary called Ambassador Hume Wrong, 
as had been agreed at that meeting. He stated that if Japan and 
Germany were admitted, there would be certain quotas of wheat 
which would have to be allocated to specific countries. He said 
that Australia was agreeable to the allocation assigned her but 
that Canada was holding out for an amount considerable in excess 
of that which we were able to agree to. He explained that this 
was a rather difficult thing for us to justify here since, in effect, 
the United States would be paying the bill any way the matter de- 
veloped. (The exact figures incidental to this negotiation are 
available in E, if required.) 





Mr. Acheson said that he was quite concerned about it and 
that the Department was calling Ambassador Steinhardt and asking 
him to see Mr. Arnold Heeney of the Department of External Af- 
fairs in Ottawa. He said that he hoped that Ambassador Wrong 
would do anything he could to assist in obtaining a more reasonable 
approach on the part of the Canadian Government.

Memorandum of Telephone Conversation 
Re: Spain 


The Secretary spoke on the telephone this morning with 
Senator Vandenberg, Judge Kee and Congressman Eaton regarding 
his recommendation to the President that we change our attitude 
toward Spain and state that we are prepared to support the repeal 
of the Resolution in the UN, which will leave all countries free 
to .> exchange Ambassadors and Ministers with Spain. He re- 
ferred to recent meetings in both the House and Senate Foreign 
Affairs Committees in which the trend of thinking of the members 
seemed to be toward favoring a change. The Secretary indicated 
to each of the gentlemen that he would, if they approved, address 
a letter to each of them giving the background of the matter and 
outlining the reasons for the change of policy. All three agreed 
readily with the Secretary’s proposal. 


Judge Kee was particularly pleased with this action since 
it carries out recommendations in a recent speech of his. 


Senator Connally is in Texas, hence no telephone call to him, 
but the Secretary indicated to the others that the letter would go to 
him also. 
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. Senator McFarland called me today regarding the scheduling 
of a meeting with the Secretary on the subject of the All America 
Canal. He referred to correspondence between the Secretary and 
Senator Connally last spring on the subject and said that it would 
be necessary for the two of them and possibly others to see the 
Secretary on this matter. He said that he hoped that the meeting 
could be set up for early next week. 


I told him that the Secretary had several tentative appearances 
before Congressional Committees lined up for next week and that 
I was unable at the moment to say exactly when it would be possible 
for Mr. Acheson to see them. I said that I would look into it and 
as soon as we knew what the Hill appearances looked like for next 
week, we could firm a date. 


Will you please have someone prepare the necessary briefing 
material for the Secretary? I think there is quite a file on this 
matter.

MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION 





Participants: Mr. Spaak, Belgian Foreign Minister 
Mr. Acheson 


During dinner last night I sat beside and had a long talk with 
Mr. Spaak. 


We talked first about the possibilities of action within the OEEC 
to bring about the appointment of a special representative and about the 
possibility of his being appointed to this position. It was his view that 
nothing would come of this until after the British election. In one way or 
another, he believed that the British, Scandinavians and Portuguese 
would find ways of stalling the matter until after the election. I told 
him that our latest reports were that the British and the Scandinavians 
were going to withdraw their objection but that the Portuguese were 
still strongly opposed. He thought that this was only a maneuver and 
that the Portuguese opposition would be taken by the British and 
Scandanavians as a cover for postponing action. 


He then spoke of the British attitude along the lines of his speech 
at the University of Pennsylvania and he thought that the great aversion 
to playing any close rol in Europe was deeply ingrained in the British 
by history. He thought that, if persisted in, it might well be disastrous. 
He based the importance of an integration of Europe upon the fact 
that without it it would both be impossible to have any sustained recovery 
and it would be impossible to deal with the problem of Germany, If 
progress were not made, he saw a revival of the position of Germany 
as an arbiter in Europe which could ask for bids from the East and 
West and attempt to play one off against the other. He thought that this 
recent exchange between Adenauer and Schuman was most unfortunate. 
He saw initavery rapid revival of the German position.

He then said he was lunching on Wednesday with the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations and he asked what I would think 
about his stating vigorously that the United States should 
push, and indeed require, some action for integration. I told 
him that I thought he ought to differentiate clearly in his mind 
between the wisdom of what he said on the merits and the wisdom 
of saying what he had in mind to the Senate Committee. I assured 
him that there was a very strong probability that, if he spoke as he 
had indicated to me, he might find in the legislation some very 
specific and difficult requirements. He said that this was a very 
clear statement and brought up a possibility which he had not con- 
sidered. What he had in mind was that we should push 
diplomatically. He thought that it would be unfortunate to have 
in the legislation some requirements which might hold up the use 
of funds pending the taking of steps which could not be taken 
immediately. He said that he would be more cautious than he had 
intended to be. , 





He then turned to the Far East and strongly endorsed what the 
President and I had said on Formosa and on the Far East. He then 
asked some questions which were intended to bring out whether in 
the State Department we thought that the cri@ical area was now Asia 
instead of Europe. I told him that so far as action by the United States 
was concerned, we did not think this, although the Far East did present 
very important and indeed critical problems. The area of effective 
action was not very great and, while we intended to act as vigorously 
as we could, we thought that the place where great issues were going 
to be decided and could be effected by our action remained in 
Europe. He said that he was delighted to hear me say this; that it 
coincided with his own views, and that it very greatly affected his 
desire to bring about the OEEC appointment and do all that he 
could te make Europe move as quickly as possible in the right direction. 





He expressed the desire to see me again while he was in town. 
I told him that I should be delighted to arrange an appointment at

Paul Hoffman called the Secretary this morning regarding 
appropriate action to take in the light of the defeat of the Korean 
aid bill. Mr. Hoffman said that he had had a call from 
Senator Alexander Smith who had suggested that we draw on the

immediate period. Mr. Hoffman said that he thought that the 
proposed Knowland amendment to the China aid legislation might 
be amended to include Korea specifically. Mr. Acheson said that 
he had some doubt as to whether Korea should be mentioned and 
that he was inclined to think that we should simply broaden this 
legislation so that the funds could be used the same wayas the - 
$75 million appropriated under MDAP.

Secretary Johnson telephoned the Secretary this morning prior 
to going, with General Bradley and @eneral Burns, before the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee to testify on Formosa, He said there 
seemed to be a difference yesterday in the positions taken by Rusk 
and General Bradley. General Bradley wanted to say to the Committee 
that before any commitment could be made on sending military equip- 
ment, a survey mission should goto Formosa to make a study of the 
Situation. Rusk seemed to think that the Department of Defense was 
already committed to more than this, and that a survey mission should 
not be sent. Secretary Johnson and General Bradley say Defense ‘9 not 
committed to any program and the mission is for the purpose of gainering 
facts. 


The Secretary said that the question involves whether or not we 
should send, as a Governmental matter, military equipment to Formosa 
or send a mission. He explained Rusk’s position as this: that if it is 
determined no military equipment should be sent, then there is no 
reason to send a mission. 


Secretary Johnson said he and Bradley did not want to make a 
decision on whether or not they would send equipment until the mission 
has made a survey. 


The Secretary said that position was all right with him if Secretary 
Johnson would carefully avoid leaving the impression in the minds of the 
Senators that the State Department did not want to send a mission to learn 
more of the facts, which would make the Department look foolish. 
Secretary Johnson said they thought the mission was for the purpose of 
protecting both State and Defense, and that if any such attitude as the 
Secretary mentioned developed in the Committee hearings, he would 
certainly clarify it.

In the light of this history, I do not see why it is impossible

The Secretary saw Secretary of the Treasury Snyder and 
Mr. Gaston of the Export-Import Bank yesterday afternoon 
regarding the proposed loan to Yugoslavia. He told me after 
the meeting that Mr. Gaston had been reasonably receptive to 
the possibility of a loan and had discussed with them procedure 
in obtaining consideration by the Bank, He said there would be 
no difficulty as far as the $10 million was concerned, but that 
the Bank wanted further information on the remainder of the 
loan, He said Mr. Gaston wanted a letter from Secretary Acheson 
Stating that assistance to Yugoslavia was broad national US policy. 
Mr. Gaston hoped that the letter would also indicate what our 
plans were in so far as Yugoslavia is concerned, including what ° 
we would plan to do if Russia moved in that direction. He had in 
mind the question of whether we would back down or whether we 
expected to hold ground. Mr, Gaston also wanted any other in- 
formation on economic conditions, possibility of repayment, etc.

The Secretary told me, Mr. Yost, Mr. Stinebower and 
Mr. Tuckerman of the foregoing and asked that the letter get 
over before the meeting of the Export-Import Bank Board which 
is scheduled for Thursday. Mr. Acheson said that Mr. Gaston 
was to let us know if the Board wished to have him appear before 
it. 


Mr. Yost agreed to write the letter. 
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Judge Patrick O’Brian of the Probate Court in Detroit 
telephoned me a few minutes ago. He said he has been invited 
to go with a group of lawyers to Paris and Moscow to make 
such representations to the officials of the Governments of 
France and Russia as are possible in the interest of furtherance 
of world peace, The group is known as the International Organi- 
zation of Democratic Lawyers, They take the position that lawyers 
cannot be disinterested in the campaign for peace and they want to 
represent the principles of international law to the several govern- 
ments. Judge O’Brian said the organization itself (I assume the 
higher organization) is known as the World Congress of the 
Partisans of Peace, He said the group wanted to be in Paris 
on May 28 or 29 and after a-brief stay there go on to Moscow. He 
does not know whether passports have been applied for or whether 
the Department knows about this proposed trip, 


Judge O’Brian said he was calling the Department before 
making a decision on whether to accept this invitation because 
he was in favor of the Administration and particularly admired 
the policy Mr. Acheson was carrying out and he did not want to 
do anything which would be looked upon by the Administration 
with disfavor or which would hinder in any way the carrying out 
of the Department’s policies, 





Judge O’Brian would like to have the Department’s views on 
this matter as early as possible because he is being pressed for a 
decision, He said some information on the proposed trip may be 
had ...by getting in touch with Mr. Robert J. Silverstein, 902 - 20th 
Street, Washington, D. C. on District 3205.

The Secretary spoke on the telephone with Secretary Brannan 
concerning Mr. Brannan’s request for some officer of the Department 
to accompany him to Ottawa to participate in these discussions. The 
Secretary took the line which had been decided upon; that the staff 
at Ottawa is fully prepared to give Secretary Brannan all the assistance 
the Department feels he will need, that Mr. Woodbury Willoughby, the 
Counsellor for Economic Affairs, is fully brieféd onthe matter,asis 
Ambassador Steinhardt. The Secretary said, howeverjhat if Mr. Brannan 
really wanted someone from the Department, Mr. O’Gara could accompany 
him, The Secretary emphasized that Secretary Brannan would be in 
complete charge of the negotiations and that the Department would ask 
the Ambassador and Mr. Willoughby to give him every assistance possible, 
Mr. Brannan meriioned also Mr. Flood, whom he understands is familiar 
with the subject, who is at the Embassy. The Secretary assured him he 
would be free to call on Mr. Flood or any others of the Embassy staff he 
wished to. 


Mr, Brannan said he would accept the Secretary’s recommendation 
and the party would consist of himself and 4 members of his staff, He 
said he had advised Mr. Voorhees that he did not feel it would be necessary 
for him to go along. 


The Secretary then placed a telephone call to Ottawa and spoke with 
Ambassador Steinhardt, who assured the Secretary of full cooperation and 


assistance for Secretary Brannan, and said that the Canadians had assured 
him of their willingness to accept a compromise.

MEMORANDUM FOR S/S 


The Secretary told me yesterday afternoon that when he 
was on the Hill yesterday morning, Congressmen Lodge and 
Javits had dwelt at length on two ideas on the Far Eastern 
situation. One was the urgent need for an Asian pact. 

The Secretary said that he repeated our position on this 
matter. The second matter was the insistence on necessity 
for aid to Formosa. The Secretary said that he declined to 
discuss the Formosa situation with them. 


After thinking it over, the Secretary feels that it would be 
desirable for him to make a strong statement to the Committee 
when he returns from California and appears before them 
again on the Far East. He wants to point out the inconsistency 
between the two proposals which they advanced. 


He said that, in order to have an Asian pact which operated 
effectively, it would be necessary to consider the relation 
of the leaders of the countries which might be participating. 
He had in mind the complete distrust which Nehru has for 
Chiang Kai-shek. He also mentioned the fact that Baodai 
was not respected by other heads of Asian countries. 


The Secretary wants. to make this a strong statement 
on the necessity for consistency. 


Could someone develop this idea a bit for the Secretary’s 
use when he returns?

I mentioned again to the President that I was to make two 
speeches at his request in San Francisco. The Commonwealth 
Club speech I proposed should be substantially the same as 
the Press Club speech, The President heartily approved of this 
and said that he had read the Press Club speech several times 
and liked it very much and only regretted that it had not gotten 


fuller coverage. 


For the University of California speech I said that we were 
considering a revision of the speech which the President had 
previously read and liked outlining certain steps which the 
Soviet Union could take and which if taken would both relieve 
tension and form a basis for a more stable international life, 
I said that if the President had time I would greatly appreciate 
his reading this in the light of his recent conversations with 
me and with Mr. Webb.

RESTRICFED Subject: Griffis’ Letter re Mr. Miller 





The President read this letter and expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the work that both Mr. Miller and Ambassador Griffis 


were doing. 
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the letter urged that we ask the Frenc to make a declaration that 
the present agreements were merely part of an evolutionaly process. 


Summarizing our conversatien, the fellowing points come out: 


1) I told the General that we believe that the present agreements . 
were only a step along a longer reute; that we had se expressed 
ourselves to the French, and that we agreed with him that seme 
further statement weuld be desirable. 1 told him we have te be 
careful here that the French did not get discouraged by internal 
difficulties at hime and withdraw from Indo China. If their troops 
were withdrawn there would be a real danger of the first magnitude. 
The General did not disagree with this. 


2) I asked him whether, as a practical matter, he advoeated 
recognition of Ho Chi Minh, He denied any such idea and 
that it would be most disasiweuss He said that he had 
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called Hanis WER both France and the United States assured 
Viet Nam that it would ultimately have its independence. Under 


some cross examination, he did not put much reliance in this 
suggestion. I told him that I would think it over. 


4) General Romulo then turned to the subject cf the Pacific 
Pact. He told me that New Zealand had declined the invitation 
but that he still hoped New Zealand weuld send observers. He 
was not sure about the attitude of Australia. He asked whether 
we could help the Philippine Government with both New Zealand 
and Australia. He said that he was most anxious that the Pact 
should not have a racial foundation but should gather in as many 
of the countries of Southeast Asia as possible. I said that we had 
already done a great deal to help in both cases he mentioned, but 
that I would take this up with my associates to see if we could be 
of any further assistance.

Secretary Brannan called Mr. Acheson this afternoon and said 
that he understood the list of some 280 commodities was under 
consideration for further tariff reductions. He said that he 
understood this list would be going down to the President this 
afternoon or tomorrow. 


Mr. Brannan mentoned three items which the Department of 
Agriculture felt should not be included in the list of commodities 
on which tariff reductions could be negotiated. These three are 
cheddar cheese, wool and mohair. 





Mr. Brannan said that the Department of Agriculture did not 
feel particularly strong on mohair and would not put up much 
argument on that commodity. He said that he did feel very strongly 
about wool, in view of the political repercussions which could be 
expected if there were further reductions. He mentioned the cut 
of 25 per cent in duty which was made in 1947. He said that his 
position on this commodity stemmed more from the political 
considerations than technical ones. Secretary Acheson said that he 
would look into this right away.

As I understood him, at present the Joint Chiefs and General 
Bradley rank at public functions below the Assistant Secretaries 
of the Departments.

I received a telephone call this afternoon from 
Mr. Joseph C. Grew, who said he had just returned from 
Europe and understands he is to testify before the Tydings 
Committee soon, He said he felt he should see the Secretary 
for a few mimutes to receive guidance from him on what he 
should say.

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MEMOR/NDUM OF CONVERSATION 
WITH PRESIDENT AND JUDGE KEE 


(Item 1 of Briefing Book) 


The Judge took the entire half hour of my interview 
with the President. The President expressed his arpreciation 
for the hard ani successful works which Judge Kee had put in 
throughout the two sessions. They discussed the difficulty 
which the Chairman had with several of his Democratic col- 
leagues and the President told him that he had appealed to 
the Speaker and John McCormack to give Judge Kee help in this 


matter. 


The Judge mentioned the difficulties which the House 
Committee had in getting cooperation from the Senate Commit- 
tee, but no solutions for this problem were put forth. : 


Toward the end of the interview Judge Kee referred 
to the proposal of Mr. McFall that the sub-committees of 
the House Committee should be arranged in a way which cor- 
responds to the operating divisions of the Department. Judge 
Kee said that he had been working on this roposal since 
receipt of Mr. McFall's letter about April 20, and that he 
had an assignment of two committees worked out along the 
lines suggested. However, after Senator Connally's inter- 
view with the President, the press had given the impression 
that this whole idea was put forward by Senator Connally, 
and this had created difficulty within the House Committee 
and particularly with the Republican members. Judge Kee 
thought that he would have to achieve his purpose in a slightly 
different way. He said that the House Committee alreody had 
five regional committees. He would then create three new 
committees, one on economic and public affairs, one on State 
Department organization and operation, and one on either 
United Nations Affairs or International Orgenization - I 
forget just the correct title. Judge Kee thought thet this 
was all that could be done at the present time. The Presi- 


dent and I expressed appreciation of his difficulties and of 
his ingenuity in going as far as he proposed to solve them.

French recognize importance of development of 
institutions es well as institutions of the North 
Atlentic Community. French consider NATO as essentially 
an organization for defense and are not ready to admit 
Germany to a militery partnership at this time. French 
also stress importance of continued economic cooperation 
of Germany end countries like Sweden and Switzerland 
which @ould not be willing to enter NATO. 


At sme time, French do not reject possible developments 
in the economic field und-r Article 2 of Nat. 


British concern to maintain their world position includ- 
ing their Cowmorso-1th relationship enc are fearful of 
eeerificin, *this position if they become too deeply 
enmeshed in « purely Zurodes" grouping. They accordingly 
emphasize development of NATO which iacludes not only 
Birojenn st.tes but also United States and Canade. They 
welcome a close rel-tionshi> with us in carrying out 
common policies throughout the wrld. 


This ettitude, however, does not involve a rejection 
of an es roprinte Sritish role in “estern Zuropean 
development as is indicated by their cooperation in 
the development of the HU. They do reject the idea 
of an actusl European political union of which they 
would be a part. 


British ere prepared to move more recidly than the 
French in admitting Germany to some xind of participation 
in NATO, but they recognize it cannot be done now, 
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The North Atlantic Council established in accordance with 
Article 9 of the Treaty has se far only met twice at the Ministerial 
level ané on two other occasions when Members of the Council have 
been represented by their Governments’ diplomatic representatives 


in Washington. 


But under Article 9 the Council is the principal body of the 
North Atlantic Treaty. It is therefore the paramount duty of 
the Council to put itself ‘n a position to exercise its full rdéle 
as the central and most important of the various organs of the 
Treaty by taking the most effective steps tc keep itself informed 
of all matters which fall w:thin its competence, by taking the 
necessary decisions and by ensuring the exercution of such 
decisions. 


A year's experience has shown that on the political side 
the meetings of the Council have been too infrequent to permit a 
sufficient exchange of views on matters of common interest within 
the scope of the Treaty. on the military side the strategic 
concept of the Treaty has teen adopted and a defence plan drawn 
up, and the corresponding estimate of the necessary forces is 
veing established. The next step is to put these plans into 
effect by taking further measures in the direction of common 
defence, the division of financial responsibilities and the 
adaptation and development of the necessary forces. 


In view of this situasion, the Council will in particular 
undertake the following tasks: 


(a) study the inter-relationship of the various programmes 
to support the plans for the defence of the North 
Atlantic area ané ensure coordination of the work of 
the Defence Comnittee, the Defence Financial and 
Economic Committee, and all other bodies established 
umier the North Atlantic Treaty Organisation; 


(>) recommend to Governments the steps necessary to ensure 
that effect is given to the coordinated plans prepared 
for the defence of the North Atlantic area; 


(c) exchange views on political matters of common interest 
within “she scope of the Treaty; 


(4) promote and coordinate public information in furtherance 
of the objectives of the Treaty while leaving responsi- 
bility for.national programmes to each country; 


(e) consider what further action should be taken under 
Article 2 of the Treaty, taking into account the work 
of existing agencies in this field. 
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To enable the Council effectively to carry out its responsi- 
bilities and to exercise them continuously, each Government will 
appoint a Deputy to its Council representative, Zach Deputy 
will be in a position to give whatever time may be necessary to 
ensure that the responsibilities of the Council are carried out 
effectively. 


In the intervals between meetings of Ministers, the Deputies, 
duly authorised by their respective governments, will be responsible, 
on behalf of and in th; name of the Council, for carrying out its 
policies and for formulating issues requiring decisions by the 
Member Governments. 


To assist the Council in fulfilling its responsibilities the 
Deputies, on behalf of their Governments, shall select a Permanent 
Chairman from among their membership. With the advice of the 
Chairman, the Deputjes shall establish a suitable full-time 
organization composed of highly qualified persons contributed by 
Member Governments. The Chairman, in addition to presiding at 
meetings of the Deputies, shall be responsible for directing the 
organization and its work. 


Member Governments will appoint their Deputics with the 
least possible delay in order that o Chairman may be selected, 
the organization established, and progress be made on the urgent 
problems before the Council, The Deputies, assisted by the 
Chairman and the organization to be created, should begin 
functioning in the very near future in order * it tangible results 
may be achieved before the next meeting of the Ministers when the 
progress made will be reviewed, Without minimizing the importance 
of any of the points listed above, first priority in the work of 
the organization should be given to points (a) and (b). 


The Deputies will have their headquarters in London. 
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I did not have a chance to discuss with the 
Secretary the attached invitations to network 
executives, editors and publishers to meet with 
officials of the Department. We were too 
pressed in London to take this up and after 
boarding the ship I thought the time saved in deal- 
ing with it was negligible, so I held off to make 
sure we did not get mixed up on scheduling.

I mentioned to the President that Secretary Johnson 
called me this morning regarding the possibility of his 
visit to the Philippines, I told the President that I had 
considered the matter, at the Secretary’s request, with 
my associates in the State Department and that I 
strongly recommended to the President and Secretary 
Johnson that he and General Bradley should visit the 

S. I said that it would be most useful for the 

and General Bradley to get a first hand 
impression of the possibilitgyof our establishments 
in the Philippines and also that if the Secretary and 
the General went to examine our establishments in the 
Far East and did not visit the Philippines, it would 
probably have a most depressing effect there. The 
President agreed that this would be useful and said 
that he would speak to Secretary Johnson about it, 





The President also mentioned to me that he was 
thinking of suggesting to Secretary Johnson that the 
President’s Naval Aide, Admiral Dennison, should 
accompany him on this part of his trip.

The Secretary telephoned Secretary Johnson this afternoon 
to let him know he had considered with the proper people in the 
Department the desirability of Secretary Johnson and General Bradley 
stopping in the Philippines on their Far Eastern trip, and has also 
discussed the matter with the President, as Secretary Johnson had 
suggested he should do, 


He told Secretary Johnson the Department feely and the President 
agreed, that it is desirable for them to stop briefly in the Philippines, 


Secretary Johnson said that he supposed they should see both 
the President of the Philippines and the Vice President, and inquired 
if this should not be arranged by the Department through the Ambassador. 
The ‘Secretary replied that the Department would be glad to take it up 
with the Ambassador. The Secretary said that he did not believe 
Secretary Johnson and General Bradley should travel to Baguio to 
call on the President, if he is still there, and that perhaps it could 
be arranged for President Quirino to meet them at Clark Field, 
Secretary Johnson said they were anxious not to become involved 
in the problem there, which the Joint Chiefs report is deteriorating. 


The matter was left that the Secretary would inquire of the 
Ambassador about arranging the interviews without making a commit- 
ment, and meanwhile, General Bradley would inquire of the military 
authorities at Clark Field as to their views on the proposed visit, 
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A Lk 
Secretary Johnson telephoned the Secretary this mo ch 






to ask what the Department’s attitude would be if the Phili 
pines were included in his itinerary on the forthcoming F 
East trip. 


Mr. Johnson said that both Ambassador Cowen and Mr. Webb 
thought that he and General Bradley should stop in the Philippines, 
Secretary Johnson said he hadn’t yet mentioned the subject to 
the President because he hadn’t had an opportunity to discuss 
it with Secretary Acheson. Mr. Johnson said further that the 
JCS were not too favorably inclined toward the trip but they 
overlooked the fact that the Philippines might interpret their 
not stopping there as a slight. 


Mr. Johnson asked if the Secretary would bring this matter 
up with the President and let him know the outcome since their 
trip was only about a week away. The Secretary said he would 
go into the matter at once.

Participants: Secretary of Defense Johnson 
Mr. Acheson 


Secretary Johnson telephoned the Secretary this morning to 
ask if Secretary Acheson had any suggestions about this morning 
(Secretary Johnson is appearing this morning before the Joint 
Session of the Senate Foreign Relations and Armed Services 
Committees). Secretary Acheson said that he had a very easy 
time--the Committee seems relaxed. 


Secretary Johnson said that Russell made some sort of 
statement Saturday night on the radio talking about our surrender 
of sovereignty by having agreed to having American troops serve 
under a foreign commander. Mr. Johnson said that Pearson said 
Secretary Acheson had turned down Eisenhower as a foreign 
commander. Secretary Johnson said he was going to say that we 
are surrendering no sovereignty. In the build-up of things you 
have a division of over-all strategy. No need now to discuss 
over-all strategy generally. All this is food for Moscow. The 
peace of the world depends on the sufficiency of the American 
forces. Anything we have to do to aid them over there, will not be 
allowed to throw the balance out. Secretary Acheson agreed. 


Secretary Johnson said that he understood that Mr. Acheson 
had said that he believed defense cost would be increased. Secre- 
tary Johnson said that the National Military Establishment did not 
think so.

The Secretary called Mr. Douglas to discuss with him the status of 
planning for the appointment of the NAT Deputy.

Discussion 





Since reports of the possible release of Vogeler in the near 
future were leaked to the press a few days ago by the British, a 
minor furore has been raised over the allegation that the Crown 
of St. Stephen would be turned over to the Hungarian Government 
as ransom for Vogeler. The fact is that the U.S. has never men- 
tioned or even contemplated the use of the Crown in this connec- 
tion. Neither have the Hungarians made any demand in this regard. 
In the negotiations for Vogeler’s release, we have offered the 
Hungarians (1) permission to reopen their New York and Cleveland 
consulates, (2 ) lifting of the ban on travel of Americans to Hungary, 
(3) restitution of certain items belonging to Hungary which are now 
in Germany. 


The Crown is also in Germany, but we have no intention of 
turning it over to the present Hungarian Government. The wide- 
spread discussion of the possibility that the relic might be used 
under (3) above is, however, causing the Department considerable 
concern. It would be most unfortunate if the question of the Crown 
were now to be injected into the Vogeler negotiations. In view of 
the excitement over the Crown, the Department fears that the 
Hungarians will suddenly demand it as a further condition for 
Vogeler’s release, if only to cause us embarrassment. Conse- 
quently, we consider the present rumors concerning the Crown 
prejudicial to the success of our efforts in the Vogeler case and 
hope that they may be stilled. 


Recommendation 





While it is desirable, in view of the above, to restrict public 
discussion of the Crown as narrowly as possible, it is recognized 
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that the situation will have to be explained to Ambassador Bliss. 
Therefore, it is suggested that the Secretary emphasize that the 
Department’s views are strictly secret. He might then inform 
Mr. Bliss that we have never considered St. Stephen’s Crown a 
subject for inclusion in the Vogeler negotiations and that the 
rumors are without foundation. He might assure Mr. Bliss that 
the Department earnestly hopes that the current public agitation 
of this matter will die out and that we will not be forced into 
public comment regarding it which might adversely affect 
Vogeler’s chances of release by goading the Hungarian Govern- 
ment into demanding the return of the Crown.

The Secretary called Senator Wiley and said that he wanted 
to give him a report on the Korean situation and that he had just 
talked with Chairman Connally. The Secretary said that when he 
got word of the attack about 10 or 11 o’clock Saturday night he 
immediately had a meeting of the Security Council called for 
Sunday. At the meeting a strong resolution was gotten through 
calling upon North Korea to stop the attack. The Secretary said 
the Security Council would meet tomorrow at 3 p.m. to geta 
report from the Commission on North Korea. 


The Secretary said that the President had met with the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, Secretary Johnson and himself and top 
advisers. 


The Secretary said that when he want before the Senate 
Appropriations Committee this morning to discuss MDAP, he 
would be acting under orders of the President not to discuss 
Far Eastern matters since the President in the opening phase 
of the matter thought it important to keep control of the situation 
in his own hands. The Secretary said he thought the position in 
Korea was in pretty good shape this morning. He pointed out 
that the attack coming from prepared positions a short distance 
away made the first impact difficult to take, but now the South 
Koreans were in good fighting shape. The Secretary said that 
he hoped that within a very short time he would be able to come 
before the Senate Foreign Relations Committee, or have the 
President consult with them, on the basis of a careful analysis 
of the whole situation, 


Senator Wiley made no comment, He asked first what 
MacArthur was doing. The Secretary told him that MacArthur 
was in charge of sending them assistance and that it was 
MacArthur’s judgment that the President was relying on. 
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Senator Wiley asked whether there was any evidence that the 
Russians were actually participating. The Secretary said that 
there was no evidence as far as he knew that anyone except 

North Korean forces were being used, although, of course, there 
was a strong suspicion that it had been stimulated by the Russians. 
Senator Wiley asked if there was any evidence of air attack. The 
Secretary said that there have been Koreans flying Russian planes 
and there have been some attacks on the capital.

The Secretary telephoned Judge Kee after having talked 
with Senator Connally. The Secretary said that he had to go 
up this morning to testify before the Senate Appropriations 
Committee on MDAP. He had been instructed by the President 
that he should not talk about any Far Eastern matters during 
the hearing since the President wanted the matter kept as secure 
and quiet as possible while the matter is before the UN Security 
Council. The Secretary said that the United Nations was taking 
effective action and that we are backing them up. The Secretary 
agreed with the President that we should not appear to be urging 
a course of action on the UN. 





The Secretary outlined to Judge Kee the steps that had 
been taken since they first heard about the attack, which infor- 
mation came to him about 10 or 11 Saturday night. The Secretary 
said that Department officials had gotten in touch with the UN 
to ask that a Security Council meeting be called for 2 p.m. Sunday. 
The Security Council without objection had passed a very fine 
resolution calling for end of the fighting and withdrawal of the 
North Korean troops. The next step to e President 
come back last night and to meet wi , the Secretary of 
Defense, the Joint Chiefs of Staff and top advisers, during which 
meeting a program was worked out for backing up UN and giving 
effective help to the South Koreans, The Secretary said the 
situation in South Korea was beirg followed very closely and that 
as of this morning things seemed to be in pretty good shape. 


Judge Kee asked whether he had been right in making the 
statement that it could be assumed that South Korea was in good 
condition to take care of itself so long as the North Koreans 
were not supported by outside forces. The Secretary said he 
thought that was right. He said that the resistance had stiffened 


lastlnight. 


Judge Kee asked if his understanding was correct that we 
are aiding by furnishing such additional things as ammunition. 
The Secretary confirmed that understanding. Judge Kee said 
that his feeling is that the matter had been handled expeditiously 


and that everything (3 eeeRtr to be done. Judge 
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Kee said that his Committee was meeting this morning, would 
be in session probably every day of this week and that he would 
arrange for the Secretary to meet with them at any time he 
thought advisable. The Secretary said he would keep in close 
touch with Juidge Kee and as soon as there was any information 
that would be useful, he would meet with the Committee but it 
was a delicate situation at the present and at this opening 
moment it really had to be in the rands of the President.

The President received the Korean Ambassador at the 
latter's request this afternoon, the Secretary of State 
being present. 


The Korean Ambassador presented to the President 
the attached resolution of the Korean Parliament, asking 
for expeditious and substantial help. He said that he 
had received three tdephone calls from President Rhee, 
stating that the great deficiencies of the Korean forces 
were in artillery, tanks, and aircraft, and asking for all 
possible aid in furnishing these. He said that nothing 
had as yet arrived. 


The President said that he had already issued 
orders to General MacArthur to supply all items of ammuni- 
tion and equipment which, in General MacArthur's opinion, 
the Korean army was trained to use, and that the Koreans 
must now continue to fight effectively so that help from 
the United States could strengthen them. He pointed out 
that the battle had been going on for only forty-eight hours, 
and that other men and other countries had defended their 
liberties under much more discouraging situations through 
to ultimate victory. The Korean Ambassador insisted that 
the soldiers were brave but that they did not have adequate 
e~uipment. The President again said that help was on the 
way and that the Koreans must develop the steadfast leader- 
ship which would carry them through this crisis. 


It was agreed that the Ambassador should say to the 


press that he had presented a petition asking for help 

and that the President had assured him that he had issued 

the necessary orders to give necessary supplies at the 
earliest possible moment in order to support the resolution 
of the UN and the efforts of the Koreans to defend themselves.

MEMORANDUM FOR 3/8: 


Marshall Shulman and I discussed with the Secretary yesterday 
the suggestion I had made for a meeting between the Secretary and 
the Press Club or some similar group in Chicago. The Secretary 
has serious reservations about this, largely in the light of the 
Korean situation. He thinks it will be a difficult position for him 
to be in if he has to answer detailed questions on this subject. 

This is particularly true since he doubts whether an off-the-record 
meeting could be kept off the record in Chicago. 


I asked him if he would permit us to have Linc White explore 
this with Tom Reynolds as suggested in Mr. Wilgus’ memo of 
July 7 to me. The Secretary said he would be agreeable to prelim- 
inary exploration but that he wanted no (repeat NO) commitment 
made and did not want to get in a box where he would have to make one. 


I think we might get Linc to talk to Tom Reynolds on a purely 
informal basis and ask him what the ground rules are in Chicago 
so far as off-the-record sessions are concerned, and what sort of 
group would be desirable if the Secretary should decide to meet 
with anyone out there. Linc could put this forth as his own idea 
and need not indicate any clearance with the Secretary. If this puts 
Linc in an embarrassing position, or he thinks it would be preferable 
not to make this sort of informal approach, we should let the matter 
drop.

Senator Elbert Thomas of Utah telephoned Secretary Acheson 
yesterday afternoon to invite him to speak at the Utah Democratic State 
Convention on July 29. The Secretary mentioned that he had canceled 
other speaking engagements except for the one in Chicago. The Senator 
then suggested that possibly Mr. Jessup could go out if the Secretary were 
not available. 


The Secretary asked the Senator whether he thought it wise for the 
Department to take part in political conventions at a time like this. 
The Senator replied that he thought it would be all right in view of the 
high plane on which this convention would be pitched. The Secretary 
said that he would talk the matter over in the Department and call the 
Senator back, either yesterday afternoon or this morning. 


The Secretary then asked Mr. McFall and Mr. Jessup to come to 
his office and, after conversation with them, called Mr. Connelly at the 
White House and said that we felt it unwise for the Department to participate. 
Mr. Connelly said he-agreed but would ask the President. 


Mr. Connelly called back this morning and said that the President 
agreed with the Department’s view that we should not participate. 


The Secretary called Senator Thomas this afternoon and told him that 
he had discussed the Senator’s request with the advisers here, and it was 
their belief that at this time it would not be a good thing to plan on attending 
the convention. The Secretary said there is a great deal of business to get 
through on a unified basis in the next few months. However, it was sug- 
gested that if the Senator could get some Cabinet officer who is not directly 
connected with Korea, we would be glad to work with him on getting up a 
foreign policy speech.

Senator McFarland called several daysago and asked for an 
appointment with the Secretary and the Secretary of the Interior to 
discuss the Mexican Water Treaty. The Secretary met this morning 
with Secretary of the Interior Chapman to discuss the matter 
prior to meeting with Senator McFarland and Senator Hayden. 


Secretary Chapman has changed the position of the Interior 
Department regarding acceptance of responsibility for a decision 
that the Bureau of Reclamation operate the power project in question. 
He now has, as I understand it, agreed that the Department of the 
Interior accept the onus for this decision. Since this results in 
obtaining what Senators McFarland and Hayden want, there is no 
necessity for a meeting with them. 


After clearance with Jack Tate and Florence Kirlin, I called 
Senator McFarland and told him that the Secretary had met with the 
Secretary of the Interior and that I felt that the matter would be 
settled in a way which would be satisfactory to the two Senators.

Mr. William Foster telephoned Secretary Acheson today 
and took up two points, the first of which is reported in another 
memorandum. 


The second point dealt with Mr. Foster’s deep concern 
about what he thinks is a growing feeling on the Hill that, in view 
of the large demands of the military assistance program, ECA can 
be reduced as not being important. The ECA arprépriation bill 
will be acted on tomorrow and Mr. Foster has talked with 
numerous people on the Hill. The most recent Senators with 
whom he has talked and who seem to be impressed by this view 
were Senators Smith and Saltonstall. 


Mr. Foster thought that to a great extent this view arose 
from briefings by the military in which the military, not under- 
standing the importance of maintaining economic strength as a 
base on which to build increased military strength, had expressed 
their views that ECA was not important. 


The Secretary said he had told the Foreign Relations Committee 
Monday afternoon that the exact opposite of this was true. 
He had told them that it was vitally important that ECA funds be 
continued and he had also said there was a possibility that they 
might need to be increased, and had explained why.

Further on the matter of representation from the 
Standing Group at the Meeting of the Council of 
Deputies in London: 


Secretary Acheson talked to Secretary Johnson about

I refer to my memorandum of July 28 regarding a telephone 
call from Mr. Winthrop Aldrich in which Mr. Aldrich asks for the 
Department’s clearance on a proposed loan to France. After this 
memorandum was sent out it was reported to me that Mr, Perkins 
and Mr. Thorp had been consulted anti that neither saw any objection 
from a political standpoint to this proposed loan. Mr. Thorp was 
reported to have said that he saw no objection if ECA and Treasury 
had no objection, I spoke to Mr. Acheson about this on Friday 
afternoon and with his concurrence called Mr. Aldrich, I did not 
succeed in getting Mr. Aldrich on Friday, tried again on Saturday 
morning, add finally talked with him this morning. 


I told Mr. Aldrich that I had had only a very few minutes with 
the Secretary on Friday afternoon, but that based on information 
we had on the proposal, there was no objection from a political 
standpoint to the loan, I said that if more time had been available 
and that if he had not asked that it be kept secret, the Secretary 
would have liked to have discussed it with ECA and Treasury.

At the meeting which the President held with the Congressional 
leaders, reported in my memorandum of this date, at the conclusion 
of the discussion of MDAP, Senator Connally raised the question 
of diverting funds from ECA. The President pointed out that these 
funds were more necessary than ever. Senator Connally with 
some vehemence denied this and said that many of the ECA projects 
were unnecessary in the critical period in which we were entering 
and that this money should be used for military purposes. He cited 
the futility of building power plants. I pointed out that power plants 
would be more necessary than ever. The Senator with some heat 
brushed aside the President’s arguments and mine and said that if 
a motion to reduce ECA was made he would support it. He left 
the meeting in a rather bad temper. 


I think it is important to go over this matter with ECA because 
I suspect that although Senator Connally is wholly wrong the amount 
should be changed. : 


Also the question was raised as to whether counterpart funds 
should be used for military purposes, We replied that this matter 
was under reconsideration and that there was much to be said for 
permitting more flexibility. This also is a matter on which a de- 
cision should be reached,

The Secretary said he realized the Senator’s position;

The Secretary said that he had told Senator Anderson 7 
further that for this Government to be required to make the 
$ 100,000,000 loan in the manner in which the amendment 
preseribed took away all bargaining power from this Govern- 
ment, There are various points which the Department would 
_ like to have made clear, as follows: 


First, he would like to have the amount cut down; for 
he thought nobody could make an economically sound loan of 
$ 100,000,000 at this time to Spain. Second, it should not be 
a loan to the Spanish Government, but to industries,

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The Senator said he did not understand that the Gov- 
ernment was directed to make the loan in the full amount, 
since the language read “‘not exceeding’’ the $ 100,000,000. 
The Secretary said he thought that was not entirely clear, 
and it would be helpful if the amendment stood, to make 
that clear. He offered to have Mr. McFall come up to talk 
with the Senator and explain further our attitude. 


The Senator expressed the hope that the House would 
stand firm and defeat the amendment, 
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Yesterday afternoon the Secretary called Mr. Brannan 
regarding Mr. Brannat’s inquirg to him as to the Depart- 
ment’s position on the proposed grain sorghum deal with 
India. 


The Secretary said that he was aware of the problem 
which Agriculture faced on this but that the Department 
felt it was important to go ahead with it. He said that we 
had looked for some way of keeping India from drifting 
from us and felt that this was a good way to keep her 
on our side. 


The Secretary suggested that perhaps Mr. Brannan 
would like to discuss the problem with Mr. Webb or others 
around the Department prior to taking it up with the 
President. Mr. Brannan said that he did not feel any fur- 
ther preliminary discussion was necessary. 


It was agreed that Mr. Acheson and Mr. Brannan would 
talk to the President immediately after Cabinet meeting on 
Friday. Secretary Acheson was to make the appointment. 


I mentioned to the Secretary that he was not supposed 
to go to Cabinet meeting Friday morning and suggested that 
we arrange for Mr. Webb to take this on. The Secretary indi- 
cated his assent.

Strong, and the Service attachés knew nothing of what had 
gone on, I pointed out that we had urged General MacArthur 
through the Defense Department not to go to Formosa him- 
self at this time but to send a senior officer for the purpose 
of gathering information.

We had a report that three squadrons were 
to be stationed on the Imland and some already 
arrived, I asked the President whether he had authorized 
this which had not been included in any orders which I had 
heard, The President said that he had not and was opposed 
to it, I said that I would discuss the matter further with 
Mr. Harriman and Secretary Johnson tonight.

tion. Mr. Symington went into some detail on this question 


&s the result of a query made by Mr. Acheson and Mr. Harri-

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On the uoia, when the Secretary had dinner with Secretary 
Johnson and Am dor Harriman on August 3, 1950, the question 
of where we are on the Spofford mission and the large question of 
rearmament of Europe were discussed. The participants agreed 
that NAT Organization was absolutely hopeless and was not getting 
anywhere, and that it was imperative that something must be done. 


The Secretary brought up the suggestion, which had been made 
by numerous others, that there should be a combined staff in 
Europe and that we must now make up our mind to accept the 
responsibility of a unified command and of additional American 
forces in Europe. The Secretary of Defense said that he was in 
favor of that in general, but that it was being opposed by the 
General Staff. He asked what the arguments were for it. 

Secretary Acheson said they went over these arguments, but 

he did not go into detail about this part of their talk. Mr. Johnson 
indicated that he was disturbed about What he thought was pressure 
to do this at once, Secretary Acheson said that was not what he 
had in mind; that what he proposed as the first step was to set 

up a “‘Cossack’’ arrangement, to get centralized planning, to set 
up a staff to carry out plans, give instructions, and pull the whole 
thing together in Europe. Probably after something along this line 
was set up and functioning, sometime in November or December, 
we should be ready to go into a unified command, We discussed 
possibilities of people. Mr. Johnson will explore this further. 


Secretary Johnson talked with the Secretary this morning and 
said he had talked this over with General Bradley generally, and 
he seemed to be agreeable.

Termination of State of War with Germany 


I said to the President that Mr. Webb had gained the 
impression that the President had some reservations about 
the wisdom of terminating the state or war with Germany, 
and that it would be very helpful to us to learn just what 
it was the President had in mind. 


I explained that the present status of the matter was 
that a study group made up of British, French and US repre- 
sentatives was at work analyzing the difficulties which 
were created by the continuance of the state of war and the 
consequences of terminating it. I explained that we thought 
it probably impossible to have a treaty of peace with Western 
Germany, without raising very serious questions ha to do 
with the division or Germany and the attitude of the Russians. 


On the other hand, and in order to try to integrate 
Western Germany with the Western world, it seemed essential 
to get rid of the disabilities which the continuance of the 
state or war placed upon Germany and the Germans - questions 
of German property, claims against Germany,business done by 
German firms, suits in courts - all of these things made it 
almost impossible to establish normal, friendly, and helpful 


relations.

MEMORANDUM OF CONVERSATION WITH SENATOR THOMAS 





Senator Thomas came in at his own request to see me today. 
The only matter he seemed to want to take up was the possible 
appointment of two men--one Dr. H. L. Marshall, an outline of 
whose medical experience is attached. From his record, he is 
very distinguished in the field and it occurs to me he might 
possibly be a person whom we would like to have to head up the 
medical work under the Point Four Program. Senator Thomas did 
say that he would like to have Dr. Marshall appointed an ambassador 
somewhere. This may not be within the realm of possibility, while 
the suggestion for work in the Point Four Program might be. 
Please have this looked into. 


The o in whom he was interested is Mr. Eugene 
Merrill, who ef of Transportation in Germany, and is back 
here now. I believe that we have the facts about his experience at 
our disposal and that we are considering him at the moment for 
some position. 


I told Senator Thomas that we would very much like to have 
him make a foreign policy speech before the Senate adjourns. He 
was pleased by this suggestion and disposed to do it. He referred to a 
speech which he had made in 1947 which had been very well received 
and some parts of which he thought might bear repeating or re- 
stating. I said that I would ask the appropriate people to get in touch 
with him or with his office.

The Secretary had dinner last night with Sir Oliver Franks. 
During the course of the conversation, Sir Oliver said that Mr. Bevin 
had put up as a matter of great urgency to him the question of having 
Mr. Attlee come to the United States for conversations with President 
Truman. Sir Oliver said that he had told Mr. Bevin that he didn’t 
think the suggestion made very much sense, unless we were sure 
what we had in mind for the two to talk about and were sure that 
progress could be made if there were discussions. The Secretary 
said that he agreed with Sir Oliver and pointed out that such a meeting 
would cause great speculation. People would say that Mr. Attlee was 
simply coming over for more money, etc. It might also be said that 
he had come over to influence the United States elections, etc. 


The Secretary said that the thinking was that Mr. Attlee would 
come over before Mr. Bevin returned to the UK after the forthcoming 
tripartite and NATO meetings. This would mean the last of September. 
This would be very close to elections in this country which would 
lead to further confusion. The Secretary said we were all working 
on many points and so far as Western Europe was concerned that 
these questions would be considered at the forthcoming tripartite 
and NATO meetings. He was not clear as to just where the Attlee-Truman 
conversations would fit in. 


Sir Oliver asked if it might be possible to announce that there 
would be a meeting sometime in the future. The Secretary said he 
saw no point in saying what we would do until we knew what we wanted 
to do and could do. 


This matter was discussed in a meeting in the Secretary’s office 
at which time Mr. Rusk said that since President Truman was considering 
addressing the General Assembly, Mr. Attlee might come over here for 


the same purpose. 


Since the Secretary reported the above, he has seen Sir Oliver 
Franks again. He said that he told Sir Oliver we had had a brief

With regard to the UN as the reason for the visit, Sir Oliver 
said that this might have unfortunate repercussions as the papers 
would all say that it was due to Mr. Bevin’s ill health and that 
Mr. Attlee was coming because Mr. Bevin was not strong enough 
to carry the load. 


Sir Oliver asked if he could report the preliminary views of the 
Secretary and Mr. Acheson declined to permit him to give these views 
as he felt we had not had sufficient consideration of the matter. He 
has agreed to see Sir Oliver on Wednesday (this is on the assumption 
that MDAP hearings will be Tuesday) at which time this and the 
Formosa matter will be discussed. 


Sir Oliver said that, putting himself in Attlee’s place, he thought 
that Attlee would want to discuss several things. First, he would 
be interested in the extent to which the US expected to really play 
a role in the defense of Europe and the fact that it would be something 
of a breach of tradition to station large numbers of troops on the 
Continent. 


Sir Oliver saki that as he saw it, and again in the way he imagined 
Mr. Attlee saw it, the US and the UK policies were about the same in 
so far as Europe was concerned. That is, we are willing to back up 
Europe but not “‘take over’’ all of its responsibilities. We are 
attempting to fit our armament program in with our domestic program 
without loss of social gains which we have made. In other words, we 
are both trying to carry through with our domestic goals and have not 
thus far prepared for the current crisis to an extent which would 
threaten the continuation of domestic programs. Sir Oliver said he 
was basing his interpretation of the US on the extent to which we were 
asking for controls, etc. If his interpretation is correct, the US and the 
UK are more or less in step, he felt. 
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Sir Oliver pointed out that Mr. Attlee also heard rumors that 
we want to treat the UK as a European power and are urging the 
breaking up of the British Commonwealth. He said that Mr. Attlee 
would want to be reassured on this. 


Sir Oliver said that if a really major effort were to be made to 
meet the current crisis, the British would be quite concerned about 
the price of primary materials (rubber, wheat, iron, etc.). Sir Oliver 
pointed out that great increases in prices of these commodities could 
have a disastrous effect on British economy. He said if we planned 
a really major effort, Mr. Attlee would want to know what we had in 
mind as far as joint control boards, etc. 


Sir Oliver said that, in his opinion, the time of the proposed visit 
was not as important as getting a real review of the problems. If we 
can decide fairly soon that we want such a visit, that would be 
satisfactor, io the British. 


Sir Oliver then said that if the UN “cover”’ for the visit should 
be used, they hoped that it could be handled in some way which would 
not be too embarrassing in so far as Mr. Bevin was concerned. 

Sir Oliver thought that this proposal was worth considering. He 
suggested that Mr. Truman might send a message to Mr. Attlee and 
other Heads of State to the effect that he planned to address the 
General Assembly and inviting the other Heads of State to do likewise. 
The Secretary said that this might be difficult as far as which Heads 
of State. 


Mr. Matthews was present when the Secretary reported on 
these meetings. He is anxious to get a copy of these notes as soon as 


possible.

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As I foresee developments, those who put out the release in 
Chicago may well let it stand, and then instead of formally pre- 
senting the message to the Convention may read the telegram 
from General MacArthur and issue a blast at the same time. 


In the resulting confusion, questions will be asked as to who 
ordered the withdrawal of the original message and why the or- 
iginal message is regarded as inconsistent with United States 
policy. The question arises whether the White House today should 
issue its order, the General’s reply and the General’s telegram, 
or whether it should brief the press for release when the news 
breaks. There may be still other alternatives of action, 


Points which might be made either now in order to clarify 
the press or by me on Tuesday, or both, are along these lines: 


1. There can be only one voice in stating United States posi- 
tions in foreign relations, This is of fundamental Constitutional 
importance. The President has spoken very clearly and very 
specifically on the subject of American policy toward Formosa, 
It is essential that the clarity, sincerity and good faith of our 
position on this matter - a matter which is now being used to 
divide the free world - should not be brought in doubt. 


The President cannot debate with the General as to who states 
the United States position the better nor can he debate with the 
General whether the General’s statement supports or does not sup- 
port the President’s position. 


The President’s statement must stand before the world uncon- 
fused and uninterpreted as the official position of the United States. 


In the light of this situation if the General’s statement is com- 


pared with the President’s statement, the difference is at once 
apparent, For instance, the President says in his statement of

June 27 that, as a corollary of the action in directing the Vi. 
Fleet to prevent an attack on Formosa, he was calling upon the 
Chinese Government on Formosa to cease all air and sea opera- 
tions against the mainland, There is no suggestion of this idea 
in the General’s statement. 


2. In the same statement, the President says that the deter- 
mination of the future status of Formosa must await the restora- 
tion of security in the Pacific, a peace settlement with Japan or 
consideration by the United Nations, There is no such idea in the 
General’s paper. 


3. In the President’s message to Congress of July 19, he says 
that we have no territorial ambitions nor do we seek for ourselves 
any special position or privileges on Formosa, The General’s 
statement should be read in the light of this pronouncement by the 
President. 


4. In his message the President says that the present military 
action is without prejudice to the political questions affecting that 


island and that our desire is that these political questions be 
settled by peaceful means, 


5. The President says that with peace reestablished even the 
most complex political questions are susceptible of solution, but 
in the presence of brutal aggression some of these questions may 
have to be held in abeyance in the interests of the security of all. 


Not only in. these statements made most solemnly by the 
President as official statements of the Government but in the of- 
ficial communication which Ambassador Austin as the direct 
representative of the President made to Mr. Trygve Lie on 
August 25, Ambassador Austin quoted the President’s statements 
referred to above and said: ‘*These statements and the facts to 
which they related make perfectly clear certain fundamental points 
which the people of the world will have clearly in mind,’’ 








The fundamental points which Ambassador Austin then listed 
as the essence of American policy include those which I have re- 
ferred to in the paragraphs above, It is essential that these funda- 
mental points remain absolutely clear as United States policy amid 
the dust storm of propaganda which Mr. Malik is raising on this 
very subject. 
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The President’s action in directing the withdrawal of the 
General’s message was an effort to preserve the clarity of the 
position of the United States before the world. 


It must not be forgotten that General MacArthur is the United 
Nations Commander in Korea, that the question of Formosa has 
now been brought before the Security Council of the United Nations, 
that members of the United Nations have differing points of view - 
regarding Formosa, and that the American position which has been 
so clearly stated by the President and Ambassador Austin must 
not be beclouded in any way by any person,

In a letter from the President dated Saturday, the 
Secretary of State and the Secretary of Defense were 
asked to designate officers to work on some problems enu- 
merated in the letter. The Secretary replied in a memoran- 
dum dated Saturday designating Messrs, Perkins, Nitze and 
Byroade to act for State. 


The President’s letter indicated he wanted a report by 
September 1. He agreed to give Secretary Johnson until 
the day after Labor Day however. The letter was left to 
read September 1 and the President’s agreement was 
verbal with Secretary Johnson. 


Secretary Johnson asked Mr. Acheson to be sure that 
our people did not tell his people that the date was not still 
September 1. He said that he was letting his people function 
as though the September 1 deadline was in effect and he 
would give them additional time as required. Mr. Acheson 
said that he would instruct his staff immediately not to in- 
dicate that we had any longer than September 1 on this 
very important matter.

In a meeting this morning, at which Mr. Nitze, Mr. Byroade 
and Mr. Perkins were present, er ae on a conversa- 
tion he had with General Bradley mo regarding work 
resulting from the President’s letter of Saturday. Work on this 


project has been assigned to Messrs. Perkins, Byroade and Nitze 
for the Department. 


The Secretary went into some detail as to the discussion he 
had with General Bradley on the general problem of working relation- 
Ships between State and Defense. He said that he urged on the 
General, need for very close coordination of political and military 
aspects of any given problem. I reported the details of this portion 
of the conversation to Mr. Webb and do not think any further 
distribution of it is necessary. 


The Secretary discussed the memorandum which the JCS 
prepared as the result of the President’s letter. 


With regard to the first question (whether we were prepared 
to commit additional US forces to the defense of Europe) the Secre- 
tary said that he thought the JCS position was satisfactory. 


With regard to the second question (whether we would support 
the concept of European Defense force, etc.), the Secretary said 
that he thought the JCS position was somewhat confused. He 
mentioned specifically that he did not know what was meant by 
*‘@ national basés’’ and by ‘‘controlled status”. The Secretary 
said that General Bradley had said that the issa@e so far as 
national bases was concerned is who pays for the troops, who recruits 
the troops, who clothes them, etc. The Secretary said that the 
State Department had always recognized that there must be 
administrative headquarters. He said the real issue was the point 
in recruiting and supplying troops when we reached a danger point 


in so far as creating again the old German power. 
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With regard to question 3 (concerning the eventual appointment 
of a Supreme Commander) the Secretary said that he thought the 
JCS position was all right within limits. He did say that he 
thought the use of the word ‘‘eventually’”’ was a bit strange. 


With regard to question 4 (concerning the combined staff), 
the Secretary felt that the JCS position was acceptable. 


With regard to question 5 (the European War Production Board), 
the Secretary reported that he and General Bradley had discussed 
this in some detail. The Secretary described to General Bradley 
what we had in mind here--an executive group under NATO which 
could make full use of American aid and serve as an international 
board to deal with certain problems. In response to General 
Bradley’s question as to why we wanted both a Military Production 
and Supply Board as well as a European War Production Board, the 
Secretary said that we had feared that some people were so wedded 
to the old arrangement that they would not want to move on to something 
else. 


With regard to question 6 (concerning US participation 
in European defense organs and the acceptance of responsibility 
for an American Supreme Commander, etc.), the Secretary either 
made no comments or I failed to make note of them. 


The Secretary made no comments on question 7 (transformation 
of Standing Group into a Combined Chieis of Staff organization) or 
on question 8 (regarding further steps to invigorate NATO). 


The Secretary said that General Bradley and he had agreed 
that Mr. Matthews would get in touch with General Burns 
and set up a meeting between our three representatives and certain 
of the Defense staff, including General Gruenther. 


The Secretary suggested that our representatives turn over 
to the NME representatives copies of the paper which we have prepared. 
He seemed to feel that we might prepare a paper which could be one 
which interpreted the JCS position. He thought this a better alternative 
than attempting to get the JCS to withdraw and revise its position. 


The Secretary also mentioned that he would be glad to meet 
with Mr. Johnson and the Joint Chiefs of Staff, at which time he would 
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want Messrs. Nitze, Byroade and Perkins present for a consideration 
of the results of the meeting between the representatives of the two 
Departments. 


The Secretary also mentioned as a possibility, the submission 
to the President of a paper interpreting the JCS paper which would 
result in getting White House approval of an agreed interpretation 


of the JCS positions.

The Secretary called Senator Green of Rhode Island this 
afternoon on the recommendation of Mr. McFall’s office. The 
Secretary said he was calling at the President’s request 
regarding the matter of possible postponement of the Torquay 
negotiations. The Senator said that he had talked to the 
President yesterday and that he had decided that he would not 
introduce the resolution which the President had been opposed 
to, which would have called for postponement of these negotiations. 
The Senator said, however, that he hoped that the Department 
would be able to help him. 


The Senator mentioned Schedule 9 of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade which concerns cotton manufactured goods. 
He said that most of the items covered under this Schedule 
were produced in New England and the greater portion were 
manufactured in Rhode Island. He said that Rhode Island was 
being discriminated against in terms of the proportion which 
these items represented in relation to the over-all manufacturing 
industry in the country. The Senator said that there were 
already large numbers of people out of work and that further 
reductions in duty on Schedule 9 items would result in some 
60 ,000/people being put out of work.

Senator Green said he would like to have a letter from the 
Secretary saying that we have in mind the considerations he had set 
forth. He did not feel it was necessary to mention specifically 
the cotton manufacturing example but felt that we must consider 
the effect of reductions in tariff on specific parts of the country 
and in his opinion Rhode Island was being badly treated. The 
Secretary said that he would send such a letter and that the 
Senator would be hearing from us the first of next week.

PERSONAL FOR THE PRESIDENT FROM ACHESON. 


Since my telegram to you of September 14, we have kept 
you informed of developments from day to day both on NAT 
and the meetings of the three Ministers and the GA. This 
telegram attempts to give you some impressions of my own 
from these various meetings. 


1. In the first place in the NAT Council our discussion there, 
as I thought would happen, did not end 6n Saturday and had to 
g° over to Monday. , s 


Gut of these discussions came these general conclusions, one 
of which at least represents a change of position. 


vre French throughout the meeting merely reiterated views 

which I reported to you before, and I think made clearer 

than before the fact that the difficulty lay in Paris and, 
specifically in the Socialist Party and even more specifically 
with Moch. As a result of the discussicns and the views of 

S11 the other Ministers, Moch will be here tomorrow. The 
Pritish are also bringing Shinwell, who because of his Socialist 
convictions has influence with Moch. 


The British did change their position as a result of communica- 
tion with London. They are now prepared to accept the principle 
of German participation in a united defense force and to work 
out the details as speedily as possible. 


So far as the rest of the countries were concerned, although 
we started out with varying degrees of hesitation, I think 
we ended up with very little doubt indeed that all of these 
countries accepted the principle and would join in its | 
application. ; 


However, as the discussion went on, it became clear that in 
some cases, Norway and Deninark, for instance, and Portugal 
to a minor extent, the implications of a united force nau 
to be very carefully considered. Their geographic position 
made it 
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made it ciear to thew cnat they will want to be sure how 

much of their cwn force would be retained for the defense 

of their own country end how mich would be used for general 
operations on the continent. They also wanted to know 

to what extent the supreme commander would direct his strategy 
toward defending their particular countries. Of course, no 
one could answer this latter question. Therefore, they 

saree consult their governments, which is wholly uncer- 
standable. 


The result of our meetings is that during the recess all of 
US will consult our governments end one another and will 

meet again next week. At that time I think the idea of an 
integrated force will be accepted by all and that the ides 

of German participation in it will be accepted by all except 
France, unless our discussions in the next few days with 
Messrs. Moch and Shinwell bring about a change. As to the 
chances of this change, the various European Ministers assure 
me that they believe that the French will be able to alter 
their position in a matter of a few weeks; whereas McCloy 
hears from the French thet Moch is coming over here in a very 
negetive attitude of mind and will be hard to deal zones 


As I analyze this situation, it seems to me mat we 

should clearly differentiate in our minds what we can get 

the French to agree to in extreme secrecy and what we can 

say about the situation both in the supposed secrecy of the 
“lantic Council and in the communique. I should advise 

tnat we press the French very hard in private and that we 

should be as moderate as possible in public. McCloy shares 

this view thoroughly. He believes that the immediate future 

‘S$ very critical in Germany and that the High Commissioners 

must have enough leeway to talk with Adenauer in a constructive 

and not in a negative way. It seems to me that we cannot 

accept any French position which puts us back to the position 

of the twenties, when we were *ismant in not making any concessior 

to the Germans who were on our side, ana wien ylieldea undei: 

pressure to the Germans who were agsinst us. If, however, 

the French will tell us they will enter on a program I do 

not think we should push them too far in public confessions. 


2. In the meetings of the three Ministers which followed 
the NAT Council on Monday afternoon and Tuesday morning 

we really made great progress. Aside from the military 
side of Germany mentioned above, we reached agreement c:. 411 
German questions and the High Commissioners are well armec 


to move 
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to move in useful and forward looking directions in Germany. 


Also, after a somewhat bitter battle regarding East-West 
trade, I think we got agreement which carried out fully 
the decisions of the NSC approved by you as to my attitude 
in these talks. I think the British are going to move 

and move quickly and constructively. 


3. In the GA, it seems to me that yesterday and today 
were most successful. The question of seating the Chinese 
Communists was brought up at the outset and I think handled 
in 2a way that showed we had the utmost resistance to any 
sort of pressure but that we were quite willing to discuss 
this matter in an orderly way bringing out all aspects of 
the problem and not attempting to dictate to anyone. ‘This 
seemed to make a favorable impression as against Soviet 
attitude, and it certainly attracted the votes. As to the 
future course, I am being governed by the discussions which 
you and I have had before on this subject and I am trying 
to use the discussions on seating the Ccmmunists not as an 
end in itself but as a means to preserve peace with China, 
prevent an attack on Formosa, and to bring about the sort 

' of a solution which you have been advocating in Korea. I 

' think this can be done if our Republican friends are not 
permitted to drive us into extreme positions. 


Today, aside from the election of officers, the important 
business was the beginning of the general discussions. I 
spoke at the opening, outlining the points which you have 
approved. I think the program we outlined and the moderate 
way in which it was done made a favorable impression. I 

say this not merely because of the comments made by the 
friendly delegations, but because of the effect that it 

made on Vishinsky. He was scheduled to speak tomorrow 
morning. He asked to have the order changed so that he could 
speak this afternoon. It seemed to be quite clear that he 
was not willing to give us twenty-four hours lead because 

he was troubled by what we had done. His speech also showed 
that he was troubled. He definitely was off balance. The 
progrem he put out was a rehash of every suggestion which 
the USSR has made for four years. It made exactly that 
impression on the delegates. 


I think I can tell you that the first two days of the GA 
have gone well. 


Please let me have your thoughts either directly or through 
Webb 
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Webb whenever you think that what we are doing needs molding 
or direction in view of the problems with which you are 


dealing, or whenever you think we are not carrying out your 
wishes. 


I talked with the General over the telephone today, and 
it seemed to me like old days once more.

Telephone Conversation of Mr. Acheson 


I informed the President of my conversation with Mr. Acheson 
on Saturday, the 23rd, along the following lines: 


The French are not able at this time to accept German 
participation in an unified command even in principle. Moch 
appears to have changed from an opponent to an advocate. The 
French Parliament will meet on October 17 and it may be possible 
to get a resolution of the French position soon thereafter... 
General Marshall did a good job of explaining the basic nature 
of the decision, the main point of which is that if the 
either will not face up to the issue or turn the progren 
Marshall, who will have to carry the burden with Congress 
both on our augmentation af forces and an sugnented MDAP, 
expect success. He must have some indication of progress 
the part of both the British and the French. The Secretary 
had made clear that our proposals was one big concern and that 
we could not go forward on a phece-meal basis. However, he 
Was prepared to agree to pass. on to the military committees 
the problem of how Germany can participate and how the command 
will work, This cives time for further French consideration, 
but if the French cannot come in, the whole situation will 
probably disintecrate. Marshall hed made the point that it 
was foolish to have the Defense Ministers meeting on the 16th 
with the French Parliament convening on the 17th of October, 
that, therefore, the Defense Ministers should put over their 
meeting until October 28; that Moch had initiated discussions 
of the French financial problem and wanted to come over prior 
to the meeting on the 28th to discuss this. Moch also had 
pointed out that if we can see our way to help on the financial 
and production problems, then the German matter will be much 
easier to handle. France needs about $100,000,000 of raw 
materials and has to find some way to finance a substantial 
budget deficit. Moch was told we must thrash out the question 
with the Treasury, ECA, Budget, and other Departments, Harriman 
(who also participated in this conversation) felt that these 
problems should first be analyzed out in Paris. However, r. 
Acheson felt that there were certain high policy problems in 
connection with this decision which should be looked at here 
in Washington. He posed the questions in this manner: "Is 
what the French want to do the right thing for them to do?" 
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"If so, are we prepared to share some proper part of the cost?"

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An Agricultural Labor Problez 


The upwerd surge in the civilian economy, combined with the 
stimilus of the defense program, in respect to non-agricultural 
employment, has created a serious unbalance in some agricultural 
labor markets. 


Agriculture's inability to compete with non-agricultural employers 
for labor, forecasts the continued drain of agricultural labor 

to urban employment in proportion to the increased demanis of 
urban industries. 


The initial impact of these factors affecting agricultural labor 
is the most severe in western states where there has been 
reactivation of certain defense industries producing for, or 
servicing the Armed Forces. As other sections of the nation add 





military production to civilian production, the labor condition 
in western states will be duplicated elsewhere. 


In the cotton, vegetable and fruit areas of the West Coast and 





Arizona, the situation is aggravated because of the inability 
to secure a supplementary supply of labor from Mexico. The 
Mexican Government has refused to permit labor to enter the 
United States from Mexicali, San Luis, and Nogales, although 
Mexico had agreed in accordance with the Embassy's telegran 
No. 266 of August 1 to permit workers to cross border at those 
points for employment in the United States under the terms of 
the International Agreement with Mexico of August 1, 1950.

I reported to the President that in accordance with his 
. instructions at the last NSC meeting, General Marshall, Sec- 
retary Snyder, Mr. Foster, Mr. Harriman and I had met 
last Thursday to go over the material on the Fr appli- 
cation for military assistance in connection with rearma- 
ment program, We would have another meeting today. 






In the meantime our representatives had been working with the 
French military and financial people.

I said to the President that we had been giving the matter 2 good 
deal of thought in the Department and were prepared to agree with 
his judgment and that of General Marshall in favor of the trip. I 
hoped strongly that the policy in regard to Formosa would not be- 
come unsettled because I thought this was critical in our relations 
with China, ard that we had made a good deal of progress with other 
members of the United Nations by advocating a United Nations com- 
mission and UN consideration of the future of Formosa along with 
a UN resolution against any military action either way.

In discussing his plans for the next'few weeks, as covered in 
another memorandum, the President mentioned that early next 
week he would like to make a speech in San Francisco. If we 
still approved, he would like to make another speech at the United 
Nations on October 24, He said that he would like the State De- 
partment to work closely with Mr. Elsey on the preparation of 
these speeches. I assured him that we would cooperate in every 


way. 


After leaving the President, I met with Mr. Elsey, who talked 
with me about these speeches. Mr, Elsey thinks of the two speeches 
as being complementary. In the San Francisco speech he would 
like to take the theme of not letting our guard down because of 
the brilliant success in Korea. He wished to stress again the 
necessity of building strength quickly in view of the possibilities 
of the policies and actions of the Soviet Union, I suggested that 
we should try again, as I had last night, to talk about the fact 
that our actions held no menace for anyone, In speaking of this 
speech, the President said that he hoped to make it in the same 
hall in which the UN Charter had been signed and therefore would 
like to stress the continuity of our efforts for peace over the past 
five years, He thought that this could be worked in consistently 
with Mr. Elsey’s idea, 


The second speech in New York Mr. Elsey believes can, in 
view of what will have been said in San Francisco, omit any reference 
to the Soviet Union directly or indirectly, and can devote itself 
entirely to the United Nations and our constructive ideas of 
building up that organization both to preserve peace and to de- 
velop human wellbeing throughout the world, The President 
spoke of the possibility of offering again to go forward with dis- 
armament, control of atomic energy, etc. I said that I thought 
we must be careful here not to seem to be proposing something 
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new and dramatic which would confuse everybody in connection 


with necessary steps which had to be taken to increase our 
military forces. The President agreed with this view. 


Since we will have more time to work on the UN speech than 
on the San Francisco one, I think we should concentrate on the 
latter as the President would like to have a fairly well advanced 
draft by the time he leaves on Friday.

Telephone Conversation of The Secretary and Mr. Harriman 


In a conversation which Mr. Acheson had with Ambassador 
Harriman this morning Ambassador Harriman mentioned his 
deep concern over the proposed aid to Yugoslavia. He said there 
seemed to be three agencies which might extend aid - the ECA, 
the Export-Import Bank and Commodity Credit. At present the 
Situation seemed to be that the lawyers at each organization were 
busy writing memoranda as to why their particular organization 
should not undertake the aid, He thought that it was necessary 
that someone get the three organizations together and find a 
solution to the problem which might be that all three would 
contribute to the solution, 


The Secretary said that he had learned of this situation 
yesterday and had given directions that action must be taken 
moving toward a solution. 


Ambassador Harriman said he thought that the matter should 
be taken hold of while the President was away and that by the time 
of his return the proposition should be ready to be put to the 
President, He suggested that someone at the Department take 
hold of the matter, He said Mr, Tannenwaid in his office was 
thoroughly familiar with the question, He mentioned also, inciden- 
tally, that General Marshall was extremely interested in having 
the matter worked out since he is afraid if it is not worked out 
it will have an adverse effect on the Yugoslav military establish- 
ment, 
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Mr. William Foster telephoned the Secretary to let him know 
the very serious situation ECA was in regarding export licenses 
for strategic materials. He said Secretary Sawyer is in the 
Caribbean and Commerce officials have put into effect an order 
which holds up export of any item on the 1A and 1B lists. This 
prohibits export of many items, and a most serious situation has 
risen in England as regards molybdenum -- one plant is shut down 
for lack of it and another had just a few days’ supply. He said that 
ECA simply could not operate with these orders in effect and 
Commercé® officials would not give an inch on the matter. 


The Secretary agreed with Mr. Foster that the situation was 
impossible and that something should be done to resolve the dif- 
ficulties before the President got away this afternoon. He told 
Mr. Foster he would see what could be done and call him back. 


The Secretary then talked with Mr. Martin and Mr. O’Gara 
in the Department on this subject. 


The Secretary telephoned Mr. Harriman and explained the 
situation described above. Mr. Acheson suggested that we have 
a letter drafted to Mr. Blaisdell for the President’s signature, 
and that they together with Mr. Foster see the President before 
he got away this afternoon on his trip. Mr. Harriman concurred 
in this suggestion, and turned the phone over to Mr. Foster who was 
with him at the time of the Secretary’s call. 


The Secretary told Mr. Foster that what we had in mind saying 
in the draft was something along these lines: the interpretation placed 
on the NSC decision is such that no licenses are being granted for 
shipment of goods to Western Europe on the 1A and 1B lists; that 
this was not the President’s intention, and, therefore, pending 
clarification of the entire matter upon the President’s return, 
the Commerce Department was requested to issue such licenses 
as the Administrator of ECA deemed essential. Mr. Foster readily 
agreed to go to the White House with the Secretary and Mr. Blaisdell. 


The Secretary then telephoned Mr. Blaisdell and set forth what 
we proposed to do. Mr. Acheson said that, in the absence of Mr. Sawyer, 
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he thought that a letter along the lines of the above would serve 
as a protection to him. 


Mr. Blaisdell said that he did not think it was necessary to 
bother the President with this matter since he had the authority 
to grant licenses for essential articles, the holding up of which 
would cause trouble in our negotiations with the British. 

Mr. Blaisdell said he would use his authority to issue licenses 


on anything which Mr. Foster and Mr. Acheson thought important 
and which would accomplish the purposes of ECA.

MEMORANDUM OF TELEPHONE CONVERSATION 


Participants: Mr. Foster 
Mr. Acheson 


Mr. Foster telephoned the Secretary to express his concern over 
the way in which the matter of aid for Yugoslavia is turning out. 
Mr. Foster said he was afraid that ECA was going to be the single 
contributor to the program of aid, whereas at the meeting previously 
held in the Secretary’s office on October 18, it had seemed that the 
burden would be carried by several agencies. 


The Secretary said he thought Mr. Foster was misinformed. 
The program, as he understood it, was that ECA would take care of 
175,000 tons of wheat; the Ex-Im Bank will take care of barley and 
the freight to an amount of somewhat under $4,000,000, Agriculture 
has reduced its various prices to a point which does not strain them. 
‘We’? are ready to put in up to $4,000,000 a month to a total of 
$16,000,000 to take care of other items. This latter commitment 
depends upon whether Tito will sign a very much watered down agreement 
under MDAP, which Ambassador Allen thinks there is a 50-50 chance 
of his doing. If Tito will not sign a military agreement, then the only 
thing that might be done would be to have Secretary Brannan take care 
of these things from Section 32 funds. 


Mr. Foster said there was one point which had not been 
mentioned in connection with the possibility that some deal might 
be worked out to have flour shipped from Italy, and that was that our 
own millers, who are a powerful and vocal group, would object if they 
were not brought in to some extent. If it could be worked out in some 
way that they could do some of the milling, their objection might be 
minimized. The Secretary thought that this would depend on our 
getting some money from Congress, with which Mr. Foster agreed, 
suggesting that this be one of the points in asking for funds. 
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The Secretary told Mr. Foster that he had gone over the 
matter with the President today and had left the memorandum with 
him and had asked how he wanted tl.e question brought up. The 
President had suggested doing it at Cabinet meeting tomorrow, but 
Mr. Foster pointed out he would not be there. It was agreed that 
the Secretary would try to have the President call a meeting 
immediately following cabinet of the persons directly involved in 
the Yugoslav matter. (This he later did, and the meeting is set 
for 10:30 tomorrow, with the White House calling the people.) 


Mr. Foster then said he was planning a trip to South East 
Asia before Congress got back, although if the rumor that they would 
be called back about November 15 were true, he would probably not 
be able to get back that soon. The Secretary agreed that it was a 
sound idea for him to go.

It is widely 
assumed in the Assembly that this accounts for the violent 
Vyshinsky speech of yesterday.

Ambassador Wrong talked on the telephone today with the 
Secretary and asked him if the Secretary could go to New York 
on the 16th for a dinner which Mr. Pearson is giving for the 
heads of the UN Delegations, at which dinner the Prime Minister 
of Canada will be present.

The death sentences imposed on fifteen wr criminals by | ul 
Wuremberg courts have not yet been carried out. Mr. NecGloy is 
nov prepared to execute nine of these and to commute five. One 
individual was also sentenced to death by the Belgians ani is 
to be executed by them. Thirteen of these individuals were con- 
victed on April 10, 1948, for complicity in the extermination 
of Jews, Communists, and partisans at the eastern front during 
the Russian campaign. ‘Two were convicted on November 3, 1947, 
for their participation in concentration camp atrocities. 


Iach of these cases ws reviewed by General Clay and the 
sentences in question were confirmed by him. However, 
about that time a Congressional Committee having an interest in 
certain other war crimes requested the Army to stay executien of 
all capital sentences, and this was done, 


The Committee finally advised the Secretary of Defense that 
the Congress had no further interest in the cases, and thereupon, 
on March 9, 1950, the Secretary of State advised Mr. McOloy that 
he was at liberty to proceed, in his discretion, with the execu- 
tion of prisoners convicted by the Nuremberg courts. 


Thereafter further delay in the execution of the sentences 
was caused by the fact that a number of the prisoners concerned 
had filed petitions of halen. Sor in the Federal District 
Court in the District of umd All of these petitions have 
deen dismissed except one recently filed. it is anticipated that 
this petition will also be dismissed within the next ten days. 


In June 1950 an Advisory Board on Clemency for War Orininals, 
appointed by Mr. McCloy with the approval of the Secretary, under- 
took a review of various petitions filed seeking clemency for sub- 
stantially all of the prisoners convicted at Nuremberg. The Board 
submitted ite report in September. After a detailed consideration 
of all factors relied upon to justify the commutation of each of 
the death sentences the Board has recommended that nine of the 
capital sentences be carried out. Mr. McCloy, after personal 
review of the cases, agrees. 
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‘ Theva are reasons why the executions should, if possible, 

de carried out before the 5th of December. Celebration of the 
Christmas season begins as early as the 6th of Decenbder with vari- 
ous traditional festivities. It would be undesirable politically 
to carry out executions during this season which ends approximately 
the 5th of January. It is also undesirable to start the New Year 
with executions which are bound to meet with public critician. 


Despite the arguments in favor ofacting now other factors, 
such as the existence of elections, may mke it impossible to act 
before the first of the year. Nevertheless, Mr. McCloy wishes, 
with the knowledge of the Secretary, to be free to proceed with 
the executions on December 4th. 


If the sentences are to be executed on December 4th notice 
should be given the condemed, and hence a press release should 
be issued, not later than November 28th. 


It is recognised that no matter what action is taken there 
will be vocal criticiem both in the United States and in Germany. 
Each of the individuals to be executed was found responsible fer 
mase murders, totalling hundreds of thousands of persons. Gapital 
punishment, if ever justified, is clearly justified in these cases. 


The principal arguments against carrying out the executions 
are (1) that it is cruel to carry out executions after this long 
delay, (2) that the West German Constitution has abolished capital 
punishment and the Occupying Powers, though not bound by ite terns, 
should follow the policy it expresses, and (3) that public senti- 
ment will consider the executions an act of vengeance imposed by 
the conquerors. None of these arguments goes to the merits of the 
cases, and in view of the fact that ten war criminals convicted by 
the International Military Tribunal and seven convicted by another 
United States Military Tribunal at MWuremberg, as well as many German 
criminals convicted by military commissions, have already been 
executed it is the opinion of Mr. McCloy, of his Advisory Board, 
of Mr. Fisher and of myself that these executions should be carried 
out without further delay. However, Mr. McCloy wished you to be 
advised, and because of the political implications it is suggested 
you may wish to advise the President. 


It should be added that Mr. McCloy is coordinating his 
proposed action with General Handy, who also has a few unexecuted 
death sentences. 


It is recommended that the attached draft cable be approved 
for despatch.

The President raised with me the memorandum of 
October 26 from me to him on the subject of Visits of 
Chiefs of State to the US during 1951. In general, the 
President said he would very much prefer, aside from the 
visit of the President of France which had already been 
scheduled, “to postpone other visits until the White House 
was finished, which he thought for this purpose would be 
in the neighborhood of August or September of 1961. He 
thought that it was most inconvenient entertaining Chiefs 
of State in their present quarters and he disliked taking 
them to hotels or to Anderson House for state dinnera, 

If there were some strong reason to the contrary, we might 
raise the matter with him again. 


With the above qualifications, he would be willing to 
approve a visit during 1951 by Queen Juliana of the Netherlands, 
President Sukarno of Indonesia and President Plaza of 
Equador. He is not ready to approve any others at the 
present time.

In accordance with Mr. O'Gara's memorandum to me 
of November 13, I forwarded yesterday to the President the 
memorandum entitled "Position of the Administration on the 
Reciprocal Trade Agreements Program and the ITO Charter in 
the 82nd Congress." The President read the memorandum and 
sent me word that it would be agreeable to him to have me 
raise this at the Cabinet meeting. Accordingly I did so, 
explaining that I was taking this method of getting Cabinet 
discussion rather than inter-departmental clearance at lower 
levels in order to reduce the possibility of public discussion 
at this point. 


After a brief discussion of the matter, I made the 
recommendations contained in Mr. O'Gara's memorandum. The 
President asked for an expression of views by all members of 
the Cabinet. Secretary Sawyer was absent. Mr. Foley for 
the Treasury, Secretary Chapman for Interior, Mr. Harriman, 
Mr. Steelman, Mr. Tobin, Mr. Brannan, all expressed their 
concurrence. The other members had no comments to make. 


Mr. Brannan and Mr. Tobin hoped that our action in 
dropp the ITO could be done in such a way as not to appear 
to yield ground to the opposition. 


Mr. Steelman suggested that it might be possible to 
use this willingness to abandon the ITO in order to gain some 
concessions from some of the members of the House and Senate 
who ht otherwise disapprove our Trade Agreements Program. 
He said that he was under the impression that we would rind 
considerable opposition to the Trade Agreements Act.

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At the conclusion of the discussion the President 
authorized me to go forward on the basis of the recommenda- 
tions made.

part of this memorandum and then began running over the items. 


The President expressed himself as in pretty general 
approval with all the ideas mentioned. 


He had on his desk a paper announcing the appointment of 
the Loyalty Commission and was waiting to get a reply from the 
man whom he had asked to be Chairman. He is ready to make 
this announcement as soon as he can announce the Chairman. 


In regard to the second suggestion--his calling in the 
congressional leaders--he said that he would be glad to do this 
as soon as possible and asked us to collaborate with Mr. Charles 
Murphy on getting an outline on what he should do and say at this 


meeting. 


He thought well of having two leading Senators, such as

I said to the President that Senator Benton had spoken 
to me in his anteroom aboug Governor Bowles saying that the 
President had approved Mr. Bowles’ going to the Philippines. 
I asked the President whether he wished me to proceed with 
this matter. He said he did, and that he understood Mr. Bowles 
would be in Washington on Thursday or Friday of this week at 
which time he would get in touch with me. 


I said to the President that before we made anything 
public about Mr. Bowles we should find: some place for 
Mr. Cowen, and that we had been thinking of Panama.

President said that would be agreeable to him if we could work 
it out.

Subject: Public delations--The Secretary. 


Here are two more suggestions, both originating with doe Sitrick, 
on this subject, which, though relatively minor, might nevertheless 
contribute substantially to the overall picture: 


1. That the Secretary's farm, farming interests, weexends in 
the country, etc., be exploited as much as possible. It would be a 
good topic for feature stories all by itself; pictures and newsreels 
mi ht be arranged; it could be made the scene of one or more entertain- 
ment s——wiener-roasts, steak-fries, or the like--for selected groups 
of newspaper men and/or Congressmen. 


2. That, in view of the Secretary's (enforced?) lack of public 
interest in organized sports or of any generally known athletic hobby 
such as golf, swimming, tennis, etc., arrangements be made for him to 
attend--conspicuously=—-the aray-Navy football game. It occurs to me 
that it might be arranged for him to sit in the President's box, in 
case the Fresident plans to mae his usual appearance, and to be 
photographed with the President, cross the field with the President, etc. 
He even might go so far as to allow hiuself to be interviewed for a 
moment by the radio-television people covering the game. tc., etc., 
etc.

At the Secretary’s request I called Mr. Charles Ross 
at the White House and asked him to clear with the President 
the timing on the proposed visit of Mr. Attlee. Mr. Ross 
called me back shortly after 3 p.m. today and said it was 
agreeable to the President to see Mr. Attlee on Tuesday, 
December 5, but that he would not be able to see him before 
noon on that day due to a speaking commitment which he 
had made some time ago. 


Mr. Ross said that the President had suggested that he 
might give a lunch for Mr. Attlee on Tuesday at 1 o’clock. 
He said that he thought around 14 should be included in the 
luncheon party. Mr. Ross had suggested to the President that 
the lunch might be held on board the Williamsburg in order to 
have as quiet a luncheon as possible and to avoid difficulties 
with newspapermen, etc. The President had indicated that 
he liked the idea and suggested that Mr. Ross follow up on it 
and ask the Department for re. ommendations on who should be 
invited to the lunch. The President and Mr. Ross felt that three 
or four of Mr. Attlee’s party should be included. They mentioned 
that General Slim would want to be talking to our military 
people, in all probability, and that the Treasury people would 
probably want to spend a great portion of their time with the 
people from Secretary Snyder’s office. I don’t think this 
necessarily ruled any of them out as guests at the luncheon, but 
was merely a comment which the President made. 





I had told Mr. Ross in previous conversation, after 
clearing it around the Department, that we did not consider 
it necessary to have Mr. Attlee stay at the Blair House. 
Mr. Ross said he mentioned this to the President and that 
the President said that he would have no objection to 
Mr. Attlee staying with him if it was felt desirable. The President

Sir Oliver said that he would like to consider what 
entertaining should be done for the Prime Minister’ and 
wondered if the President had any plans for entertaining him 
atadinner. I said that I was sure the President would want 
to entertain Mr. Attlee but I was unable to say at the moment 
just exactly what would be planned. He said he would like to 
give a dinner but he thought it should follow any dinner which 
the President might be giving. I told Sir Oliver we would 
consider this and be in touch with him as soon as possible. 


I suggest that someone prepare a memorandum for the 
Secretary’s signature giving recommendations for the White 


House on the points raised above.

Secretary Pace telephoned and raised some points 
about time of departures on the trip to Brussels, and

He pointed out that he thought there was 
agreement throughout this Government at least that, instead 
of waiting until there was something to command before ap- 
pointing the Supreme Commander, we should look upon the 
Commander actually as a recruiter and that there should no 
longer be the requirement to his appointment that the contribu- 
tions should be made before the appointment. Mr. Acheson agreed 
that this was probably so. He was not trying to raise this matter 
as a difficulty. He thought probably we were in a position of having 
to accept the appointment of the commander who would then go 
over and try to push through the contributions.

The Secretary said that he was aware that the situation in 
Europe was getting more and more critical every minute. There 
was a great deal of weakness in France and he thought that Gen- 
eral Eisenhower, who had great confidence in French morale, 
would be the one who could put heart into the French. He had come 
to the conclusion that any further efforts to negotiate might make 
the whole thing go to pieces. 


Secretary Pace said that bg four o’clock tomorrow he would 
be prepared to talk with all these things in mind. He would have 
General Collins with him, perhaps General Gruenther and perhaps 
General Eisenhower. The Secretary said that if General Eisen- 
hower were to be in the meeting, he thought in order to avoid 
possible excitement it would be wise if he came over to the 
Pentagon rather than have the meeting here in his office.

Secretary Acheson telephoned General Marshal this afternoon to 
ask him what he could do in the matter of getting cleared up the terms 
of reference for Mr. @pofford in London. Mr. Acheson explained that 
Mr. Spofford had been in London since May and that we had not yet 
succeeded in getting a clear definition of what his powers were. 


The Secretary then outlined the steps which had been taken in con- 
nection with this matter. After talks with various Governmental 
agencies, the problem was finally worked out by the Bureau of the 
Budget after ECA had made one or two editorial changes. We informed 
the Bureau of the Budget that the terms were satisfactory to us. 


The Bureau of the Budget then received a letter from General Burns 
dated December 14, in which he proposed four changes, two of which were 
editorial in nature and presented no difficulties. The other two, the Sec- 
retary pointed out, went to the heart of the matter and were satisfactory 
neither to us nor to the Bureau of the Budget. He added that we must find 
a solution to this problem. 


Mr. Acheson said the way the matter stood Mr. Spofford was senior 
NAT representative overseas and among his duties he was to insure 
coordination of NATO. What General Burns wished to do was to strike 
out the portion in the directive about Mr. Spofford’s serving as coordinator 
together with the reference as ‘‘senior representative’’. 


General Marshall said he would have the matter looked into and call 
the Secretary back. 


General Bradley, a short time later, telephoned the Secretary and 
said that he had spoken with General Marshall and that he (General @eadley), 
General Collins and Admiral Sherman had just seen the proposed directive 
on the terms of reference for Mr. Spofford. General Bradley said that 
unless they were wrong, certain portions of the paper were very poorly 
worded, General Bradley said that it was not necessary for Mr. Spofford 
to get into the military planning end and that the way the directive read, 
Mr’. Spofford would have to have a staff of about a thousand people. 

Mr. Acheson said that Mr. Spofford’s terms of reference had nothing

‘I remind you that / are going to find (I hope) a 
super-perfect answer to that question: ‘How should Ike’s 
entry to Europe be planned in order to secure maximum 


psychological exploitation?’ ”’ 


The Secretary gave me this note and asked that I get 
people to work on it as soon as we could, I talked to 
Mr. Perkins about it briefly and we both agreed that it would 
be impossible to do much about it in Brussels but that we should 
get started on it as soon as we returned to Washington. 


Could someone consider this as soon as possible? 
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While I was flying beck to Washington from Brussels, 
Pormer President Hoover made an address on the radio in 
which he discussed our foreign policy. I have read the 
accounts of Mr. Hoover's remarks with care and I as 
greatly heartened that he has expressed agreement with 
so much of the course this nation is following to pro- 
tect ite freedom and security. 

It will contribute to unity within our sountry for 
the American people to have the assurance that our course 
is supported in large measure by so distinguished a student 
of affairs as Mr. Hoover. 

I am concerned, however, that he should believe it 
may be necessary for us under certain circumstances to 
withdrew largely to the Western Hemisphere and to abandon 
our efforts to support and defend other parte of the free 
world. Of course such dangerous and unpleasant possi- 
bilities have been considered by our Government in reach- 
ing conclusions about our policy. In fact, a continuing 
study of such questions has occupied us in an emphatic 
way during the past year. Ibt only partment of 
State but the Defense Establisiment . ae Joint Chiefs 
of Staff have given the most careful scrutiny to our 
resources and the best way in which to utilise thes. 

We are aware that unless we and others increase our 
strength there might well be « progressive withdrawal

approaches. We know that this result will fellow if 
we fail adequately to increase our military power in 
conjunction with that of our allies. If this were to 
happen our friends might well be foreed to try to find 
other solutions because their confidence in the ailitary 
strength backing the polities] and economic system of 
the free world would have been destroyed.

“There are some who advocate a deliberate decision 
to isolate ourselves. Superficially, this has some 
attractiveness as a course of action, for it appears to 
bring our ccumitments and capabilities inte harmony by 
reducing the former and by concentrating our present, 
or perhaps even reduced, military expendatures on the 
Gefense of the United States. 

“This argusent overlooks the relativity of capa- 
bilities. With the United States in an isolated posi- 
tien, we would have to face the probability that the 
Soviet Union would quickly Geminate most of Burasia, 
probably without meeting armed resistance. It would 
thus sequire @ potential far superier to our om, and 
would promptly proeeed to develop this potential with 
the purpose of eliminating our power, whieh woul, even 


in 
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in isolation, remain as « challenge to it and as an 
obstacle to the imposition of its kind of order in the 
world. There is no way to make ourselves inoffensive 
to the Kremlin except by complete submission to its 
will. Therefore isolation would in the end condemn us 
to capitulate or to fight alone and on the defensive, 
with drastically limited offensive and retaliatory 
capabilities in comparison with the Soviet Union. 
(These are the only possibilities, unless we are pre- 
pared to risk the future on the hazard that the Soviet 
Empire, because of over-extension or other reasons, will 
spontaneously destroy itself from within.) 

“The argument also overlooks the imponderable, but 
nevertheless drastic, effects on our belief in ourselves 
anéd in our way of life of a deliberate decision to 
isolate ourselves.

The Secretary telephoned Mr. Lovett this morning to 
discuss with him the matter of British liaison with the Joint 
Chiefs which had been raised with him yesterday by Sir Oliver 
Franks. The Secretary said at the last meeting of the President 
and Atlee the matter of the British Joint Chiefs and our Joint 
Chiefs keeping in touch and informing each other of what was 
going on had been agreed to. Sir Oliver reported to the Secretary 
yesterday that Tedder is discouraged and does not think he is 
being kept informed, Tedder wanted to send some cable saying 
couldn’t something be done, but Sir Oliver had suggested he 
wait until the matter had been taken up with Secretary Acheson, 
Mr. Acheson said he didn’t know whether the Pentagon had | 
forgotten about it and he wondered if he and General Marshall 
shouldn’t meet to discuss what should be done. 


Mr. Lovett said he did not remember the discuss‘ion at the 
meeting of the President and Prime Minister Atlee. He said 
that Marshal Tedder sits directly across the hall from General 
Bradley and that there should be a close personal relationship 
between the two, but he did not know just what the relationsip is. 
He said that, of course, General Bradley’s schedule is such that 
he would have little time to chat with Tedder. Mr. Lovett 
suggested that Mr, Acheson and General Marshall and General 
Bradley discuss the matter before bringing in Sir Oliver. The 
Secretary said he would try to speak to both df them about it 
this afternoon at the NSC meeting. 
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Mr. Hassett called me this morning and said that 
Mr. Charles Taft had seen the President today and that 
both the President and Mr. Hassett thought it would be 
a good idea for you to see him and listen to a proposal 
which he hes to make concerning representation at the 
Vatican. I gave Mr. Taft ar appointment for 4:30 this 
afternoon. 


You will recall that about a year ago we heard that 
Mr. Taft thought that he appointment of a representative 
of the President to the World Council of Churches at Geneva 
would go a long way toward meeting Protestant opposition | 
to the appointment of a representative to the Vatican. There is 
attached a memorandum dated February 16, 1950 on this 
point. I do not know whether this is the proposal which 
Mr. Taft will make to you this afternoon but we know of no 
other proposal which he has made and I am inclined to think 
he will have a suggestion along the same line as the earlier 
one. 


You might like to reread the February 16 memorandum 
giving the Department’s thoughts on the subject. There has 


been no change of opinion on the part of the Department with 
regard to the matter.

SUBJECT: Relations with the Holy See and with 
Leaders of Protestant Faiths 


In response to your inquiry, it would not be practicable 
to parsllel establishment of diplomatic relations with the 
Holy See by the appointment of a corresponding emissary 
to-a Protestant agency such as the World Council of Churches. 
The World Council is en association of denominations without 
reference to nationality and not a sovereign entity like 
the Holy See. Mr. Taylor looked into this question and 
reported to the President that the Council would not 
accept representatives of governments. 


If it were decided to establish diplomatic relations 
with the Holy See, American Protestant opposition might 
be mitigated through designation of a Special or Personal 
Assistant to the President for the specific purpose of 
maintaining contact with faiths other than Roman Catholic. 
A less controversial solution would be for the President 
to designate a single person as his personal representative 
in dealings both with the Holy See and with other faiths. 


The latter course was essentially that followed with 
Mr. Taylor, who did meet frequently with Protestant groups 
and devoted considerable effort with limited success in 
er cooperation between them and the Catholic Church. 
t would probably be desirable that this aspect of the work 
of a successor to Mr. Taylor be given more emphasis and 
be more widely publicized than was the case in the past. 
Bishop Oxnam, one of the leading critics of Mr. Taylor's 
mission to the Vatican, advised Mr. Taylor that opposition 
would be greatly lessened if his designation were changed 
to "Representative to the Religious Peoples of the World."

After Cabinet today Mr. Acheson said that Secretary Sawyer 
had discussed with him some problem concerning Isbrandtsen ships 
which were partially unloaded in India. He said the cargo was made 
up largely of drugs from the United States.

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After Cabinet today Mr. Acheson said that Secretary Sawyer 
discussed with him the question of French export of steel rails 
to Communist China. Mr. Acheson said he expressed some 
doubt about this to Mr. Sawyer and Mr. Sawyer told him that 
Ambassador Bruce had confirmed that this was a fact. Mr. Sawyer 
had wanted to stop the export of rails from this country to France, 
but on checking had learned that the United States does not send any 
such rails to France.

Mr. Acheson spoke to Messrs, Marchant, Bonbright, Barnet 
and Wright about this and was told of the Department’s steps 
thus far to correct this situation. A copy of the telegram report- 
ing Mr. Bruce’s conversation with Mr. Schuman was left with the 
Secretary. He tried to call Mr. Sawyer to give him this much 
of the report today, but he has thus far not reached him.

Just as a vote was coming up on the 
question whether we should accept the American proposal, 
Cadogan, the British representative, said he regretted to 
say that His Majesty’s Government would not permit him to 
support the American proposal. Mr. Baruch told Cadogan 
that he did not dare run out on him, that if he did, he would 
castigate him personally and the British Government in terms 
he would never forget.

Mr. Baruch went on to say that if we permitted Red China 
to come into the United Nations and did not veto it, the United 
Nations was finished; that their entry would be an acceptance 
of peace instead of righteousness, and that the whole theory 
upon which the United Nations was founded would fall down. 

He said that the English and French and the Australians were 
thinking of their colonies and not of the general welfare of all 
the people involved in the United Nations, and that if China 
were admitted, many men like himself would be forced into an 
isolationism opposed to the cheapness of the present English 
Government. Mr. Baruch said he was perfectly willing to have 
the Secretary quote him if he cared to do so.

The Secretary telephoned Senator Lodge to tell him he had 
just finished reading his speech and wanted to tell him he con- 
sidered it an excellent and thoughtful one which would contribute 
a lot to the situation.

Last night at home, Governor Frank Lausche called me 
after an apparently vain effort to get in touch with someone at 
the White House. He mentioned a radio or television program 
on which Senator Lehman and Senator Bricker had participated 
in which Senator Bricker apparently made some statement that 
Russia was not a threat to the United States. The Governor had 
not heard the program himself but was being prodded by his 
wife with regard to the statement made and action he should take. 
on it. The Governor said he would like to issue a statement today 
answering Senator Bricker and ‘‘bringing in Senator Taft’’. He 
said he wanted to ask help from the Department and that he had 
been somewhat brushed off in Washington in the past. 


I told him that I hoped that the State Department had 
not been guilty of this sort of thing and we were always willing 
to assist him whenever he wanted help. He asked if someone 
would get hold of the entire transcript of the program and give 
him some guidance as to what lhe might say. 


I called Mr. Ed Barrett immediately and told him of my 
conversation with the Governor. He said he would look into it 
and report back to me Bter. In about an hour Mr. Barrett called 
me and said that he had not been able to get the entire transcript 
but he had talked to Senator Lehman who confirmed what 
Governor Lausche had said. He said that the Governor wanted 
no further assistance from us and had told him that he knew exactly 
what he wanted to saly and would issue the statement this morning.

MEMORANDUM FOR S/S 


At a dinner party last night, I had a chat with Mr. George 
Elsey of the White House. He said he was rather concern d over 
the guidance which the Department was giving the Voice of 
America with reference to General Eisenhower and his recent 
report to the Congress. Mr. Elsey said that the Department was 
‘‘playing down’’ the Eisenhower report and particularly what he 
had said regarding Germany. I told Mr. Elsey that, while I had 
not seen the guidance he referred to, I was under the impression 
that we were not at the moment desirous of building up the German 
aspect of the report. This did not stem from the desire to 
‘play down’”’ the Eisenhower report but stemmed purely from our 
policy with regard to Germany and German participation in the 
defense of Europe. 


Could someone check into this and let me know the answer 
to Mr. Elsey’s query? 


Mr. Elsey said that, with reference to the Eisenhower 
report, we were doing to it the same sort of thing that we had 
done to the President’s speech before the General Assembly. 
He referred to the portions of this speech on disarmament. 

I made no effort to answer this as I had no idea of what might 
have gone out in the way of guidance. I would be interested in 
knowing the truth of this statement.

The Secretary discussed with me briefly the testimony he 
will make in connection with the Wherry Resolution, He said 
that he had wondered if it might be well to list all of the issues 
and analyze them.

The President received Sir Zafrulla Khan at the latter’s 
request. Those attending the meeting are noted above. 


Ambassador Ispahani opened the discussion by presenting 
the President with a letter from the Prime Minister of Pakistan. 
This letter referred to the delays and difficulties which had 
been created by India in the settlement of the Kashmir dispute 
and to the fact that the matter was about to come again before 
the Security Council. The purpose of the letter was to request 
the President to make the services of Admiral Nimitz available 
to the United Nations in carrying out any resolution by the 
Security Council. 


After the President had read the letter, Sir Zafrulla Khan 
supported the request of the Prime Minister. He pointed out the 
great importance from an international point of view of the 
settlement of this controversy. This came both from the geographical 
location of Kashmir and the disastrous consequences of any 
continuance of the tension between India and Pakistan. He said 
that to the people of Pakistan the name of Admiral Nimitz was 
synonymous with holding of the plebiscite and the peaceful 
settlement of this controversy. He had become an important 
symbol of the United Nations and of American interests in the 
settlement of the dispute. 
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The President then referred to the long period of time 
in which Admiral Nimitz had been waiting to perform his duties 
and the urgent necessity which had arisen to perform the 
services for the United States in connection with the Loyalty 
Commission. He said that he could not see his way clear to 
releasing him at this time. However, he would remain 
available to conduct the plebiscite and that he hoped that 
after the Admiral had completed the organizational work 
and the Commission had got. started, preparations for the 
plebiscite would be sufficiently advanced so that Admiral Nimitz 
could then conduct it. The President added that if it were 
desired to have another American carry out any instructions 
of the Security Council regarding demilitarization, the President 
hoped to be able to select an outstanding person who would be 
satisfactory to both parties to the dispute. The President said 
that they would be consulted in this. 


Sir Zafrulla Khan stated that while he was disappointed, - 
the President was obviously the person best qualified to decide 
where the Admiral’s services were most needed. He thought 
that it was most important in selecting any other person to do 
the demilitarization task, that he should be a military officer, 
not only because the task would have predominantly military 
aspects but also because he thought it most undesirable that the 
idea of mediation should again be prominent. He hoped that the 
Security Council would reach decisions and that the man selected 
would be directed to carry them out. It was for this reason that 
he preferred a military officer to a civilian, although he did not 
say that no civilian would be equal to this task. 





The President ended the interview by stressing the 
importance which he attached to the solution of the dispute 
and his understanding of the necessity of making plans strong 
and continuing United States interest in this solution.

The Secretary called Mr. Lovett this afternoon and said that 
he wanted to discuss with him the problem of where the NATO 
agencies should be located. The Secretary said this was an old 
problem and that he thought it might be well for Mr. Webb and 
Mr. Cabot to go over to London and then proceed to Paris and get 
together Mr. Batt, Mr. Herrod, General Eisenhower and General 
Gruenther and thrash out the whole problem. 


Mr. Lovett mentioned the feeling of the JCS and of General 
Eisenhower that too much concentration in Paris was dangerous, 
He said that the Military Establishment had recommended that 
the Finance and Economic Board be moved to Paris to be near 
the OEEC. He said that the NME felt that the Defense Production 
Board could remain in London, The Secretary asked whether this 
would work with the Fjnance and Economic Board being in Paris 
and Mr. Lovett said that he felt this could be made to operate 
effectively. 


Mr. Lovett said that the NME believed that we should take 
the steps outlined above, but should wait before making any change 
in the location of NATO until the Supreme Headquarters is organized 
and until the NATO gets so that it is working effectively. He said 
that we were, in his opinion, reorganizing pafore we organized, 


Mr. Acheson said that he would consult further with Mr. Webb 
and Mr. Cabot and would be in touch with Mr. Lovett later.

In the course of his discussion with Senator Benton at lunch today, 
the Secretary reported that Senator Benton had handed him a copy of the 
same reorganization proposal which Mr. Foster left with the Secretary 
yesterday afternoon. This is the paper which proposes a reorganization 


of the Department, aleng the lines of the Defense Department reorganizsa- 


tion, into separate departments of political affairs, economic affairs 
and information. Under this proposal each department would have a 
separate budget, separate administration, independent channels of com | 
munication, and separate personnel and foreign service set-ups. 


The Secretary said that he had talked to Mr. Benton very gurnesthy« 
and very frankly about this type of proposal, making in partio@iar «. 
the following points: + ae 


1. Mr. Benton should first of all make a very detesined; 
effort to find out just exactly what the public affairs area is doing 
today. Further investigation along the lines of the Senator's recent

The Senator should also bear in mind that it took 
approximately 12 months to get any major reorganization into effec- 
tive operation. Time was lost in finding space, recruiting personnel, 
securing necessary security clearance, and generally building up 
the administration. Before Senator Benton made any serious proposal 
of this nature, the Secretary said he should consider carefully whether 
this Government was now in a position where it could afford to mark 
time for 12 months or whether it was not more important to move forward 
even though our structure might not be 100 percent perfect. 





5. The Secretary also indicated that, based on his personal 
experience in Washington, too much emphasis should not be placed on 
the pure theory of organization and a definite effort should be made 
to resist the allure of the new organization. If you looked back at 
the history of the executive branch over the past 30 years you would 
see that each new organization after about 18 months had becoms 
like the old organization. Of those 18 months, at least half ef them 
were wasted in getting started and only half the time in beingigffective 
before the critics again started condemning the organizational structure. 


The Secretary indicated that he thought his discussion had had 
sobering effect upon Senator Benton, but that it probably would net ~.

The Secretary had lunch with Senator Benton this noon, after 
which he called Mr. Fisher and me into his office to discuss various 
ideas the Senator had raised. 


The Secretary said that Senator Benton was quite critical of the 
way in which we handled our Congressional relations and had made a 
number of points, some of which the Secretary thought were very good. 
Among these points were the following: 


1. Senator Benton said that we spent too much of our time 
and effert conciliating our opponents and not enough tine working 
with our friends. As examples, he pointed out that we had done little 
with or for Senator Lehman and Senator Anderson. mi 

2. The Senator suggested that we should pick out some of 
the key men who could be helpful to the Department and to the Adminis- 
tration and work with them very closely. He pointed out that both he 
and Senator Lehman received a good many inquiries about the Department 
of State because of their previous conneetions; he felt that the De- 
partment should make a special effort to be helpful in giving then 
prompt and effective replies to these inquiries. He thought we should 
also work closely with certain key men, such as Lehman, Anderson, 
MeMahon and Benton, in preparing speeches and supplying them with 
other materials that would be helpful to the Administration. 


3. Senator Benton stated that the situation in 1952 was 
going to be very critical and very difficult. He felt that while 
we had some good ambassadors in the field, we were not using strong 
Administration supporters who could come back and be helpful during 
the 1952 campaign. He suggested that men like former Senator Myers 
of Pennsylvania and former Gevernor Bowles of Connecticut be given 
jobs in the Administration. He felt that both men were exceedingly 
able as individuals and would be particularly effective in support of 
the Administration during the '52 campaign.

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The Secretary indicated that he felt the views of Senator 
Benton on State Department relations with Congress, which are 
set forth in a separate memorandum, were particularly sound. 
Ye indicated that he would like the Department to move forward 
along these general lines. 


Mr. Fisher said that we were beginning to do a certain 
amount of close work with certain of the friendly senators, 

» but that our efforts were still uncoordinated and slightly 
haphazard. The Secretary said he would like to see this thing 
put together on an intelligent and sound basis. He said that 
it would be completely impossible to do it through Mr. McPall 
and Horace Smith, and that Mr. Fisher and Mr. Webb and ir. 
Humelsine should think about how it could be done—perhaps 


by putting a new strong deputy in with Mr. McPall. 

The Secretary said he would also like the Department to 
give consideration to moving forward on finding places for 
men like Myers and Bowles. He said he thought Myers was an 


able man and that it made sense to try to find a way to use 
him in the Administration.

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During his conversation with Senator Benton today, the 
Secretary indicated to Senator Benton that we were trying to 
find a place for Mr. Bowles in Australia. Senator Benton re- 
acted very negatively to this prospect. The Secretary said: 
he had played up the position quite a bit in terms of the im- 
portance of Australia in the Pacific area, the pending questions 
concerning the Japanese treaty, Australia's participation in 
Korea, etc., and thought that he had persuaded Mr. Benton that 
this would be a very good assignment. 


The Secretary also reported that Mr. Benton was partieularly 
critical of the recent Patterson appeintamt. Benton said that 
everybody knew that Patterson was not an able man and that this 
appointment was merely a pay-off fer his having raised funds 
for the Democratic Party. Senater Benton felt that we should 
not use our appointments in this way but rather as a 9» Sena Der 
ability and as a way of keeping good political leaders officially 
connected with the Administration. 
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The Secretary telephoned General Marshall this morning 
and mentioned to him the present meeting in Malta at which 
security problems in that area were being discussed. The 
Secretary said that he wanted to put the matter in General 
Marshall’s mind so that he could alert some of the people 
in Defense and so that our representatives could get together 
later in the week and hold a meeting on the subject to deter- 
mine what would be said to Mr. Schuman and President Auriol 
when they come over next week. 


Mr.'Acheson reviewed the recent meeting with Mr. Pleven 
in this country and the assurances which were given Mr. Pleven 
by President Truman that no effort was being made to exalude 
the French. President Truman had also assured him that there 
would be no subsequent cases of this sort. Mr. Acheson said | 
that a second meeting was now taking place at Malta and that 
the State Department was not told about it nor had we beentold °« 
what was discussed at either the first Malta meeting or at the 
current meeting. Mr. Acheson said that Admiral Carney had, 
we understood, held a background conference in London at 
which he disclosed the fact thai the meetings were to take 
place. The Secretary said that the French were greatly con- 
cerned because of their interest in the Middle East as well 
as French prestige. 


Mr. Acheson said we were working up a suggestion of what 
might be said to Mr. Schuman which the Department would like 
to discuss with the NME. 


General Marshall said that he would look into this right away 
Ae. as he did not have much ready information about it and wanted to 


know for his own purposes anyway. He said that he thought the 
reason we had not been told what took place at these meetings was 
Jin to prevent any embarrassment to us by questions, et cetera. 


The General assured the Secretary that he would look into 
this immediately.

On January 25, 1951, President Truman approved your 
recommendation that President Galo Plaza be invited to 
visit the United States this year after the completion of 
repairs on the White House. On February 15, you informed 
Dr. Ponce, the Ecuadoran Foreign Minister, during his visit 
here, that President Truman would be pleased to have Pres- 
ident Plaza visit the US and that a formal invitation would 
be extended later if agreeable to the Ecuadoran President. 


Upon learning that the White House repairs would not 
be completed until very late in 1951, Dr. Ponce asked me 
if we could arrange to have the visit take place earlier, 
preferably in May or June. He said that, if the unavail- 
ability of the White House were the only drawback, he was 
certain that President Plaza would be pleased to stay at 
Prospect House. 


Dr. Ponce explained that, for President Plaza to gain 
any benefit from the visit, it would have to come in the 
spring or early summer. The Ecuadoran Congress meets 
August 1 and President Plaza begins his final year in office 
in September. A visit late in the year would therefore be 
of little if any political benefit to the President. 


Since the Ecuadoran Government has strongly supported 
us in the UN and the OAS, at some sacrifice to its polit- 
ical popularity, and in view of the democratic character 
of the Plasa administration, I believe we should, if pos- 
sible, endeavor to grant this request so that both we and 
the Ecuadoran Government can derive maximum profit from 
the presidential visit.

Attached is @ memorandum to the Secretary from ARA 
enclosing for signature a memorandum to the President 
suggesting that the President of Ecuador be invited to visit 
the United States in May or June.

arrangements were now in process to pull together the NATO and OEEC 
in the economic and financial fields, We pointed out that these were 
making an efficient international organization tied together by an 
international staff working under the Council of Deputies. 


As a measure of the progress we showed the President the attached 
table of defense expenditures as percentage of cross national product

He was informed that the ECA representatives 
in Indo-China were dealing with the Vietnamese represen- 
tatives, that our military people de&lt almost exclusively, 
if not exclusively, with the French; and that the US Minister 
was attempting, quite properly, to maintain a normal 
balance between the tw groups. 


The President thought it important that all US 
representatives be oriented in the same way and that they 
accept the leadership of the US Minister in their dealings 
with both the French and the Vietnamese. He asked me 
to look into this matter and discuss it further with him.

DCR main principles by which I propose to be guided in our relations 
with other members of human family”. 


Re basic east-west problems he said: "We stand always ready to 
seek reasonable and genuine settlement of differences by 
negotiation.....will, desire is there", 


He warned, however, that "if anyone is tempted to depart from 
way of negotiation and to try to impose settlement by force 
they will find us ready to defend things in which we believe”. 


Emphasizing that defense program is truly named and has no other 
purpose then to protect people from horror of another war by 
showing any wld-be aggressor that war will not pay, he said: 

"We who are seeking to evolve new system of social relationship 
at home and abroad are ready to put off some of benefits if 

we can later be more certain of protecting them. Peace is 
prize which is worth price." Labelling FONOFF "Dept of Peace" 
he described peace as "framework so constructed that security, 
prosperity, and real peace and vigor of mind can grow together". 
Four ways in which UK “trying to contribute towards building 
lively peace” were: 


1. Sustaining interests of Brit people throughout world and 
cherishing good name of Brit; 


2. By membership in those organizations “purpose of which is 

to give practical shape toprinciples of international cooperation" 
and in which Brit are “helping to build up strength, cohesion, 
and prosperity of free community of world;" 


3. Promoting “well being of peoples of Middle East" and work- 
ing for security of that area; 


4% Maintaining and developing partnership, no less benefi- 
cent and fruitful, between west peoples and peoples of South 
and SE Asia", "As final support of our framework for peace," 
Morrison said, "we shall neglect.no fair opportunity to seek 
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by patient negotiation and mutual accord to relax inter- 
national tensions wherever they may be”. 


Declaring that Brit bear no ill-will to Sov people he stated: 
"It is not too late - and indeed it must never be too late - 
for Russia to join with rest of world in great constructive 
tasks which await us 211”. 


Re agenia talks in Paris he asserted: "HMO welcome prospect 
of mtg between FONMINS of SU, US, Fr and UK to discuss causes 
which hac lead to present tension between western powers and 
SU and ways by which those causes cld be eliminated. That 
is sort of mtg we want--mtg which will really strike at root 
of trouble. Fact that most powerful countries in world are 
at loggerheads does net floc: us t) mste yrecisus time in 
ciscussing oniy fringes of question. ‘“’e must face up to real 
problem. If we only try to talk about sméller cirferences... 
we are bound to fini 1t impossible to agree. 


Recognizing “importonce of Ger probleme” Morrizon said: "Wa 
cannot «os back to arid, legalistic discussion of rights and 
wrongs of incividual decisions or declarations in past. We 
cannot ignore everything that has happened ir east and west 
Ger in past five years. ‘Je must make freth approach, taking 
account <f reolities and building constructively with cooper- 
ation of sensible Gers, for growth of new and truly democratic 
Ger of future". Ger questions, he added, ere not causes of 
tensicn - "root causes of tension go much deeper into funda- 
mentally differen* ways in which different govts approach 
their international problems". Morrison sew events in Korea as 
“only symptom of de*per troubles: solution of problem of 
Korea alone - if indeed lasting solution can be found by itself-- 
will not of itself solve all our problerns in FE. Nonetheless, 
this is a psychologics) monent to see if we cannot bring 
fighting in Korea to end”. 


UK is "ready and enxicus to esteblish norsaal relations with 

CPG of Chi,” accorcing to Morrison. "We have always maintained 
fact that country is entitled to govt of its own choosing... 

At same time, we hope that gcovte of ell countries will be 
willing to play their part es peace loving menbers of community 
of nations, end will refrain from interfering with rights of 
others". He promised that "people of Chi wil) find sympathy-- 
not only in Asia but in Eur es well - for many of social reforms 
they are eager to bring about” and advised them to cast aside 
"false nationalism which has wrecked so many ccuntries, 
including their own". Chi people will find “way to happiness 
through cooperation”. 


First edit corment of Morrison speech has been generally . 
favorable. Labors DAILY HERALD thought his "voice of sanity’ 


should have 
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should have steadying influence in world “where some diplomatic 
exchanges have appeared to become strident and hysterical". 
Both HERALD and liberal MANCHESTER GUARDIAN saw significance 

in his statement that it must never be too late to negotiate 
with Sovs. HERALD thought this would prevent his showing 
impatience at “spectacle of long-drawn-out debates over agenda 
in Paris,” while GUARDIAN went beyond that to say that “even 
if these talks should fail, we must not accept failure as

Only unfavorable comment came from Commie DAILY WORKER which 
said Morrison made it clear that "disaster of Bevinism" is 
to go on.

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Arrangements within the executive branch for the oonduct of 
our foreign economic aid programs must be designed to insure that 
such programs give maximm support to our foreign policy objeo- 
tives.

Mr. Lawton called the Secretary this morning to discuss 
with him the problem of ECA-State relationship and a paper 
which Mr. Webb has apparently shown to the Secretary. 

The Secretary said that he had been over the paper with 
Mr. Webb. It was all right so far as he was concerned. He 
thought he understood it and saw: no objection to it. 


Mr. Lawton said Mr. Foster was quite upset about the 
paper. Mr. Foster feels it would be the end of ECA as an 
independent agency and that it might be better to move ECA 
formally to the State Department. Mr. Lawton said that 
Mr. Foster was worried about the Cabot-Isac Committee 
relationship and felt. that in effect ECA was moved down to the 
country-desk level and would receive instructions from this 
group.

Mr. Acheson said that he did not feel this proposal put ECA 
in anything like the position Mr. Foster felt it did. He 
mentioned that, while he would be responsible for allocating, 
after receiving the recommendations of Isac, there was still an 
appeal available by anyone who was dissatisfied to the President 
of the United States. Mr. Acheson said that he felt this should 
be stressed with Mr. Foster. 
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Mr. Lawton said that he planned on talking with the 
President this morning and that the President might want to 
talk to the Secretary and to Mr. Foster. Mr. Acheson said 
he would, of course, be glad to join any meeting, if it would be 
helpful.

I had a call this afternoon from Mrs. Foster of 
the office of Senator Douglas of Illinois regarding the same 
problem which State Senator Christopher Wimbish called me 
about this morning. The Senator had told her he hoped the 
State Department would help him get Dr. Bunche , or if that 
were impossible, would get someone from the State Department 
out to Dlinois to testify on the FEPC legislation. I told her 
that I sincerely doubted that we would be able to assist on 
either of these requests. I told her that Dr. Bunche was 
extremely busy and I doubted if he would be able to go out 
and I did not believe it would be wise from a policy point of 
view to send someone from the Department. I pointed out 
that I had someone looking into this. 


Mrs. Foster asked if ithere were anything we could do 
to which I replied that we may have in our files certain 
statements, letters or speeches stating the Department’s 
position with regard to racial tension in the United States 
and its effect on our relations with the rest of the world. 

I told her that if we had such material, we might be able to 
send it to Senator Wimbish for such use as he would like to 
make of it, but I doubted that we would be able to take any 
more active part. 


Mrs, Foster would like to be called back this afternoon 
so that Senator Douglas’ office can get out a telegram to 
Senator Wimbish. Could I please have the Department’s

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State Senator Christopher C. Wimbush of [llinois, who said 
he had been handling proposed fair employment practices legis-

Former Governor David Sholtz, of Florida, called this 
morning to speak to Mr. Acheson. In Mr. Acheson’s absence, 
he asked for me and asked if he could come by and see me 
during the afternoon. We made an appointment for 3 p.m. 


today. 


The Governor came right to the point, telling me that 
he wanted to be our next Ambassador to Cuba. He said that 
he knew there was a vacancy there and that the White House 
had approactied him with regard to his interest in this appoint- 
ment. He said he had been offered diplomatic posts before 
but had never been interested in any before this. He did not 
specifically tell me that the President had discussed this 
with him, although he implied it by saying that President Truman 
wanted to do something for him. He also said that the 
initiative for him to seek this appointment did not come from 
him but stemmed from ‘‘mutual friends of ours and of the 
White House’’. 


The Governor reviewed the association he had had with 
former Ambassadors to Cuba, told me of numerous trips he 
has made to Cuba and, in general, reviewed his qualifications for 
the appointment. 


I told the Governor that I had no information at the 
moment on the status of the Cuban appointment. He said he 
knew all about it and told me that commitments had been made 
to two people recently without the President’s knowledge. He 
said that neither of these commitments was satisfactory to the 
Presidat and that the whole thing had gotten completely snarled 
up and had been so for several weeks. 


The Governor asked me to discuss his problem with 
the Secretary and told me that within a week or ten days he 
would be appointed Aniassador to Cuba, unless Mr. Acheson 
insists on having a career man. He told me that he would not 
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be interested in any other post but was very eager to get this 
one. I told the Governor that I would look into this matter 
and would discuss ii with the Secretary.

The aguestion of setting a date for the visit of the President 
of Ecuador to the United States has come up on a couple of 
occasions recently in the Secretary’s office. The Secretary 
has told several people from ARA that he did not at the moment 
feel inclined to follow their recommendation in the attached 
memorandum. Among other things, he expressed surprise 
that the memo referred to the President “‘beginning next 
September his last year in office’. The Secretary had under- 
stood that the reason for taking this up with President Truman 
at all had been based on the political situation in Ecuador, 
which Mr. Acheson thought weuld come to a head before 
September. The Secretary also expressed reluctance to 
‘‘edge up’’ on the President in this way since the President 
felt strongly about adding to the number of official visits this 
year. 


Dr. Atwood came to see me last week and asked me what 
to do about the problem. He said there was no necessity for 
action while the Latin American Conference was going on. 

In view of that, I strongly urged that he not try to raise this 
again at present since both the Secretary and the President 

have been weighed down recently with official visits of one 
sort or another. Dr. Atwood will probably be calling one of 

you in a couple of weeks to discuss where we go from here. I 
am opposed to trying to force the Secretary to take this up with 
the President, in view of his reluctance to do so. In fact , Iam 
pretty sure the Secretary will not raise the matter again in the 
absence of stronger reasons than have heretofore been submitted.

I informed the President of Mr. McFall’s talk with the 
Speaker and with the fact that I would appear before the 
Senate Committee on Monday. 


I outlined to the President what I understood his 
instructions to be on the method of financing the wheat for 
India. These were: 


That the Administration has recommended for the 
reasons given that this financing take place by a grant. We 
continue to believe that that is a sound recommendation 
and that the reasons given for it are valid. The power and 
duty of deciding this matter lies with the Congress. 













The matter of prime importance is that the wheat 
should go forward in time to prevent starvation. It is of 
less importance how that movement is financed. 


We therefore urge that the Congress should act on the 
matter, exercising its own best judgment as to the question 


of financing.

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At the request of Mr. Kilpatrick of Mr. McDermott’s staff, I saw 
Carl Levan who is a public relations man here in Washington. He has 
recently talked to Mr. Bennett Cerf of Random House, publishers, who 
is interested in putting out a book by Mr. Acheson. They have in mind 
a short volume on our foreign policy. It is their thought that the book 
will run about 250 pages, somewhat supplemented by documents, etc. 
They would like it in the Secretary’s style, in first person, and with a 
rather simple explanation of our foreign policy and what it means. 


Mr. Levan anticipated one of my questions by saying that they 
would suggest that all proceeds from the book, either permanently or 
certainly for the duration of the Secretary’s term of office, go to 
Korean relief or some other charity. 


Mr. Levan said that he felt strongly that such a volume would help 
a good deal in the current debate on the foreign policy and that it could 
be serialized in magazines or newspapers and also be issued as a book 
at about the same time. 


I told Mr. Levan that I would get the Department people concerned 
with public relations matters to consider the question and that I would let 
him know whether we were interested in such a volume being published, 
and that at an appropriate time we would consider discussions with the 
Secretary if wevfelt that it was a good idea for the Secretary to put out 
such a book.

Under these circumstances, we must fight. And 
our economic end political seasures and ettitudes should 
beck up cur gilitery ones. Ve must convince the enany 
thet « cessation of bhestilitics is in his interest, 
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I believe that it is essential to make plain ia 
every smsible way that our military objeetive is « 
limited one, and that the fighting ean and will step 
when the aggressian steps. 

There are many indications that s sajor air etteck 
may be lamched at any time ageinst the United Bations 
forces from bases outside ef Korea. If this occurs, 
ve must assume that « decision has been made te attempt 
te @ive the United Batiens forces frem Keres vhatever 
the cost or consequemees. Under these circumstances 
ve vould have ne alternative but te attack the bases 
from which the attack upon our forces comes. 

Should this sir blew be launched ageinst us, the 
safety of the forces, land, sea, and air, will be 
grevely inp¢rilled.

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Por these reasons, we believe that this Government, 
as the Unified Command, must retain the latitude te 
determine vhether an sttack requires immediate counter 
ection in order to preserve the safety of the forces. 
This requires confidence on the part of our Allies that 
the Gecisien will be soberly and wisely made, with full 
realisation of all that is involved. I think that the 
course which the President and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
have folleved ever many months has justified this confi- 
dence. I think alse that the authority to take counter 
action te perserve a comuand is inherent in end essential 
te the very conception of commznd. Any other view vould 
leave this Government with the responsibility for the 
forces -- our own and those of other nations -- engaged 
im Keres, but unable te take a step vhieh may prove te 

be essential te preserve their very «xistence. 

This Government profoundly hopes that the necessity 
for the decision whieh I have been discussing vill never 
be presented te it. But it cannot rest upon that hope. 
The Chinese are plainly playing for a military decision. 
They have still large bodies of troops uncommitted. Ve 
cannot close our eyes to the possibility of «e reckless 
and desperate play on their part e@ some point in the 


battle. 


Another question which has been such discussed 
between our Governments is the use of economic measures 
te aid the ailitery ones. 
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In your message which your Eubassy let us see 
am April 27 you voiced objection to the Additional 
Measures Committee rushing abead and submitting a report 
at once te the Political Committee of the General 
Assembly. I do not believe that the issue is really 
ome betveem precipitate action and considered and 
deliberate action. 

The proposal for economic measures has been 
under discussion since last January, and the Resolutics 
of the General Assenbdly providing for a committee to 
consider it was taken on February 1. At that time it 
was understood that the Committee might defer its report 
if the Good Offices Committee reported satisfactory 
progress. It was alse understood that the Additional 
Measures Committee was not required te remain inactive 
wntil the ether Committee reported failure. Por almost 
three months mov the Good Offices Committee has been at 
vork, end yet it cannot even report progress. 

Under these circumstances, I do not believe that 
continued inaction by the Additional Measures Comittee 
is helping to bring about or te increase the possibility 
ef negotiations for peaceful settlement. On the contrary, 
I think that it suggests timidity and indecision on the 
pert of the United Nations. 

In the past some members of the United Nations have 
believed that the development of economic sessures vould 
further alienate the Chinese communists and increase their 
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hestility. I do mot see how their hostility cen be in- 
ereased. I do not see any possibility of any basis 
realignuuat ef the Chinese communists toward the free 
world wnless and until they end their atteck. A pre- 
requisite ef this seems te be « conclusion on their 
part that te end the ettack is in their interest. 6e 
it seems te me that the addition of economic measures 
te the militery ones ve are already taking vill move 
the Ghimese in the direction of this decision and that 
failure te take thes soves them avay from it. 

Moreover, what we are sctualiy proposing is that 
urgent consideration should be given to the adoption of 
@ resolution calling for en embargo op var materials for 
communist China and the etablishment of review procedures 
whieh vould make po sible ehanges in the initial embarge 
im the light of actual developments in Chins and Kores 
ené in the experience of cooperating countries in apply- 
img their respective control measures. 

The United States has done much more than this 
ené has ended all commercial and financial relations vith 
cemmunist China. Ve vould sohcor similer action by all 
United Bations members. But we recognise the great in- 
portence of unity in action; and, therefore, in the effort 


te et general agreement, suggest something considerably 
less that vhat ve have done. 

So far as the United Kingdom is concerned, what 
ve have proposed means little more than prodidiming pub- 
liely whet is already being done. 
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Sevever, public agreement upon these m:2sures 

is the United Bations and their extension to other 
countries vould, ve think, be « demonstratian ef « 
wmited will te participate in a collective program 
designed te diminish the var-making power of the Chinese 
commmmists anc to bring home to the Chinese the increas- 
ing cost to them of the course upon vhieh they are 
embarked. 


In the political fielé our Governments have 
@iffered in the past regarding the visdom and advisatdlity 
of admitting the Chinese commmist government te the 
United Nations. Whatever may have been the serits of 
this debate, can ve not now agree to a moratorium upon 
At? At a time when the Chinese commmists are defying 
the United Bations, fighting its forces on a major seale, 
and denying the validity of every provision of the Charter, 
the discussion of their possible admission to the United 
Bations seems to me to have the most divisive possible 
Offeet betveen us and to give them the greatest encourage- 
ment in continuing their present course. 

It is difficult everyvhere-in this country, and 
in all the countries which are supplying forces in Korea —

The Korean Foreign Minister, Mr. Pyon Yongtae, called upon 
the Secretary this afternoon at 5:00 by prior appointment. The 
Foreign Minister explained that the purpose of his visit was to 
pay his respects to the Secretary.

The Secretary told the Senator that he thought points 2 
and 6 would give us quite a lot of trouble. He said that if we had

Mr. Lovett telephoned the Secretary about 9 o’clock this 
morning to tell him that General Marshall arrived in Japan 
last night and probably was by now in Korea. Mr. Acheson 
said that he had heard the news over the radio last night. 

Mr. Lovett said that General Marshall and General Ridgway 
had had the thing laid on for a long time, and that the General 
had with him Tony McCarlis. 


Mr. Lovett had been asked by General Marshall to check 
on two points with the Secretary (in neither of which General Marshall 
hoped Mr. Acheson would find it necessary or desirable to get the 
General involved at all). 


The first point is the Jap treaty. General Marshall wondered 
if there was anything the Secretary felt General Marshall should 
do about it. General Marshall hoped not, since he did not feel that 
he was thoroughly informed on it. Mr. Acheson said he thought 
that was right; he would check with Mr. Rusk, whom he thought 
would agree with him on that point. 


The second item is, if, for any conceivable reason 
General Marshall would have to go to Formosa. Mr. Lovett said 
that the General would rather not do this because of his past 
association with Chiang and the Madama However, he would do 
whatever Mr. Acheson thought best. Mr. Acheson said he was 
not sure on this second item, but he would confer with Mr. Rusk 
and then have Mr. Rusk call Mr. Lovett. Mr. Lovett said it was 
thought that the General’s trip there might stimulate speculation 
and could be embarrassing to the Secretary and also to the 
Department of Defense. General Marshall said he would not go 
there unless specifically requested to do so by Mr. Acheson. The 
General thought the Liabilities outweighed the assets. 
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Mr..Acheson asked Mr. Lovett just what he should say 
if the Committee asks him about why General Marshall has gone. 
Mr. Lovett said he thought the thing to do is to say that the 
Secretary of Defense in exchanges with General Ridgway had 
planned to do it for a long time, to look over the matter of 
supply, troop morale, effective rotation--purely on military 
matters.

The Vice President spoke at some length on the dangers 
of giving the Congress the impression that the Administra- 
tion was frustrating the Act. He said this did not apply to 
the papers before us. 


After his statement, Mr. Bissell, claiming that he was 
supporting the Vice President’s point of view, wished to 
make the papers more persuasive, His chief point was to 
add the argument about the extensive character of the Sec- 
retary of Defense’s lists and the fact that they went beyond 
our Own export embargo lists. It was pointed out that this

The Secretary said he thought we should not fight to 
not have ECA wound up. He thought he should follow the lead 
of the President's message and the draft bill, that he 
should say was that the President has suggest method of 
dealing with the question of ending or continuing ECA should 
be the one which permits the least dislocation.

This morning following the Cabinet the President 
received me with General Bradley and Mr. Lovett. 
General Marshall was testifying on the Hill. The sub- 
ject under discussion was my memorandum to the 
President of June 28, 1951 regarding the request of 
the JCS that the draft treaty with Japan should be 
changed so as to give the United States a perpetual 
veto over the possibility of the treaty coming into 
force between Japan and any other signatory. 


The President asked me to state the problem, which 
I did, 


He then asked General Bradley to state the objections 
of the JCS. General Bradley placed these entirely upon 
the dangers and difficulties which might arise if the 
treaty came into effect while the war in Korea was con- 
tinuing, with the result that we could not have freedom of 
the use of Japanese facilities for the war. 


The President asked me to comment on the General’s 
statement. I made the points which were already made in 
the memorandum of June 28, pointing out that in this case 
as in so many others the United States could not rely on 
mere arbitrary authority to control other people, but 
had to do it by persuasion and that since the other signa- 
tories of the treaty would be very largely associates of 
ours in the war, it seems to me that there is very little 
risk that they would not act sensibly and cooperatively. 


The President then asked Mr, Lovett if he had any views 
to express. Mr. Lovett said that General Marshall had 
asked him to say he hoped that the President would consider 
the matter very fully. General Marshall’s own view was 
that on this question the State Department’s advice should 
be pretty nearly controlling. He pointed out an behalf of 
General Marshall that at the present time the other nations 
had complete freedom of action to make treaties or not 
as they chose, He thought that the Department and 
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Mr. Dulles had accomplished a great deal by having them 
waive their rights for nine months after the Japanese 
ratification. He doubted very much whether an attempt 
to renegotiate this would be successful and that it might 
on the contrary do harm. 


After listening to us, the President said that he had 
thought about this question both before and after receiving 
the memorandum. He believed that we had proceeded in 
the best way open to us and that it would be a mistake to 
attempt to extend our legal powers over our associates. 
He, therefore, decided in favor of the draft treaty as it 
stood and he added that he had already read the treaty 
three times and was taking it home for study and that he 
was enthusiastic about it.

The bill is to come up in the 
House on Monday. It was feared that the Administration might 
take a licking on the Bill. The strategy of the opposition will

Mr. Acheson regarding the letters which the President had 
sent up on the termination of the state of war with Germany. 
He said that one portion of the proposed termination provided 
for the state of war to end at a date designated by the 
President in a proclamation. Mr. Richards felt that this 
might cause a problem on the Floor in that some Members 
would feel that the prerogative of the Congress was interfered 
with by this provision. The Congressman said that this was 
not included in the resolution terminating the first world war 
and he saw no necessity for it this time. Mr. Acheson agreed 
to look into the matter and call the Congressman back within a 
few minutes. 


After checking with Mr. Raymond of the Department and 
Mr. Murphy of the White House, the Secretary called the 
Congressman again and told him that the provision was put in 
due to the confusion which resulted at the end of the first 
world war as to the date and time when the war ended. The 
Secretary explained that there were legal problems involved 
and that in the case of the first world war there were two 
resolutions and a proclamation issued by the President and 
great confusion resulted as to the date when the war actually 
ended. The Secretary explained that the President had every 
intention of issuing his proclamation at the time he signed the 
resolution which Congress was asked to pass. 


Mr. Acheson said that the provision was included for 
these reasons and not, as he had previously thought, because of 
the desire to concert with other countries action ending the state 
of war.

The Secretary saw Mr. Symington yesterday to discuss with 
him the problems raised by recent statements which Mr. Symington 
had made without clearance with the State Department. The Secretary 
said he explained the difficulties to Mr. Symington and went into great 
detail with him. He showed him the reasons that such statements 
caused difficulty. He pointed out that it was not wise for 
Mr. Symington to talk about certain foreign countries in the way 
that he has. 


The Secretary said Mr. Symington felt rather badly about the 
matter, although he was unclear what he had done that he should not 
have done. He indicated a strong desire to work with the Department 
of State and the Secretary suggested that Mr. Symington call him 
whenever he wanted to to discuss any problem. 


Mr. Symington made several remarks about his conviction that 
some countries were pricing themseives out of the market. He also 
Stated again his position that the United States cannot subsidize other 
countries through tin purchases. 


‘The Secretary and Mr. Symington discussed the recent note from 
The Secretary told him that we had sent the note over 

to him for his comments. Mr. Symington said that that was not true 

according to his memory and stated that the note had been addressed 

to one of Mr. Symington’s people.

American apples. 


However, passage Section 10 Defense Production Act, re- 
quiring US restrict imports dairy products, makes much 
further progress in this field extremely difficult. 
Countries adversely affected by restrictions include many 
principal importers US fruits, e.g., Canada, France, Italy, 
Holland, Switzerland. A number of these countries have 
already indicated that lossof foreign exchange resulting 
from US import restrictions may force them curtail their 


imports US agricultural products. Fact that US action re- 





stricting imports dairy products violates GATT adds 
greatly to our difficulties in urging increase imports US 
agricultural products by other countries. Accordingly, 
likelihood our efforts will produce results greatly re- 


duced.

I left with the President the memorandum relating to the 
disarmament proposal. After outlining to him the recommenda- 
tions made, I reminded him of the fact that in Annex A to the 
NSC paper we had put in for illustrative purposes the figures 
of one per cent of the population or a million men, whichever © 
was less. I said that we had left it out in the document 
presented to him, and that there were some reservations about 
it in the Defense Department.

I discussed with the President again the suggestion which 
I had made that we ask Mr. Dulles to take charge of the work of 
presenting the Pacific treaties to the Senate for ratification, 
reporting that I had had a talk with Mr. Dulles who had 
expressed his willingness to undertake this work provided he 
could be assured that he understood the President’s mind on 


two points. 


The first point was the importance of presenting these 
treaties to the Senate upon its return in January and making them 
the first order of business. I pointed out that if this were not 
done, the chances of both having the treaties ratified and of 
achieving our foreign policy objectives in Japan would be 
greatly endangered, and that Mr. Dulles could not fairly be 
asked to undertake the proposed responsibility. The President 
was very clear indeed that the treaties must be presented at 
the opening of the new session and recalled that he had bean 
in favor of even earlier action. 


The second point was that it was essential that the 
ratification of the treaties should be, as their negotiation was, 
a bipartisan matter. Mr. Dulles would approach it in this way. 
It was quite likely that partisans on both sides would complain 
about such handling of the matter and that on our side some 
people might criticize Mr. Dulles to the President. The President 
assured me that he wished the matter handled as Mr. Dulles 
proposed to handle it and that he would support him to the limit 
in doing so.

I said that I thought very well of the idea. I said that the 
time which he had in mind would bring him to Japan after the Diet 
had acted upon the treaties. I thought this was important. If he 
came before the vote was taken, it might give the appearance of 
putting pressure on the Japanese. I thought his visit would 
accomplish the two purposes which he had in mind, both of 
which were of very great importance. 


The Vice President asked whether he should go on to the 
Philippines. I said that I would like to look into this, which of course 
raises the question of Formosa, as well as whether conditions in 
the Philippines are sufficiently settled. The Vice President said 
that at one time he had thought of going on through Indonesia, India 
‘and the Middle East. I strongly urged that he should not go to the 
Middle East on account of the very disturbed conditions and the 
worries we might have about his personal safety. He said he -

We left the matter that I would get to him before his

When Mr. Bevin called on me this morning, he discussed 
with me briefly the procedure in the private session this 
afternoon. I outlined to him our position en the question of 
access in case of a complete rejection by Vishinsky of our ~.

DEPTEL 278, September 1° indicates that studies are at 
present in progress in Washington preparatory for final 
high level decision es to extent and character US par- 
ticipation national army project for IC states. I 
recommend most urgently that any preliminary discussions and 
studies t..18 problem should he carried on in first instance, 
and at least cuncurrently, here in Saigon and that French 
Government be requested authorize Pignon and his 

command to discuss matter with me fully and without delay. 





I submit that it is necessary that any French requests be 
screened here before any high level decision taken. 
Recent example was request for $2,000,000 of road-making 
machinery for use northern military area TOECA mission 
here. Inspection rather quickly revealed that there was 
practically enough road-making machinery of type needed 
available in different French and local services and thet 
real needs were funds pay labor. 


Moreover, in addition advantages local screening, I believe 
it indispensable that French requests of such financial 
magnitude be reviewed here for their military adequacy to 
requirements for country-wide civil war, for their economic 
justification, and for their political suitability to sit- 
uation in which Vietnam will fight may well be missing key 


component. 


I am especially disturbed possibility which appears from 
Prench statement that no real increase con lated in 
total number native forces under arms. If only reguler 
arwies of Associated States are to be considered, new 
target of 77,000 represents wholly inadequate increase over 
68,000 enrolled in those armies on July first, according 
our cogputations based on official French statistics.

Moreover, French now have 44,000 native regulars plus

With all respect we doubt whether any group of high level 
French in Washington can sift these discrepancies and sort 
out command and political relationships of this complex 
congeries of forces at distance of 12,000 miles without 
preliminary or concurrent discussions in Saigon. We sus- 
pect that final blueprints for such an army have not been 
drawn, and will not be until Alessandri, Pignon, Carpentier 
and Bao Dai get their heads together in Saigon. In this 
connection I would point out that MAAG here has been desig- 
nated as having full primary responsibility for receiving, 
screening and passing on requests for military assistance 
in IC, and would be in position follow closely creation of 
national army. 


Economicalig, “Legation would welcome clarification of 
French proposal and requests for new financial assistance 


conta ined 
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contained in DEPTEL 277 which showed maintenance costs 

for one year of IC army groups as 50 billion francs and . 
steted that French have requested us to provide sum of 50 
billion francs exclusive of "additional funds as suggested 
by Pleven for expanded national armies" and exclusive also 
perhaps of equipment already programmed or requested under 
IC MDAP. It would seem that French are requesting us at 
least to take over entire maintenance costs IC army groups 
for one year.

I would point out that French Treasury and IC States have 

been and are paying maintenance cost not only of 68,000 

and of 77,000 troops listed in paragraph I but also the 

regular and irregular forces listed in paragraphs II, III, 

IV and undoubtedly contemplated doing so for the present 
fiscal period. If they are now able to pay this proportion 

of costs I cannot see why they should not be expected at 
: least to keep up their present ailotments. At most we 
should not be called upon to contrihute anything except for 
a net increase. Nor in this connec¥itn do we understand 
why the "remaining 43 odd thousand" troops in new total 
should cost twice as much per capita (of 28 billion francs) 
as — army nucleus. French are now paying these forces 
as well. 


There is littie doubt in our minds here that if we are to ° 
find a fairly rapid cure for this "civil war" which invites 
further Chinese intervention, native forces in the field 

must be greatly increased. is will of course involve 

more equipment and cash. Legation cannot state of course 
whether or how much it would be possible for French Govern- 
ment to increase its cash outlay in IC at this time. French 
finances might be able to afford some increase in their IC 
budgets. If they cannot, however, meet full bill for 
maintenance of increased national army and urgently needed 
pacification troops, then we shall be obliged to con- 

tribute some direct financial aid if we want this dangerously 
festering situation cleared up. I trust that French delegate 
now in Washington can a prompt estimates as to 

French and Associated States financial possibilities in this 
regard. 





Politically, I strongly hold opinion that purpose of 

national army concept will be dissipated unless Vietnam, 

(and Cambodia and Laos as well) are brought into discus- 
sions, their wishes consulted and their desires met to the 
extent that military efficiency will permit. In this con- 
nection President Huu's most recent press conference in which 
he declared that only Viet forces could obtain necessary 
rallyings and pacification brought him close to position 
advocated by nationalists of Nguyen Phan Long-Dam Viet 
Stripe. Key figure in such consultations will of course 


be Bao Dai 
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be Bao Ba and I cannot emphasize too insistently my belief 
that thé. should make no definite large-scale commitments 
for the support of the national army project without consul- 
tation with Bai Dai and determination exactiy where he stands 
and what role h purposes to assume vis-a-vis the Viet 


national army. 


Finally, but with equal importance, I would strongly urge 

that definition of US participation in policy and strategic 
Gecisions affecting the use of national armies and of 
American assistance furnished to them accompany any under- 
writing of the sort French have requested. This participa- 
tion would invoive ccutinuing consultative relationships 

with French commanding general, with French military missions 
to the Associated States and with the high military committee 
and cannot be worked out, in its intial phases, away from IC. 


Legation is highly gratified decision has at length been taken 
to hold strategic conversations in FE {DEPTEL 278). We 
should like to suggest, however, that these be combined or 
parelleled by further political conversations and that mem- 
bers of the Legation staf’ attend (see LEGTEL 382, Septem- 
ber 17). We do not believe that the military elements of 
solution in IC can be divorced from political aspects. 

Frankly we have felt that delay in creation of national. =: 
armies has been due not only to French hesitancy in making - ’ 
so capital a concession but also cue to skepticism of some 
technical military opinion both French and American about 


value native troops. 


We shall submit further suggestions for questions on tech- 
nical aspects of French project by cable tomorrow. 
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Problem. To determine with the French and the British e 
common policy which will deny Indochina to further Communist 
encroachment and contribute toward the eventual establishsent of 
stable anti-Commnist nationalist regimes in that area. 


- The cardinal point of the United States policy 
in Southeast Asia is that Indochina must not be permitted to fall 
before the Communist pressure which ie now symbolised internally 
by Ho Chi Minh‘s movement and externally by Chinese Communist 
troops on the Tonkin frontier, If Indochina is overrun by the 
Communists, all of the Southeast Asian mainland would rapidly 
euccumd.. The economic, political and strategic loss to the West 
and the resultant gain to the Eaet would certainly make far more 
difficult our efforts to contain Communism elsewhere in the vorld. 

To achieve our objective, it is recognized that a strong 
nationalist anti-Communist counter-force sust be developed in that 
area, The nucleus of such a movement in Indochina ie represented 
by ths three Associated States of which State of Vietnam is the 
largest. Theee governments oust be supported end strengthened in 
every possible manner, politically, militarily and economically. 


In the political field theee governments suct be accorded 
the attributes of sovereignty necessary to rally to their cause 
the nationaliste who are presently supporting Jo Chi Minh. In 
the March 8, 1949 Agreements the French endeavored to satisfy the 
legitimate nationalist aepiretions of the Vietnamese people and to 
afforé Bao Dei the necessary powers to gein acherents from Ho Chi 
Minh and more particularly to rally the large number of fence- 
sittere who had previously not overtly taken sides. 


On December 30, 1949 @ serics of convections were signed in 
Ssigon which outlined in more Cetoil the e¢rinietrative functions 


and othér po.ers which were to te turned over to the Vietnam Govern- 
a in accordance with the transfer of sovereignty agreed to in 
principle in the March & Agreements. In June 1950 the Interstate 
Conference of the three Associated States in Indochina was convened 
at Peau, Prence, to study questions pertinent to the tranefer of 
sovereignty as they concern interrelations among the three States 





ané, in turn, with France. The conference has to date (Aug. 22, 1950) 
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made good but slow progress. It has adopted resolutions on approxi- 
mately three-fourths of the items on ite agenda and is expected to 
remain in seesion for enother szonth. 


Although some thirty world powers, principally European, have 
already recognised the Governments of Vietnas, Leos and Cambodia, 
each action has not been followed by any Asian state except Thailand, 
ané further ection to seak to elicit Asian support especially ia Inéia, 
for the Associated States should be taken. We recognise the difficulties 
of such a proposal, especially in India. 


The present silitary picture in Indochina is thet Ho Chi Minh 
has a silitery organisation of some 150 thousand sen, over half of 
whos are armed. The French forces nusbering cone 147 thousend sen 
are comprised of roughly one-third setropolitan troops; one-third 
North African, Senegalese and Foreign Legion unite; and one-third 
native Indochinese forces. These do not include some 26 thousand 
relatively well<armed troops of the three Associated States, who 
are presently involved in operations alongside French units and, 
25 thousand irregular ané partisan troops cooperating with the French. 


The presence of several hundred thousand Chinese Communist troops 
in the general area of the northern border of Indochina is a constant 
threat. Intelligence sources report the construction of silitary roads 
and airfields in that area, but there is as yet no indication of troop 
or extensive supply concentrations which would forecast an attack in 
the near future. It ie hoped that Chinese assistance will, as in the 
past, be liaited to furnishing arms ané material to Ho and that the 
scope of euch aid will not be materially increased. There is, however, 
‘increasing evidence that Viet Minh troops are being eccepted in China 
for training ané equipping. If these reports are correct it is poe 
sible that the Vie: Minh, without overt Chinese Communist aid, will in 
the near futare constitute a euch greater threat to the French Union 
forces than in the past. In the event of a masse Chinese Communist 
invasion of Indochina it ie generally accepted that, with their present 
resources, the French Union, Aseociated States and various partisan 
forces woulé be unable to hold for any length of tiae. French esti- 
mates on their ability te withstand an increased Viet Minh ailitary 
potential ere considered over optimistic by the ailitary meabers of 
the Joint Survey (Melby) Mission for Military and Economic Aid for

Referring to the cround forces program, Senerul 
Leanitzer pointed out that norely with delivertes under 
present 1950 and 1951 ‘La Protrams, the French should be 
able to equip most substantially if not completely the 10 
@€tvisions planned for the end of 1961, und would recocive 
much more than enough for training reyuirements. tie pointed 
tc the soesihility of meeting uny essential deficits from 
future orograms. ile urred that were deficits ex'st in the 
Prench forces, absolute ortority be t!'von to first-line 
combat units. Rovurdine the afr orosran, he said that the 
pronortions betweon air -liefense and tectical units appears 
setisfactory: ‘e rocommended no reduction and added that 
s‘ould the French find any reduction to be necessary, the 
air defense catc*ory sould be cut rather than the tactical. 


General 
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General Marshall then referred to the considerable 
imerease in the French budget for expenditures for Indo- 
china, especially in light of the fact thet all the 
muteriel for Indochina is conning from “DAP grant sources. 
M. Woch pointed out that while the apvarent increase was 
100 billion francs, the real increase was only 28 billion, 
broten down us follows: 10 billion for increases in pay 
scales, 11 billion to support eddit‘onal forces in the 
arnies of the Associated States, and 7 billion for 
essential military public worvs. ‘Mnister Petscre cleri- 
fied the firures ty vointine out that the initial 1950 
budget of 140 tillion for Indochina should be increased 
by the current request for a deficiency anoropriaetion of 
25 billion, plus « debit balance in the Fronch Treasu 
account “or the Associated States amounting to 55 billion 
francs. 


4. Moch pleaded that no sere matter of accounting be 
perzitted to delay the aid so urgently needed. He pointed 
out that equipment for 18 new Vietnam battalions and for 
40,000 suxiliary troops in the armies of the associated 
States is separate from and in addition to tho earlier 
request for muteriel for 12 native battalions. He 
emphasized the necessity to tulld up forces by pointing 
out thet efter the rocent loss of five French battalions, 
Prance hed only 30 or 31 left, of which 24 or 25 are re- 
quired to garrison posts in pvacifiod areeus, leaving an 
effective mobile force of only 5 or 6 battalions. 


Sumting up the status of requests for Indochina, 
M. Moch pointed out that the Prench had prepared between 
March and September 1950, sixteen difference materiel 
lists, in an order of decreas'ng priority, and that only 
the first three lists had been or were about to be delivered. 
He éelivery of the three following lists (D, E and FP) 
es well as & speed-up in the completion of deliveries under 
liet A, B and C. 


Seneral “arshall ten sought —e to clarify what, 
if anything (apart from equipment for 18 native battalions, 
40,000 auxiliaer'es and B-26 aircraft mentioned during the 
meeting) sed been requested by Prance and turned down by 
the US. M. Moc said that there had been only one turndovn, 
with which he, in fact, acreed. te said that there is, 
however, @ large area where no action Sas yet been taken 
one way or unother. Me urged cspecially for prompt action 
with regard to landing craft, which are particularly well- 
suited for operution in the schaullow rivers of Indochina. 


To *eep the record entirely clear, “inister "etsche 


recalled the request of 4. Schuman for financial aid for 
Indochine, to which no answer yas yet been tiven.

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Secretary “arsall suit thet 90 percent of the agreed 
Prench requests (lists A, 2 and C) are now delivered and 
that the balance would be fort‘coming soon. All ot er 
requests have teen consolidated for the Ers*xine-“elby Mission 
snd ssy amount roughly to something like .550 million. The 
screening is neurly completed and discussions should bogin 
soon with the French. Generul ‘larshall pointed out tat 
the above total is creater tan all tne funds at our dis- 
posal for this part of the Par ast. Consequently, the 
additional requests formuleted this morning are difficult 
to nuendle. He sugested that an order of priority for all 
materiel requested be ostutlished ty the Prench staff and 
Generul Brink, acting togetscer ‘in Saigon.

Secretary “arshall seid that as rapidly as the Prench 
Geterzine priorities, includine those for the 18 edditionsl 
mative battalions end the 40,000 territorials for the 
V.,+A., the Defense Decsrtrent will screen the requests 
end proceed w'th the supply prorren. General fMarshell 
enprastzed that txe Pronch sust screen their requests then- 
selves as cerefully end as realistically as poss‘tle in view 
of the overall sort supocly of ~uteriel. Te felt stronaly 
that the French should esrrenze tet requests submitted by 
the fteld comander in Indochine be assi-ned first and 
second oricrtties, so that ~eximum tenef{t say der've from 
orover consicnment of materiel available. 


“ith retard to the Prench request for list boxberd- 
nent aviation, Secretary “ars+ell exoleained that B-25 
eircraft ere mostly betns used as transports or in mothbslis 
acd thet cersonnel can not te speared to ready them for conbut.

Secretary ‘ars wll said that a “rench vessel left 
jawail on Septetber 3O bound for indcocina, carrying 2.

“intster ‘oo exoressed iis deep se xprecitation for the 
JS ¢ecetsion with regard to B-26 eircraft and said that *e 
would inmvedistely inform General Carpentier and Prester 
Pleven of the decision. ‘Ye seid txet to avol4d confusion 
he wished to point ov. that te materiel necessary fr 
the formation of 1° edd'tional native buttelions in Indo- 
cvine ts in add’*tion to the materiel requested for the 
first 12 Pettelions. “e raid tet te roquiresents for 
materiel for the 1f batts’ fons is of @ lower sriortty 
tsan the materiel on liste D, & and F, since the latter 
materiel is intended “or units already !n combat. ‘le 
seid that the Prench dele~ation will meet with tre Defense 
Desar'-ent on Saturday to deal with this matter. 


Secretary Acveson 2a°4d thet the "S «ishes to provide 
materiel for the 1° eddttional bettelions out of existing 
aoproor‘ations, ané that the silitery staffs shoul’ there- 
fore underta*e to tneorporate the aateriel requirenvents 
for these addit*onal native forces into the Frenss l'ste 
tet seve slrvaliy deen submitted. 








Minister Potec ve seid thet “e w'shed to assoc'ute 
himself with |. ‘och in exprpess'ng cis aporectation to 
Secretary ‘ars*all for tye assignment of 8-26 aircraft 
to Indochina. ‘Je satd tet the staterent of Secretary 
Marshall with recard to the optimum use of avallele 
materiel underlines the otfectives of the Prench 
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Government, which are to avoid waste in the use of funds 
devoted to armament, particularly by avoiding duplication 
@nong the various branches of service and among the various 
participating countries. de said that with this objective, 
the French “Yovernment has put forward its proposals for e 
common high command, which is about to be realized, a common 
production authority and o cowmon budget. This last device 
is intended to insure an equitable distribution of the fri- 
nancial burden of rearmament so that each participating 
country may avoid ea disproportionate degree of inflation 
eriuing from the joint defense effort. / 


¥. Petsche said that he did not now intend to discuss 
such matters as the common budget and other multilateral 
controls, except to emphasize the undesirable consequences 
arising from an inflation induced by increased military 
expenditures and by rising prices for raw materials. UK, 
Petsche said that these questions would be discussed later. 
At this time, he said, he wished to take up the problem of 
immediate aid which France feels essential (1) to place 
orders @s soon as possible under the military production’ 
program for 1951, and (2) to prepare the presentation of 
the 1951 budget to Parliament. se recalled thet the 1951 
military budget is estimated at 350 billion frenes (eh 
biliion), or 975 billion (42.8 billion) by NATO standards. 


M, Petsche said that even vefore sorea, France had 
been able to maintain financial studility and progress to- 
ward economic convalescence only with EXP assi:tance coupled 
witn continued sacrifices by tue trench people. He said thet 
in dy5l the Yreasur, problem will become even nore acute in 
view of tne decline in counterpart accumulatior o7 as such 
as 150 billion francs (from 250 to 100) and in view of the 
increased expenditure necessary to service tne public debt. 
He said thet the civil budget for 1951 will be brought 
partly into balance onl; by reducing the investnent program, 
by realiziny 50 billion in civil budget economies, and by 
increasing taxes. 


At the sume time the Treasury must find 470 billion in 
additional resources for military expenditures, since the 
military Dudget for 1951 represents a doubling of the present 
rate of military expenditures, which clready represent l2 
percent of trencu national income, or 15 percer.t by NATO 
standards. 4. letscne proposed that taxes would be furtber 
increased to an estimated limit of <00 billion francs, and 
that enother 50 biliion would be realized thro.gn additional 
budget economies. These economies would be reclized pri- 
marily in tue reconstruction sector, and would in effect 
oblige 75,000 fanilies to remain in provisional and ine 
adequate housing accoumodations. With regard to the tax 
increases, #. Petscne said that they would rise to the 
maximum burden velieved possible, and will take up an evea 
,: eater proportion of national income than the present 4) 
percent. 


Minister 
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Minister Petsche said that unorthodox Treasury devices 
will again be necessary to cover /:20 of the 690 billion 
budget gap. He said that savings have not recovered to the 
prewar level and that it is almost impossible to float any 
but short-term loans, and that in 1950 about half of the 
320 billion increase in public debt was achieved through 
inflationary borrowing. He said that in 1951 the French 
Government will probably reach the limit of such borrowing 
which is possible without creating serious inflationary 
pressures. In 1951, moreover, the situation appears likely 
to be the reverse of the deflationary environment of 1950, 
when extensive inflationary borrowing was possible. M. ~ 
Petsche saia that even after the estimuted limit of borrowing 
will be reached, there will still remain a gap of 270 billion 
francs, #nmich aust be covered by external assistance if 
trance is to avoid the danger of destroying the economic and 
finencial recovery achieved thus far. 


dinister Petsche suid that france needs reassurance 
at tne outset of her rearmament program, and that the US 
is already providing sucn reassurance through the provision 
of MDAP assistance to trance. In his view, hovever, the 
present legislative authority is inadequate to satisfy all 
possible requirements for expenditure under the MDA Progra 
and he suggested that certain legislative adju:tments may 
be necessary. &, Petsche concluded by saying that if serious 
inflation in trance becomes unavoidable, all p:ices will 
rise, including military costs, and the result will oe to 
render impossible the fulfillment of the 1951 cilitary 
program. de said that any serious increase in the wage- 
price spiral would nelp only the internal enem es of france, 
and would in effect ve as serious as an extern. 1 defeat. 


Secretary Snyder said that he was acutely aware of 
tae urgency of tne military proolem in Indochi:a, as well 
as tne problem os tie longer-range French defen: ¢ program. 
de said tout tue problems outlinec by dinister Petsche 
are strikingly similar to his own, particularl, their mutual 
concern over the problem oi inflation. Ue sal: that US 
plans for peaceful economic expension ay weil !s our hopes 
for a balanced budget have ail been upset by tie well- 
timed strategic attack in Morea. He said that during the 
past several years the US has willingly civen : xtensive 
foreign asuistance bgt only with discomfort, a:d the pro- 
vision of recent supplementary mllitary assist: nce funds 
has required an increase in US tax rates; ahd ‘hat still 
higher taxes will be requested when the Congres reconvenes. 





Secretary Snyder emphasized that the US 1: also presen:- 
ly threatened with acute inflationary pressure: and must 
carefully ucrutinize any figures submitted to :upport a 
request for furtner financial assistance to iri nce. He 
Suggested that since additional documentation i as only 
just errived from Paris, a further report shou d be re~- 
ceived from the joint technical staffs, partic: larly siace 
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the US staff feels that the french estimated budget deficit 
may be subject to further reauction,. 


Minister Petsche said that from the balance of pay- 
ments date which has just arrived, he can quote one im- 
pressive figure: the ching of es rearmament pro 
will inauce an overall french franc area balance-of-pay- 
ments deficit in excess of 380 billion france ($1.1 billion) 
in 1951. 


ar. weil explained certain US preoccupations with the 
french projected militar, production program. .ie said his 
comments were to be taken as incomplete and tentative end 
as reiated only to major production items. Ue said that 
no consideration has ceen given to the militery acceptability 
of tne items euich tne trench propose to produce, since 
that is properly a function ox the MPSB. de suid that the 
US is concerned about the phasing of trench production, 
that froma US experience the trench projected production 
schedules appear unduly optimistic. kr. cell said tihat 
it is our unuerstanding that the French program is based 
on the assumption that necessary funds will be available’ 
by November 1 and that production will begin by January i. 


with regard to naval vessels, the irench production 
progran, from the point of view of timing, appears reason- 
able. rroduction of naval aircraft appears to require 
engines from abroad, and production of at least half the 
air items appeart to require imports of machine~tools as 
well ay extensive plant modernization. He said that two 
nevel eircraft, the interceptor aircraft, and a good many 
of the arny items, according to our information, are only 
in prototype end not in production. de concluded that it 
would consequently be difficult to spend funds as rapidly 
as the trench have anticipated, 


Secretary Marshall said that he wished to clerify any 
possible confusion which may exist between budgets, iiscal 
years, und plans for the aefense of »estern Furvpe. He 
seid that it iy to our advantage not to commit sore funds 
than can be used during the coming year. He said that if 
the French request for assistance exceeds the French ca- 
pacity to use funds during 1951, then that is a1 important 
consideration, but that such a factor should not be con- 
fused with the rrench long-term progrem coveriny; the period 
up to 1954, tne fulfillment of which is essential if we 
are to provide an adequate defense for \estern surope. 
Veneral Marsiiall emphasized that we are not only concerned 
ebdout the 10 divisions to be mounted in 1951, but are also 
concerned ubout tue funds necessary in 1951 for 
materiel which will be completed in 1952 or 1955. 


Minister »och, in reply to Mr. Bell, said shat in 
general the /rench military production program will teke 
up about 10 percent of brench capestty in the s:eel and 
sluminum industries and will consume about one iay's pro- 
Guction oi electricity per month. Steel requir ments, 
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for exemple, will only amount to the difference (1.5 million 
tons) between the presens annual rate and the peak 1949 

rate of steel production. He said the program will consume 
a similar proportion of French output of less igportant 
materials. He said the standing Uroup has not yet passed 
judgment on any of the items in the trench prograz, but that 
he has reason to believe that it will accept the items in- 
cluded in the French HPPP, for which production assistance 
is now requested. de said that the entire program could 
proceed without US assistance, but that US machine-tools 

in particular have been requested in order to modernize 
production plants, end that certain special machine-tools 
are made only in the US. 


With regard to interceptor aircraft, M. Moch said that 
production is unuer way but could be accelerated with US 
aid; that it is his hope to accelerate production as rapidly 
a8 possible, and not only in view of the long-term progran. 
He seid that orders have been placed for 240 Vampire air- 
craft and 150 Mercel Dassault {u-450) aircraft. The latter 
sircraft appear to be superior to the Vampire, and the order 
will be increased to 750 as soon as the financial resources 
are available. All prototype tests have been concluded on 
this eircreft end it is now in mass-production. He said 
that no prototype nas been developod for the carrier-based 
anti-submerine aircrait, but that production of this air- 
craft is not contemplated until the end of 1952. With 
regard to the land-based anti-submarine aircraft, the 
Breguet 764, 4. och said that production will require 
US engines. 


M. Moch said that orders have been placed for 135 
l2-ton tanks and that four production lines are in oper- 
ation, that three production lines are producin; an initial 
order of 200 armored reconnaissance cars, and tiat the 
scheduled production of both items is intended ‘o be com- 
pleted by next July 14. In adcition, he said, orders have 
been placed for 4,000 modernized jeeps, 20,000 pazookas, 
and several hundred thousand enti-tenk mines. 


Minister Moch seid that «rance has obviousiy passed 
the prototype stage for these production items. He said 
that France can get into production gore rapidl,; than the 
US because trench production lines a consi \srably 
less new machine-tools, but that over a longer >eriod the 
acceleration of french production is considerabiy slower 
than US production. tor that reason, France ha: requested 
US machine-tvols in order to modernize her production lines, 
He emphasized tnat he prefers to accelerate pro uction as 
repidly as possible in 1951 rather than later, nd that the 

) progrem as presented is technically less than F-ance is 

| capable of producing in 1951. te seid that wit! additional 
machine-tool assistance in particuler, even the proposed 
program couid be surpessed, particulerly in vie of the 
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small proportion of trench total production capacity that 
the present program will teke up. 


Secretary Acheson said that the US is concerned ebout 
the French budget deficit which is roughly of the same 
magnitude as the french allitary production program. He 
said that we doubt whether the proposed 1951 production 
program can be fulfilled during 1951, and that to the ex- 
tent that it is not, the trench Treasury deficit should be 
reduced. ite said that this doubt is equally shared by 
Secretary Snyder and by Mr, Foster, even after taking into 
account the ability of France to get into production rapidly. 


Mr. Foster emphasized thet the question is one of 
timing of expenditures and not the size of the program. 
He said that this problem is particularly important fro 
the Congressional point of view. 


Mr, Martin (State) seid that in looking at the non- 
military parts of the trench budget estimstes, we have 
been equally concerned about the inflationary impact of 
@ budget deficit. de said that capitel expenditures aré¢ 
estimated at S60 billion francs, for public works, war - 
Gamage reconstruction, and investments. With regard to the 
investments sector, he said that we understand that the 
French intention is to continue only work in progress as 
well as to slow down the rate of expenditure on such work. 
He said that since the military construction program is 
likely to force building materials into short supply in 
France, there may be reason for a further scaling-down of 
such expenditures. Mr. Martin said that we nevertheless 
favor the proposed expenaifure of 35 billion on low-cost 
housing, and would hope that for purposed of public morale 
such expenditures could in fact be increased. 


Minister Petsche said tiwt with regerd to housing, no 
new construction is to oe in itiated but that ~ork in pro- 
gress is to be completed. ile suid that it is »oliticaliy 
impossible to suspend any construction that is already 
under way, and that eny further cut in the recunstruction 
budget would run the risk of a ministerial crisis. He 
said that ail investments tave been reduced exvsept those 
necessary to break production bottlenecks, par: iculeriy 
expenditures on increased power capacity which is related 
to the military production program. de said tiat during 
the visit of Ainister Moch to the vefense Depa ‘tment 
yesterday it was suggested tnat certain trensf{ors may be 
possible: that US orders may be pleced in /renoh merchant 
shipyards, which could tnen cancel similer ireich orders 
without +o the risk of increasing unemplo ment in 
this politically vulnerable industry. 


Mr. Martin said tnat on the receipts side of the 
trenca budget estimates, insufficient allowanc: may have 
been aace for additional receipts arising from higher 


prices 
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prices and increased economic activity during 1951, even 
after considering that increased prices will causs «un 
increased rate of expenditure which may tend to cancel 
out receipts arising from increased activity. He said 
that we feel that overall receipts may have been under- 
estimated by some indetersinate amount. He also sugested 
that receipts from the proposed new taxes muy be less than 
we all should like to see then.

Minister Peteche said that during the past two years 

CS experts have been telling him that his projections of 
budgetary roceints have been consistently overestimated, 
but that experience aes substantiated the accuracy of the 
projections. He said that in projecting only a 5 percent 
increase in receiots o wished to be prudent, and that the 

jection revresents « net ‘ncrease after taking into 
eccount en incressed rute of exounditure. He said thet 
after the exerts have hed en opportunity to consider the 
Prench netional accounts and balance of payments pro!ec- 
tions, which have just arrived from Paris, e would be 
saopy to discuss the budmetury accounts with Ur. Martin, 
particulerly the orotlem of oriva te savings. 


Secretary Acveson said that Gencral ‘larsseall #111 
have tore specific answers to certain of the military 
questions by Yondeay. He said that te experts should 
continue their examination of the Prench financial pre- 
sentation over tne weekend, so that the next ministerial 
meeting may consicer both the military and non-military 
budset problems, leaving the long-run matters for later 
talks.

Secretary Acheson thanked MW. Peteche for the August 17 senorandus sod 
bis summary of the points included in it. Fe felt the sesorendus had been 
very far reaching and had already deeply affected the thinking in the U.S, 
Governaent. He suggested thet Yr, Nitze outline the U.S, Governsent’s vices 
op the financiel proposals put forward by M. Petsche and that Mr. Thorp 
Suassrize cur views on the propossls respecting rew asterials. “tr. Nitze 
seid that the French propossls had been considered not only within the Execu- 
tive branch of the United States Governesnt, but also with the United Kingdos 
end French officials. As he understood then, the three principal objects of 
the sechaniss suggested by the French rere to porait the silitery plans of 
the individual countries to go forward in sccordance with the egreed NATO 
defense plan, to insure that econosic questions were aultilaterally considered, 
and to brirg econosic pressure to insure thet the national prograss were carried 
out in confornaity with the sultilaterally agreed + To eccomaplish these 
ends the French hed proposed four techniques: aa) the common budget; (2) the 
Atlantic loan; (3) the dollar loon; (4) the Atlantic tax, Although the letter 
hed been subsequently vithdrawn, He felt the common budget procosal presented 
two types of difficulties. The first was the difficulty which both the United 
States ard the United “ingdos sould have in participating in this tye of 
arrangenent and the second was the oractical one of whether the conz0n budget 
could be effeetive unless an executive agency of the NATO were able to concern 
itself directly with catters of internal financ!s] and sonetary oolicy. This, 
in turn would require a stronger political org..:izstion then the NATO had at 
the present tise, He felt thst the Atlantic l: in proposal also presented dif- 
ficulties and, as proposed, would probsoly inv lve a contingent Liability on 
the United States for the full azcunt cf the loan. The dollar so0l elso pre- 
sented probiess but he felt it aight be further considered by the experts. 
Although dy no means shutting the door on any of these developments, the United 
States Gcvernzent hed felt that, in view of the time urgency, it was desirable 
to develop procedures which, while gesting the underlyinz objectives of tre 
French, could be agreed to readily uy the other countries. feferring to the 
So-called Nitse senorendus, he thought that the approach outlined would enable 
us to sove forward on « parto@ ship basis, that nothing in the procedure cut- 
lined precluded financiel assistence by countries ctor then the United States, 
elthough icoking et the question practically he questioned whether any asjor 
financial contribution would be cede fron any othcr country with the possible 
exception of Canads. He pointed out thet assistance cetreen countries would 
only flow if the natio~al prograns were being corried out in conformity wits 
the overall progres and that in this way the pressure vhich the french sought 
could be brought to bear on aatioral progress. 


Mr. Snyder anc ‘ir. Foster concurred with ‘Ir, Vitze's comments, WN. Petsche 
enquired whether, if et « later ctage, agreement vere reached cn a European 
Coasca budget the United States ould feel able to make a lump sum oppropria- 
tice to the coagon butégot.

Wr. Acheson said that this suggestion would have to be discussed within 
the United States Covernnen: out that there vere clearly a nuaber of very groat 
difficulties connected wita it, 


ir. Thorp then sunmarised the United States view of the French proposals

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sppreisal of the besic character of the probles, i.c., thet recent price 
rises were serious; that there was need for ection «ithout Gelay; thet the 
ection should be international in charecter; and that the NATO bsd shorn

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MR. ATTLEE: Mr. Chairman, members of the Press 
Club, may I thank you first of all for your hospitality 
this morning and for so kindly giving me the privilege of 
meeting so many representatives of the Fourth Estate. 

I want to say at the beginning of my remarks how 
great was the shock I felt when I heard of the death of 
Charlie Ross. I had been speaking to him just at the end 
of our meeting. I little thought that death weunldé' within 
almost a few minutes cut short the devoted service which 
hevas giving to his country and to the President. I know 
that you who were his friends will share my feelings. 

When I arrived here on Monday I recalled very weli 
how I came here in 1941. That was only a few weeks before 
the United States entered the Second World War, and that 
was the first occasion on which I had the privilege of 
addressing the representatives of the press in Washington. 

I have a very lively recollection of that meeting. 

I remember a lot of questions were asked me about India 
on that occasion, and many other questions. But I remem- 
ber how much I was impressed by the quality of the repre- 
sentatives of the press here in Washington. 

But I have been in office almost continuously since 
that time, and I know very well the comradeship of the 
, peraen and American people in war and our close cooperatidn 
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in peace, and it has been my objé ct, whether it was as 
Deputy Prime Minister or as Prime Minister, always to do 
my utmost to promote that full understanding and coopera- 
tion between our peoples. 

Now during the war we had one great common ob jective-- 
victory. Since the war we have also shared just that one 
aim--the preservation of peace and the promotion of free- 
dom and prosperity throughout the world. 

Our Governments are very well served by our Ambassa- 
dors on both sides of the Atlantic. Our Secretaries of 
State in the realm of foreign affairs are in constant, 
close, friendly communication. There was never a time, I 
think, when our cooperation was closer or more friendly. 
Nevertheless, I believe, as I stated when I landed here, 
that it would be of great value for me to talk with 
President Truman. I wanted to have with him the broadest 
possible survey of world affairs and the frankest inter- 
change of views, for the objecitves of our two countries 
are the same. But it is inevitable that with our differ- 
ent geographical conditions and in view of the particular 
responsibility which we each carry there should be some 
difference of emphasis. 

I would say that when we have world affairs and 
—— each one brings a different spotlight, so to 
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speak, on to those affairs, lights or shadows are empha- 
sized from one direction, lights and shadows from the 
other direction, and between the two of us we get a fairer 
and juster view of the whole than we could possibly have 
when we look at it merely from our own angle. 

Well, our talks are still in progress, but I can say 
already they are doing just this, they are enabling us to 
understand each other's points of view, and that is the 
first and most necessary step in the process of forming a 
common policy, for the ends we seek are not in dispute, 
they are not in doubt. 

Now I am glad to be your guest here today because in 
a free democracy, and I emphasize that, in a free demo- 
cracy the press has a most important function to perform. 
It is your task, gentlemen of the press, to interpret 
governments to citizens, and citizens to governments, and 
governments to governments, and peoples to peoples. And 
your function, a very vital one, is to give people the 
basis for forming right judgments. 

You see, that is a function of democracy. In un- 
democratic countries the function of the press is to tell 
the people what the governments want them to think. In 
democratic countries you have to give them the basis on 


ae they will form their own judgments. 
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What is that basis? Well, that basis is the truth, 
for in democratic countries we do not fear the truth. 

My object today must be to try, within the limits of 
freedom, which responsible office entails, to give you 
the truth as I see it so that you who are in this room 
may know it and tell it to your readers, and those who 
are listening to me outside may hear it in their own 
homes. 

Let me turn to the position as it is today, where two 
of the leading countries in the United Nations are engaged 
in a great adventure of peace, believing that if we are to 
base peace on sure foundations we must resist aggression. 
We are all together, with others, seeking by our attitude 
in Korea to ascertain the rule of law. We are loyal mem- 
bers of the United or tie eats 

Now the United Nations is bearing, as we all recog- 
nize with gratitude, the major part of the burden of ascer- 
taining the rule of law. Our forces are fighting along- 
side yours, and you may be certain that in fair or foul 
weather, where the Stars and Stripes fly in Korea the 
British flag will fly beside them. [Applause] 

We stand by our duty and we stand by our friends. 
The times are critical. I will not deny that the forces 


9 of the United Nations have suffered a serious setback. 
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This is not the time for criticism. We must seek to find 





out how best to help those who are bearing this burden. 
Let me say here that the achievement of 

General MacArthur and his troops will go down in history 
as most notable. [Applause] With slender forces he de- 
fended South Korea obstinately and then, passing to the 
offensive, in a brilliantly conceived campaign routed the 
North Korean Army. In the face of overwhelming odds the 
United Nations shouldn't obscure what was done under 
General MacArthur's skillful and resolute leadership. 
Nevertheless, we have to recognize that owing to the 
intervention of the Chinese the military situation has 


gravely deteriorated in the last few days. 
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It is out task here to review the world situation 
in the light of these events and consider carefully our 
further course of action. Let me say here we must always 
be aware of taking short views dictated by our emotions. 
We must always recall that military objectives are means 
an end and not ends in themselves. The purpose of the 
military operations by the United Nations in the Par 
East is to halt aggression, to see the rule of law re- 
spected and to establish lasting conditions of peace. 

We must always bear in mind that the peoples of the 
Par East have to live sometime or other as neighbors 
and we want them as good neighbors, and our long-term 
object, therefore, is to get rid of the causes of war. 
That doesn't mean that we have any intention of indulging 
in what is called "appeasement", a word of ... 

We are told that there are people who believe that 
that is just what I have come here to doj that is not 
true. We all know from our own bitter experience that 
appeasement doesn't pay. But we in Britain are deeply 
concerned with all that goes on in Asia--deeply concerned, 
We have a long and intimate association with its peoples-- 
India, Pakistan, and Ceylon have in the last few years 
become free and equal partners in the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. The Burmese and other people with 
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whom we have old ties of friendship have elected to be 
independent. There sere people, such as those of Malaya, 
who are in process of working towards self-government. 
We have, too, a very close relation with the peoples of 
the Middle East. 

You see, therefore, that a@ many points the United 
Kingdom is in close touch with that great land mass of 
Asia, particularly on the fringes of all that great land, 
we are vitally concerned with what goes on there. So we 
naturally bring to our discussions in Washington the view- 
points we derive from our special position. 

Now you know some of the thoughts that form the 
background of the policy of the British Government towards 
China. I kmow our policy has not always been considered 
or quite understood here. I know it is sometimes criti- 
cized. We are asked how can we recognize and have diplo- 
matic relations with the Government of China when its 
polgcies are in contradiction to the United Nations ob- 
jectives in Korea, when its nationals are negaged in con- 
flict with our owm forces. Well, my answer to those 
criticisms is quite straightforward and realist. 

The Chinese Peoples Government has control of all the 

[or “that we know as China”) 
Mainland territory of North East China, commands the 
obedience of 400,000,000 Chinese who ... and those are 
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stubborn facts of this noble setting as I understood it. 
Are we to refuse to recognize those facts, however un- 
pleasant they may be? Are we to cut ourselves off from 
all ontact with inhabitants of one-sixth of the world, 
from all chance of making our views know to their rulers. 

Our recognition of the Chinese People's Government 
was the recognition of obvious fact, and our intent to 
establish full diplomatic relations with them sprang from 
those motives to which I have referred. 

Now you have seen that we recently published the 
Columbo Plan for Cooperative Economic Development in South 
East Asia. The second title o f that plan is, I think, 
significant. It is "New Horizons in the East". That 
title expresses the hope which we and our fellow members 
of the Commonwealth have put into this plan;:. That plan 
grew out of a meeting of the Foreign Ministers of the 
Commonwealth at Columbo, because we were persuaded that 
military and political policies are not enough--there must 
be an economic and social policy. 

Our aim is to try to get rid of those terrible ex- 
tremes ot eekiee eat you find in the East, that form 
places at which all kinds of dangerous movements may breed, 
and with our partners in the Commonwealth we keep all thea 


matters under review. 
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You may know I am meeting my fellow Prime Ministers 
of the Commonwealth in London early in January. I shall 
be very glad to go into that family gathering fresh from 
the intimate talks I have had here with President Truman. 

You see, we in Great Britain value very highly those 
three great strands of the bonds that tie us ® the rest 
of the world. There is a strand of the British ’ 
there is a strand that unites us by our history, by our - 
mon culture, to the United States of America, and there is 
a strand that unites us to the rest of the world, and es- 
pecially to Europe. Two World Wars have shown how strong 
those links can be, how closely we are linked in the 
Commonwealth, how closely the defense of freedom and denm- 
ocracy depends on joint action between the United States 
of America and the United Kingdom. It has also shown that 
our fortunes are indissolubly tied to those of our Buropeas 
neighbors, the common inheritance of the culture of Europe, 

We have forces on the Continent of Burope today. In 
the near future they will grow in size, to defend the 
front line of the Atlantic community should anyone wish to 
attack it. I am confident all those who have pledged to 
Gefend freedom will do so successfully. We are part of 
the Atlantic Community. We are seeking to build up the 
a the West, not for aggression but as @ bulwark 
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of peace, and we are resolved to defend our way of life 


against any who may seek to attack it. [Applause] 
But for this purpose we need the utmost coordination, not 
only in defense, but also in economic affairs, for a 

sound economic position is a necessary basis for defense. 
In Britain we embarked on a large rearmament progras. 

It will strain our resources. We are only just emerging 
from the difficulties caused by the all-out strain of the 
last World War. 

It is regrettable to all of us that we have again to

Livery effort cust be nace to achieve tho 
purposes of the United Nations ‘1 Korea by peaceful means and to find 1 
solution of the Korean probles on the basis cf a free and independent Noron, 
Fe are confident that the creat cajority of the United Nations takes the 
same view, If the Chinese on their sice claplay any evidence of o sinil ir 
attitude, we are hope ul that the cause of perce can be upheld. If Uwy 
do not, then it will be for the peoples of the vorld, acting through *he 
United Nations, to decide hor the principles of the Charter can best be 
maintained. For our part, re declare in advnnce our firm resolve to wr- 
hold ther. 


We considered ‘so questions regarding Chira which are alroacy »>>fore 
the United Fations. On the cuestion of the Chinese seat ‘n the United 
Nations, the tro goverrments differ, The United "ington bas rece misod 
the Central People's Ceverncont and considers thet ‘ts represents tivos 
should occupy China's oc:t ‘mn to United Nations. The United States “ns 
opposed and contirccs to crpose the seating of tho Chinese comvun’ st 


reopreront.. tives 
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representatives in the United Nations. We have discussed our difference 
of view on this point and are determined to prevent it from interfering 
with our united effort in support of our common objectives, 


On the question of Formosa, we have noted that both Chinese clain- 
ants have insisted upon the validity of the Cairo Declaration and have 
expressed reluctance to have the matter considered by the United Nations. 
Ke agreed that the issues should be settled by peaceful means and in such 
@ way as to safeguard the interests of the people of Formosa and the main- 
tenance of peace and security in the Pacific, and that consideration of 
this question by the United Nations will contribute to these ends. 


The free nations of Asia have given strong support to the United 
Nations and have worked for world peace. Communist aggression in Korea 
increases the dancer to the security and independence of these nations. 
We reaffirm our intention to continue to help then. 


The pressure of communist expansion existed in Europe and elsewhere 
long before the aggression against Korea, and measures were taken to meet 
it. The need to strergthen the forces of collective security had already 
been recognised ard sction for this purpose is under way. Clearly, decision: 
regarding the Far East have their repercussions and effects elsewhere.’ In 
considering the necessities of the Far Eastern situation, we have kept in 
mind the urgency of building up the strencth of the whole free world. Te 
are in complete agroerent on the reed for i: odiate action by all the North 
Atlantic Treaty countries to intensify their cfforts to tmild up their de- 
fenses and to strencthen ths Atlantic community. 


We recognise that adequate defense forces are oseential if war is to 
be prevented. 


Accordingly, we have reached the foliowing conclusions: 


1. The militsry capabilities of the United States ard the United 
Kingdom should be increased as rapidly as possible. 


2. The two countries should expand the production of arms which can 
be used by the forces of all the free nations that are joincd together in 
common defense, Together with those other nations the United States and 
the United Kingdom should continue to work out mutual arrangoments by which 
all will contritutc cnproprictely to the common defense, 


Ye agreed thet as acon as the plan now nearing completion in the North 
Atlantic Treaty Orcenization fer an effective integrated force for the de- 
fense of Europe is «pj;rcevsed, a Supreme Commander should be appointed, It 
is our joint desire that this appointment shall be made soon, . 
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these decisions on increasing our military strength, 
we have agreed that the maintenance of healthy civilian economies is of 

the success of our defense efforts. Ye agreed that, 
production must be given the highest practicable priority 
in the case of raw materials whose supply is inadequate, the essential 
civilian requirements of the free countries must be met so far as precti- 
cable. In order to obtain the necessary materials and to devote them as 
rapidly as possible to these priority purposes, we have agreed to work 
closely together for the purpose of increasing supplies of raw materials. 
We have recognized the necessity of international action to assure that 
basic raw materials are distributed equitably in accordance with defense 
and essential civilian needs. We discussed certain immediate problems 
of raw materials shortezes and consideration of these specific matters 
will continue. Ye are fully conscious of the increasing necessity of 
preventing materials and items of strategic importance from flowing into 
the hands of those rho might use them against the free world. 


In the circumstances which confront us throughout the world our 
nations have no cther choice but to devote themselves with all vigor 
to the building up of our defense forces. ‘e shall do this purely as 
a defensive measure. Fe believe that the communist leaders of the Soviet 
Union and China could, if they chose, modify their conduct in such a wiy 
as to make these defense proparations unnecessary. We shall do everything 
that we can, through whatever channels are oven to us, to impress this 
view upon them erd to seok «. peaceful solut:. 1 of oxisting iasus. 





The President stated that it wee his he-> that world conditions iovld 
never call for the use of the atomic bomb, “he President teld the Prime 
UWinister that it was also his desire to keer the Prime liinister at all 
times informed of developnents which might bring about a change in the 
situation. 


In this eritieal period, it is a source of saticfacticn to us that 
the views of our zoverrments on basic problems sre so similar. ‘e believe 
that this identity of aims will enable our governizonts to cerry cut their 
determination to work together to strengthen the unity rhich has already 
been achieved among the free nations and to defend those values which are 
of fundamental impertarce to the people we represent.

Ambassador Bruce reports that lr. Pleven would like 
: to visit “ashington and meet with you and the President. 
~4 _ The Prime Minister wishes to discuss various subjects, 

among them the CFM and Korea. He desires particularly, 

however, to present to you, President Truman and, if you 
| think wise, to General Marshall, the French »voint of view 
| regarding the military campaign in Indochina. Ambassador 
Bruce adds that he thinks Mr. Pleven should come to 
Yashington for two days. 


Although Ambassador Bruce has informed M. Pleven that 
| we would not at this time be ready to contribute concrete 
views on Indochina, EUR and FE concur with the Ambassador's 
view that the visit world be useful. With regard to 
Me Pleven's conferring with General Marshall we believe 
that as the major political objectives in Indochina have 
been achieved vis-a-vis the French and the problem is now 
essentially military, General Marshall should be present 
at all the discussions regarding Indochina. 


iith regard to the timing of the visit, Ambassador 
Bruce states U. Pleven could come at any time between Ja: - 
uary 19 (when Nehru leaves Paris) and the end of the 
month (when Messrs. Pleven and Schuman are mecting with 
Prime “Minister de Gaspari). In this connection we note 
that General Sisenhower's itinerary provides that he will 
be in Paris on January 23, 24 and 25, returning to Washing- 
ton about January 27. As there would be considerable 


advantage 
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advantage in heaving the General's report before meeting 
with hk. Pleven, we recommend that you inquire of the 
President whether it would be convenient for him to have 
i. Pleven visit Washington on January 29 and 30. These 
dates wonld be within the limits mentioned by Ambassador 
Bruce end would afford at least a brief prior consulta- 
tion with General £isenhower if the latter holds to his 


present schedule. 


If the above dates are inconvenient we could ask 
Ambassador Bruce to ascertain whether M. Pleven could 
postpone his visit for a week or 10 days. We believe, 
however, that the visit should not be unduly delayed.

THE PRESIDENT opened the meeting by welcoming the 
f Prime Minister to the United States. He seid that he 





was delighted that Mr. Pleven had come to visit us, 
particularly since the Prime Minister had lived for a 
time in Kansas City. 


THE PRESIDENT eaid that the first order of business 
would be the appointment of a group to draft the comnmuni- 
qués for the disoussions. He suggested that the Prime 
Minister name a member of his group to work with Mr. Bohlen 
and Mr. Short who would represent the United States. 

Prime Minister Pleven named Mr. Parodi and Mr. Alphand 
as the French representatives. 


THE PRESIDENT suggested that it would be helpful 
to appoint an Eoonomic Subcommittee which would report 
back to this group Tuesday afternoon. He said that 
Willard Thorp, Assistant Secretary of State, who had 
already called together a working group of American offi- 
clals, would be the American representative on the 
subcommittee. The Prime Minister named Guindey and 
Alphand for the French side. 


THE PRESIDENT then said that the question for dis- 
cussion this afternooi was our common policy in the far 
East, and he asked whether the Prime Minister desired to 
speak on this subject. 


PRIME MINISTER PIEVEN expressed his appreciation of 
the welcome he had received in Washington and thanked the 
President for his kindness in agreeing to talk with hin. 
He said that both chambers of his legislature had passed 
motions urging him to get in closer touch with the allies 
of France, especially the "nited States, for the purpose 
of arriving at a conmon policy on Asiatio questions. 


THE PRIME MINISTER then reviewed briefly recent 
French history in Indochina. He said that the French had 
been there for 100 years but that during the past five 
years they had been having a very difficult time. He 
pointed out that the French had adopted a policy of 
complete emancipation of the three Indochinese countries 
and that this policy had been adopted without any mental 


reservations. 
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. reservations. They had been transferring power to 

f local Indochinese authorities as fast as they could. 
This transfer could have been accomplished peacefully 
had it not been for the communist-directed revolutionary 
movement which had been fighting the French since 1946. 
He made it clear that this war wes inspired by the zen 
who now rule China and Russia. He stressed the fact that 
the financiel cost of this war was great and was con- 
stantly increasing. There were 162,000 soldiers in regu- 
ler formations fighting in Indochina. Of this number, 
60,000 men were from France and the balence lergely from 
North Africe and Indochina. He stressed the high casualty 
rate in this fighting, citing as an example the recent 
1038 of 8,000 men and officers. He pointed out that the 
war in Indochine was 4 real war against communist forces 
supplied with arms by China rather than military action 
against guerillas. France had put at the ...vice of the 
Jnited Command in Korea fewer troops than it would have 
liked to have sent there because it was so heavily con- 
mitted in Indochina. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN interrupted to say that he under- 
stood the French position in this matter and appreciated 
whet the French have done in providing forces for Korea. 


PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN said hse would like to present 
lcformation about present conditions in China which had 
teen obtained from fully reliable French citizens 
recently expelled from China after long residence there. 
These reports indicated: (1) Chine has given up its 
‘nitial goal of concentrating on the economic improvement 
of the country and is now devoting its energies to building 
up its military forces; (2) the Communists have been 
susesssful in concentrating all power into their hands; 
(3) the Communists have successfully captured the 
Nationalist movement in China; (4) guerilla groups, 
whether loyal to Chiang Kai-shek or not, are not an effeo- 
tive military force and could not be so used; (5) the 
prestige of Chiang is completely gone; (6) the Chinese 

- Communists are acting in accordance with advice given 
them by the USSR; (7) the military strength of Communist 
China is generally over-rated since there is relatively 
little economic power behind it; {8) no Chinese troops, 
inoluding volunteers, are being sent to Indochina. 


Chinese 
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Chinese help is limited to the supplying of arms and the 
training of Indochinese troops in China. 


The Prime Minister said that the situation in 
Indochina could remain as it is, could be completely 
altered by the direct intervention of Chinese Communist 
troops, or could lead to some peaceful solution if the 
Chinese Communists so desired. 


In regard to the first hypothesis, he said that the 
present situation was an laprovement over that of a few 
months ago. He cited both moral and physical successes 
and noted that losses in men were large and were very 
difficult to replace. One way to do this would be to 
send more troops from France, more equipment, especially 
Planes and to create additional Vietnamese troops. As 
regards arms, he said that French supplies were inadequate 
to meet either the needs of French troops in Indochina 
or the needs of the Vietaamese troops. The financial 
cost was very heavy end one-third of the present French 
military budget is now spent in the effort in Indochina. 
He said that France will be unable to pay for the main- 
tenance of the Vietnamese troops. The question arises, 
he continued, as to whether additional troops should be 
sent from metropolitan France if, in five or six months 
from now, the French position in Indoohina would still 
be about the same. The alternative would be to use 
these forces and funds to build up the French military 
position at hema. 


In regard to the second hypothesis, the Prime 
Minister said thet there was a possibility of full scale 
Chinese intervention in Indochine involving Chinese 
divisions either from Korea or elsewhere. If this hap- 
pened, the French would not have time to reinforce 
troops now in Indochina. In addition, even if this 
were possible, it would mean reducing Frenoh forces in 
Europe which would be a serious disadvantage. If with- 
Grawal becomes necessery he asked the President what 
help the United States could give the French. 


In regard to the third hypothesis, he said that 
the Chinese Communists could conceivably support a 


peaceful 
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peers settlement or at least permit the situation in 
chine to cala down. In this connection, Korea and 
Indochina shoul? sot be considered separately but as a 
whole. The two ,uestions were inseparable. 


The Prime Minister said that the French did not 
want to settle the cuestions which he had disoussed in. 
his presentetion without talking about them to the Presi- 
Gent. The French believe the US, UK «od France should 
stand together and should make deois.ons covering the 
whole Pacific area rather than dealing with proble=us 
piece-meal as they arise. He proposed the creation of 
@ consultative body which would act as an advisory group 
to the three governuents on strategic, political and 
economic questions of the entire Asiatic area. 


THE PRESIDENT said that he would like to state the 
United States position regarding China. He said flatly 
that there was no present possibility of our recognizing 
the Peking regime whose officials had mistreated our 
representatives and confiscated our property in China. 
He added that we will continue to use every means at our 
command to keep the Peking regime from being seated in ° 
the United Nations as the representative of China. To 
do so would add only one more vote to the Russian bloc. 
He said that the United States w‘ll continue to urge 
the United Nations General Asseably to find that Communist 
Chine is engaged in aggression and that we will seek 
appropriate economic and perhaps political sanctions 
against it. Ee cited the resolutions approved by both 
the Senate and the House and referred to his press con- 
ference statement as indicating our firm policy on this 
question. He said that we cannot afford to al 
hostile power to hold Formosa. Since Formosa is the 
left flank of our Korean position, we are now insuring 
its military neutralization and will try to keep it out 
of Communist hands by providing military assistance to 
the Chinese Netionalists and continuing to have available 
United States air and naval forces for the defense of 
Formosa. The President said he hed made this position 
clear to Mr. Attlee. 


SECRETARY ACHESON, at the request of the President, 
explained the basis for our position on China. He 
pointed out that the attack in Korea in June was aimed 


at shaking 
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at shaking the confidence which was returning to the 
Fer East. Prior to this attack progress was being tade 
in Japan, South Korea was getting along towards stability, 
the French were making progress in Indochina end the 
situations in the Philippines, Southeast Asie, as well as 
Indonesia, were improving. The second aim of this attack 
was to shake confidence in the whole principle of col- 
leetive security in the hore that the lack of confidence 


would affect the attempts in Europe to organize collective 


security. 


The Secretary seid that Chinese Communist inter- 
vention in Korea was aimed at preventing the success of 
the 'Inited Netions forces which were in a position to 
bring order to the largest part of that country. The 
President had decided to mate this Chinese intervention 
as Gifficult as possible for the aggressors. He noted 
that the military operations in Korea are nothing that 
we or anyone else would seek but on the other hand we 
hed no intention of being intimidated. We should not 
waiver nor be thrown off our course by proposals which 
Nehru has put up. We believe that if the only action 
which the United Nations could take was a face-saving 
device, then the position of the free world in Asia, 
especially in Japan, would be completely undermined. He 
said that several of the states in Aelia would doubt the 
wisdom of throwing in their lot with us. The effect 
would be to lead these Asian states to arrange the 
quickest deal they could with the Communists. We aust 
not sell out our entire position in Asia solely to end 
tae fighting there. Our policy, he added, was to obtain 
a cease-fire, get tt Communists out of the larger part 
of Korea and organize a state in the area which we 
control. 


THE PRESIDENT said that we are fully aware of the 
Genger of permitting our entire military strength to be 
committed in Asia and that we do not intend to do this. 
He said we will continue to seek to confine hostilities 
to Korea but we do not feel we should run out and leave 
our allies and 200,000 loyal Koreans to be slaughtered. 


GENERAL BRADLEY, on the invitation of the President, 
summarized the military situation in Korea. He briefly 
reviewed the military history since our forces landed in 

Korea 
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Korea citing the delayed action, the bridgehead, the 
break out by amphibious operations, the push north to 

the border, Chinese Communist intervention, the new line 
at the 38th parallel in December. He noted that one 
mooth ere before the Chinese attacked the 38th 
parallel line. He referred to the recent fall back to 
the second line which is below Seoul and indicated that 
this line prevented further attack on the west but did 
not completely stop infiltration in the mountainous area 
in the center. He said there were 467,000 Chinese and 
North Korean troops in identified units in Korea plus 
625,000 Chinese troops just across the border. Current 
operetions included an attack in the Seoul area against 
stiffening resistance. He pointed out that the air force 
was working closely with the ground troops and inflicti 
very severe casualties on the Communist forces. He no 
that the Communists have not attacked for over three 
weeks and attributed the slowness to follow up to: 

(1) Weather - very cold and heavy snow; (2) supply dirfi- 
culties - all bridges knocked out and kept by the Air 
Force in unusable condition plus length of supply line, 
300 miles to Manchurien border; (3) severe losses from 
first tean troops; and (4) disease, even typhus. He said 
that the hesitation of the Communists to advance was due, 
in his Myre to military considerations rather than 
political considerations. 


THE PRESIDENT said that we were attempting to avoid 
bringing on Yorld “ar III by seeking to confine the 
fighting to Korea but that if the Soviets threw in their 
air force against our troops we feel we are free to act 
as we see fit to wet this threat. We have no intention 
of allowing our'troops to be slaughtered by Communist 
bandits who are engaged in an unlawful war. The 
President added that we all appreciated the help of the 
valiant French troops fighting in Kerea, especially at a 
time when France is so heavily engaged in Indochina. 


PRIME MINISTER PLIVEN sald that the forees were 
small but they hed good hearts. 


THE PRESIDENT said that was trve but their presence 
made the force a United Nations force. 


SECRETARY MARSHALL, at the invitation of the 
President, continued the discussion of our Toy in 
Korea. He said that the United Nations mllitary 
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action hed a grest moral value but thet it wes an incon- 
f venience to us insofar as it affected other things which 

we felt chould be done. He explained by citing the 
Korean fighting as the reason why we could sot build up 
our strength in Japan es we should Go. This allitery 
weakness in Japan would te very dangerous if the "SSR 
started a generel war. He said that the morale of the 
Uaited Nations forces in Korea hed improved greatly and 
the Comaunists were suffering terrible losses. He 
described the current reconnaissances in force as an 
attempt to find out what is in front of us in Korea. In 
eidition, for morale reasons our troops must not remain 
iile. The present line ia the west was chosen because 
of the meny rice paddies now frozen which make it ideal 
tenk and artillery country. He believed that the current 
Chinese Communist politiocel actions arise out of our 
recent success on the battlefield in Korea. He noted 
that the South Koreans fight well but fight better 
ezainst North Koreans than against Chinese troops. 


PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN expressed his appreciation 
for the allitery facts which had been presented. He 
sald thet sometimes policy was based on inadequate infor- 
mation and he thanked General Bradley for providing hia. 
with the Korean situation wager. (The Prime Minister 
translated into French the highlights of this summary 
for the benefit of General Juin whose understanding of 
E.xglish is limited.) 


The Prime Minister pointed out that there was «a 
perellel between Korea and Indochina. The French did not 
wieh to abandon the Indochinese just as we did not wish 
to abandon the Koreans. He noted that the Vietnesuese 
troops fight ably end well against the Viet Ninh troops. 


The Prime Minister seid that France did not reach 
® conclusion on Chinese Communist intentions as quickly 
es we 43d. However, he now had no doubt that the reso- 
lotion we are supporting in the United Nations is the 
right thing to do because of its affect on the morale 
a3 well as the physical situation throughout Asia. He 
said that like the United States, France did not want 
to stretch its forces so thin as to create a danger to 
the military situation in Europe. The only chance to 
éefeat the Viet Minh is to build up active Indochinese 
foroes. 


The Prime Minister 
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. GENERAL MARSHALL replied that the Tnited States 

Navy was very reluctant to release an aircraft carrier 

_ since it needed everything we have to carry out its 
task in Korea. In addition, General Aarshall said 
that to provide an aircraft carrier to the Franch his 
Cepartaent would have to ask the ;ermission of Con- 
gress ano he did not know how this request would be 
received. The situation was not bricht but his offi- 
cers were looking into this recuest again with the 
view to trying to ».ork out soaething. 


GINERAL -{ARSHALL apologized for the delay in 
getting to Indochina the transport rplenes which we 
had proaised to the French. Ke said their urrival was 
deluyed solely because of transportation difficulties. 
He indicated that there was no prospect of our sending 
additional transport planes at the moment but that we 
were still looking at the whole problem of strength- 
ening the entire position in Indochina. He said he 
was aware of the situation in Hanoi and was sympa- 
thetic to the field commanders who were so concerned — 
at the length of time which elapsed between a decision: 
here and the arrival of the supplies in the field. 


PRLAF MINISTER PLEVEN asked whether the French 
had a good chance of getting equipment for the four 
Vietnamese divisions. 





















ASSISTANT SECRETARY RUSK said that to provide 
equipment for all of these divisions might require 
additional funds from Congress; further, that certain 
items might be physically unavéilable. We would try 
to get a precise answer #6 soon as possible. 





PRIME itINISTER PLIVEN said that he was making 
this request because the Freach gust be certain about 
their source of supplies for the next year or two or 
else they might be obligated to alter their present 
strategy. ; 


THe PRESIDENT said that Seoretary liarshall would 
look into this sit sation and we will resurvey our 
program of arms assistence to see if the French request 
can be met. . 


SECRETARY ACHESOY 
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SECRETARY ACHESON asked whether the French would 
provide specific figures for discussion at the staff 
meeting on arms assistance tomorrow. 


SECRETARY MARSHALL asked whether the French could 
use more profitably the aircraft carrier they now had 
if we lessened the restrictions which we had placed on 
its use. (This carrier originally limited to use in 

rotection of lines of communication between Southern 
rance and North Africa). He indicated our willingness 
to do so. The Prime Minister said he would obtain 

the information to answer thie question. 


| PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN returned to his proposal 

to create a high level consultative — to advise 

on over-all strategy in Asia. He said that the United 
Kingdom High Commissioner MacDonald believed that if 

the French were pushed out of Tonkin the affect in 

Malaya and Indonesia would be very serious. It was 
necessary for the United States, United ma and 
France to have this consultative body in r to facili- 
tate coordinated action in the area. . 


THE PRESIDENT said that we would consult on eay 
ng paai would contribute to peace in that part of 
worTrlde - , 


THE PRIME MINISTER said that he had discussed his 
idea with the British who indicated that they approved 


it. 


THE PRESIDENT said that Secretary. Acheson would 
discuss this with the Prime ‘iinister but that he saw 
no reason why it could not be done.

THE PRESIDENT ecaid that our advance in the atomie field was 
phenomenal, and this applied to other fields as well. 


SECRETARY ACHESON, on the invitation of the President, dis- 
cussed our views on the Soviet throat to the free world. He 
pointed cut that it would be important for everyone present to 
be able to say that there had been no discussion of the atomic 
bomb so that in his statement he would not refer again to this 
Specific question. 


The Secretary said that we believed the first deterrent to 
agcrescion by the Soviet Union against Europe at this tine is the 
terrific and iamediate retaliatory power wiich is now in being in 
the United States, The second deterrent is the fact that our 
military potential is so immense that, ‘scuuse of this and other 
factors inoluding our geographic positica, the USSR knows it would 
be impossible to end successfully any «2r involving the United 
States. Ue pointed out that the forces which are sow in existence 
in Europe sre aot a major ailitary factor in the situation and 
are not at present a major deterrent but tiat these European 
forces will play a larger and lerger role. Ue believed that in 
the near future the build-up in turope would result in strength 
sufficient to make it impossible for the Russians to use for their 
purposes the satellite troops «hich they have armed in Europe, 


and the free world was so unsatisfactory trat it had not been 
possible to keep the Russians from sponsoring aggression in Korea 
end he feared that unless this power relationship is greatly ia- 
proved, the ps:sibility of deterring general hostilities aight 
disappear. (mn this connection, he cited the terrific defense

military expenditures in the United States are budgeted at 
$60 Dillion. te expressed his hope thet the present 
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unsatisfactory power relationship would be vastly improved if 
our defense effort were accompanied by an equal military effort 
om the part of our allies. Such an effort in our opinion re- 
guires the early participation of German strength in Testern 

‘s defense, The Secretary concluded by referring again 
to our belief that what is holding the Russians back is their 
fear of failing to prevent a devastating attack immediately after 
they started ceneral war and their fear of their ultimate failure 
in any cuch war. 


GENERAL MARSHALL, at the requost of the President, said that 
his answer to dr. Pleven‘’s question about provoking the Russians 
by building up our defenses was simple. It seemed to him that 
the alternatives were to submit to the dussians or to resist then. 
Since submission would be intolerable, wo mist build up our 
Gefenses as rapidiy as we can rather than be paralysed by the fear 
that anything we do would provoke tho Russians, He said he agreed 
with Secretary Acheson that we do have coverace at the start of 
eny hostilities but that we must proceea as rapidly as possible 
to oreste ailiteary strength in being if we are to achieve our 
purpose. The need for scced in the military build-up ia obvious 
to everyone. He expressed his concern thet this build-up not be 
superficial but solid. ie also expressed his concern about the 
Grain on training >ersonnel needed in F:ince which is ocouring 
in Indochina. The United States is bei; very careful to make 
its build-up firm and solid with great siohasis on training 
personnel. The only course of action «1:2 that of just starting 
and going shead as fast as possible. i: "serrin; to the length of

Genoral Marshall] said that wo should create in NATO « siapler 
” system of control. He edded that a considerable amount of effort 
” was lost in NATO because of the complicated machinery which now 
exists. 


Gezeral Marshall explained that American policy was to create 
& productive capacity to turn out aaterial so thet in case of need 
@ tremendous reserve power could be brought quickly to bear. The 
poliey is to set up industry so that we get a normal amount of 
equipmeat needed for present plans but at the same time create a 
system which could quadruple production almost imnsdiately if 
necessary. He noted that it was always the problem of immediate 
needs as opposed to long term aceds,. 


General 
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General Marshall pointed out thet the coordination of 
European military production is highly inyortant and noted that 
the basis for such coordination is being created. He conceluded 
that for the moment time is on our side but that this may not be 
the case in one and one-half to two ye«rs fron now. During this 
period we must ¢o forward with all pessible speed to build up 
our defenses . 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN referred to a recent conference with 
Mr. Charles E. Wilson, Director of Defense Mobilisation. He re- 
ported that Mr. Wilson was very optizistic about the production 
situation in the United States. ile said that within a year our 
economy would have produced $50 billion in defense materials. 


TOS PRIME MINISTER referred to Ceneral Marshall's statement 
that time was on our side fcr the next two years and asked 
whether this was a reply to his question as to whether the United 
States has maintained ite margin over the Soviet Union in the 
atomic field. 


GENGRAL MARSHALL replied in the affirmative. He added that . 
as to the margin we have over the Soviets, his estimate «as on 
the conservative side. He omphasized, however, that he did not 
mean to say that we are not workirg a-.inst time in our efforts 
to build up our defenses. 


THE PRIME MINISTER said that the “rench policy was identical 
with Gensral Marshali‘s views on tuildiog our defenses solidly. 
He noted again that the war in Incoohina is a heavy drain on 
French professional soldiers who «re the very best instructors. 
He cited this drain as an illustration of how french potentialities 
in Europe are being held dom. 


GENERAL JUIN reaffirmed the «rinses Minister's statements. He 
said that the drain in Indochina Lad deon going on for five or 
six years and was so serious as tc ‘oupardiss french military power 
in Europe. He pointed out that because ‘rance aust keep 160,000 
of its soldiers in Indochina and fom replacements for these 
forces, french military units in Europe wore continually being 
broken up. He recalled that the ontire effort of the french arny 
for several years has beon aimod at solving the situation in 
Indochina, with the result that ailitary forces in ustropolitas 
france and even those french units in Germany have been seriously 
weakened .

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GEXERAL JUIN stated that nearly cre-balf of e:ch grcduating class

PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN eaid the Fronch wanted to be allowed to 
participate in any such discussions. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN said that neither “he Secrotary of Defense 
no2 the Secretary of State had any inten:ion of cutting the French 
o2% of any conversations. 


PRIME WINISTER PLEVEN thanked the Presidert for his reoaseurances 
o1 this point. He then said that as regards the NATO command 
scvusture, the views of General cisenhower on this point were 
filly acseptable to the Frensh. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN suggested that they turn to a discussion of 
the German situation and the preparation for any Four-Power 
> Conference. He stated that it was essential that the three Western 
powers present a common front during any talks which we might have 
with the Russians about Germany. He snid that the objective of the 
Soviets would be to split France, the UK and the US on this subject. 


SECRETARY ACHESON, at the request of the President, spoke 
further about our policy toward FoursePower talks. He noted that 
tripartite talke will be held beginning tomorrow to work out posi- 
tions which we would take in any quadripartite discussion. He 
stressed the importance of settling now the fundamental positions 
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whieh we would adopt in any talks with the Soviets, He said 
the President was entirely right in saying that the orimary ein 
of the Soviets in proposing quadripartite talks on Germany was 
to split the Allies. 


Secretary Acheson said he believoi that the French and the 
Americans fully agreed on two points, First, that we mst 
progressively integrates Western Germany, or ali of Germany, if 
that is possible, into Western Europe. Secoad, we must bring 
about a contribution by Western Cermany, or all of Germany, if 
that is possible, to the cefense of “estern Eurove, with safe- 
guards, and in the NATO framework. He added that we mst not 
agree on a neutralised and denilitarised Germany. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN said this is our position and added that 
the Soviets: would like Uermany to becons a bone of contention, 
with the hope of Sovietizing Germany, 


SECRETARY ACHESON said we cannot permit anything to come out 
of any four-Power conference which would increase the possibility 
of the Soviet Union gaining control of Western Germany. Nor ’ 
could we accept any proposal which would prohibit or linit the 
right of a unified Gorneny. or Western Scbnanen, to join the Weet 
and contribute to western Suropean de“snse. Similarly, we could 
not accept, under present conditions, sny comaitment to the 
Soviet Union which would limit our freedom of action to carry out 
the Brussels decisions in regard to C:rmany. He pointed out 
that this means we could rot accept a:/ proposal waich would 
necessitate a withdrawal of our forces from Germany. Seorctary 
Acheson said the policies he had summarised were being jointly 
carried out now and that he felt certain the Prime Minister was 
in full agreement with them, He concluded by expressing his hope 
that the French representative uho takes oart in tae tripartite 
talks in preparation for a possible FourePower meeting will be 
vuided by these considerations. 


PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN said he wanted to reassure the President 
. that france was fully aware of the Soviet desizn to try to produce 
disunity in the ‘est. He noted that the Suviets have many 
opportunities to work toward their objective. If the President 
had found the French very anxious not to turn dorm Four-Power 
talks, it was because the French did not want to facilitate the 
work of the Soviets. de asked the President to bear in mind the 
differences in the psychology of the French and american peoples. 


Americans 
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Americans had not seen what modern war means, and he pointed out 
that the french lost 600,000 men in World War IZ. Physically 
and morally exhausted frenchzen must be occnvinced that every 
effort has been made, even if there is only the smallest hope 
of success, to try to talk with the Soviets. If talks are held 
and fail, as they undoubtedly will fail, then the French will 
give jreater’ support to the rearmament program, as will the West 
Germans. 


The Prime Minister emphasized that the “renoh hed no views 
different from those of the United States. de said France did 
not support the idea of « neutralised Germany which would mean 
the placing of a neutral crea in the center of kurope with all 
the resulting osportunitics for intrigue, ets. 


The Prime Minister said the USSR may be seriously 
econserned abcut a rearmed Cermany in Western Europe. This 
may arise from a real foar of a Germany once again able to infli 
terrible damage on the Soviet Union sinilar to that done during 
the last war. He suggested the possibility of explaining to the 
Soviets that the integration-of Germany into kurope would end any 
roal fear they aay have of a soversign revived Germany. lis 
thought would bs to explain to the Soviets the purpose of the 
Paris confersace on the formation of «~ Suropean army and try to 
oonrince the soviets that they have n-thing to fear from this 
proposed army. Suoh an a,»proach would be a full rebuttal of 
Soviet attacks on the Sohuman Plan and rearmanent. 
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The Prime Minister admitted that the French were not 
opt{mistie about the outcoxze of any four-Power conference but he 
stressod the fact that European public opinion was reassured by 
the willin;ness of the Wentern powers tc offer to talk. He said 
that just being in the United States had resulted in his having 
a better understanding of suse of the President's problems and he 
reassured the President ceain that there was no divergence betwoen 
the US and France om the fundamentals of the Cerzan problem. 


AMBASS*DOR PARODE said there were thres points which he 
wished to make durin,, the discussion of Germany, The first point 
was that, the Soviets would try to divide us in any four Power 
meeting.

PRIME MINISTER PLEVEN impressed.upon the President 
the importance to France and other European countries of 
the fight against inflation. He said it was absolutely 
necessary to get across to the 4 rey that inflation 
is greater in £urope than in the United States because 
of the terrific productive capacity of the American 
economy. He said that Finance Minister Petsche was very 
worried about this problem. In France it is easier to | 
oS ee iS r taxes than it is to get them to 
eccept a rise the cost of living. Fears inflation 
ars based largely on the huge increase in the price of 
raw taterials and the ripid rise in leod freight and 
shipping rates. He said the present situation is creating 
a feeling of insecurity which is a serious problem for 
every European government. He admitted that this economic 
insecurity is the weakest point in the French situation. 
He begged that the President do everything possible to 
help halt the rise of international prices. The French 
wo support any measure yey to achieve this objec- 
tive, and he felt that the es must aim at some way 
ef controlling internationally the prices of raw materials 
which are in short supply « All government programs are 
effected by this cues « Pointing out that France was 
not a Ptr of raw materials, the Prime Minister said 
that were the tall of the kite on this problem. As 
an exemple, he cited the e increase in the cost in 
France of newsprint. This to a 50 per cent rise in 
the eale price of newspapers. To the averege Frenchman 
the increase in the cost of his daily newspaper was 


symbolic 
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symbolic of the rise in items affecting his cost of 
living. He said that we gust find a way to control 
effectively the prices of essential materials. 


PRESIDENT TRUMAN said that we are making a major 
effort in the United States to control prices. We are 
raising texes to meet the huge new military costs. ive 
had discussed the cost of defense and its effect upon 
each domestic economy with Prime ifinister Attlee in the 
sate way thut we are discussing it now. He stated that 
if inflation cones,the Russians will have won their point. 


The President seid thet in the past several nonths 
we have reviewed and revised our defense plans. He 
recalled that in December and again this month he had 
asxed Congress for auch greater sums for defense. “hen 
Mr. Attlee was here last month, he and the British Prime 
Minister had announced their agreement on steps to increase 
our defenses as rapidly as possible. He called attention 
to the fact that the British had introduced their new 
Cefense program into Parliament yesterday. 


The President said that in regard to current French 
trede policy, France had apparently taken ouf place as . 
the advocate of protectionism. High tariffs hadn't worked 
for us, and he predicted that they would not work for 
the French. The Presicent said tht we aust make every 
effort to inorease production. He had appointed 
Mr, Charles Wilson, who was present this afternoon, to 
head up these efforts. 


SECR&TARY SNYDER reassured the Prime Minister that 
we are taking a very serious view of the inflation problea. 
He cited the aggressive fiscal steps which we took at 
once to fight inflstion. He recalled that the administra- 
tion had been successful in taking a tex reduotion bill 
which had been introduced in ee turning it around, 
and having it resubmitted as ao bill which would greatly 
increase government revenue. He noted also the steps 
which we have taken to encourage savings, including a 
program to expand the sale of savings bonds which he 
thought would be received favorably by Congress. He 
referred to the controls which we have already put on 
scarce items and asked the Prime Minister to assure 
Mr. Petache that we are attacking inflation in every way

The Prime Minister opened the conversation by stating 
that this was the first time he had been in the United States 
in his present capacity. He said he wished to extend the 

7 compliments of his Government t» the American people, to the 
President and to the Secretary for e11 of whom his Government 
and people had the highest regard, After a further exchanze 
of amenities the Prime Minister ‘xed for some time, making 
the following major pointe:

After a short military briefine on the Korean situation 
vy Major G. L. Converse and Lt. Col. Charles R. “right 
itr, Rusk outlined for the Prime Kinister five alternatives 
open to the United Nations in Korea. The first would be to 
inject all the possible foree of the United Nations in an 
attempt to f ly defeat the Communist forces. The disad- 
vantares of this course were: a) the Comruniste ha” an alszost 
unlimited supply ef manpower to counter our moves, and, 
B we did not wish to commit the ereater part of our forees in

The second alternative wuld be to withdraw completely 
from Korea. This was obj*ctionable because it would be 
Gisastrous for the 'nited Nations and would serve as a warning 
for other small nations lying on the periphery of the Iron 
Curtain to make an immediate settlement with the Conmsunists. 


The third alternative, that of maintainine an indefinite 
military stalemate, could not be cronsidered because t 
United States had no desire t> have its forces whittled away 
by continuous attrition or to lose the bulk of the professional 
cadre of its foress on this remote battlefront.

Before commencing the main subject of the eee 
Mr. Rusk wanted to clerify a point with re t to Formosa 
made in his previous conversation with the Kinister. 
Mr. Rusk ind‘cated that Formosa had a political as well as 
a military sigificenece for the United States. In its 
latter context Formosa in Comzunist hands would provide «a 
pry tee ey for attack on the Fhilippines. As «a political 
consi tion, however, it must be remerbered that Formosa 
was actually in the hands of the people we had in aind at 
Cairo. ‘“hatever mitht be thought of Chiang Ty the 
vision of thousands of Chinese beinr executed by the 
Communists because of their friendliness toward the United 
States weighed heavily in our thouthts. It is therefore 
important to separate the fact of the physical possession 
of Formosa from the political problem of its entry into the 
United Nations, recorpnition of the relpin« regime, and the 
eventual disposition of Pormosa,. 


, The Prime Minister stated that he was extremely interested 
in learning American thoughts concerning sanctions arainst 
Communist China, Mr. Rusk stated that it was difficult to 
ex lain to the American public the present state of “half-var, 
halfepeace". We do not, however, desire war with China. Our 


attitude 
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attitude is to have the question dealt with in the United 
Nations in order to remove the focus of prestige considerations 
from Washington while taking measures designed to make the 
aggression unprofitable to the aggressors. Althourh it is 
hard to hurt an erea as large and sprawlin’ as Communist China, 
we feel that there are nevertheless certain items of a 
strategic nature (armaments, petroleum products, capital 
equipment, strategic metals, ete.) which, if cut off completely 
from the nese, would raise the cost of avgression. We

There is little doubt but that the 
United States would consider an attack on Australia and New 
Zealand as an attack on itself without the existence of a 
formal agreement. The primary difficulty in attempting to 
formulate any Pacific pact, however, erises from the question 
of who should participate. Mr. Rusk then outlined the 
difficulties to be met should various combinations of countries 
be included, thé principal stumbling blocks being the 
ticipation of the United Kingdom and probably France, the . 
Netherlands, and Porturale-which would give it a coloniel 
aspect.

Still another burden, also very serious, is the fighting in Indoshina.. 


President Auricl said that he wished to asgure President Truman 

as forcefully as he covld that, despite these burdens, despite the 
ts which led to ninisterial crises and strikes, France is 

a country united in her detemination never to accept another occupa- 
tion. The French people ere united in their determination to protect 
themselves ajjainst a.cression. They have decided to rearm, and to fight 
if necessary. The French people, said President furiol, are hurt when 
they read accounts in newspapers about their not Mghting or their not 
wanting to defend thenmsslves. They will fight. . 

France would like, President Auriol went on, to have collective 
security through the United Netions. Since that is impossible, France 
will go "all out" for the Atlantic Pact and a system of regional security. 
France accepts without hesitation all the rosponsibilities of the atlantic 
Pact. The French know that there would be nothing left of the country 
after a Soviet occupation. Of course, France could be "liberated" after 
an occupetion, but it would not be France. It would be a corpse. The 
whole social structure would be different. The same thins would happen 
that are now ,oing on in Eastern Germany; the country, the scciety, the 
people in Eastern Cermany are deeply and profoundly changed. France 
wants to avoid that at all costs, 


President Auriol said he understood how it was possible for false 
reports to appear in the papers to the effect that France would not 
fight. Saictines even Frenchmen ;ive false information to newsmen— 
false information or felse impressions. ‘hen they are in politics, 
thay sometimes forget about their country. When they are in a campaign, 
they sonetimes say trings they shouldn't. The truth is that the French 
people will fight to dsfend their country and any statanant that they 
will not is false. 


President Auriol then turned to the question of Indochina. In his 
recent visit to Paris, Cencoral de lattre had reported in full on conditions 
in Indochina. The situation there has been very considerably imroved 
since General de Lattre first went out. He has had wonderful success. 
The political situation is improved, also. To emphasise their determina- 
tion that the Associated States should be independent and self-governing. 


President auricl 
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President Auriol and WM. Schusan hava been pressing Emperor Bao Dai to 
hold popular elcctions. It now seems that Bao Dai will create a con- 
sultative assembly, looking toward the day when a general election can 


be held throushout the country and a regular assembly elected. This 
election will be held as socn as the military situation permits. 


While General de Lattre was in Paris, he asked for 15,000 men, 
more planes, and more artillery. It was vory difficult to refuse hin, 
because he knows what he needs, Ile has already thrown back two of- 
fensives. lio sees 2 third cne coming up. Of course, he wants to 
throw that one back and then tak3 the offensive himself. Takin; all 
things into account, the French Cabinet decided to cive General de Lattre 
most of what he wanted. President Auriol explained that this haa been 
a very difficult decision to mike. ‘och, the Defense Liinister, was 
very reluctant to -ive more man to General de Lattre but President 
Auriol and Foreizn !inister Schuman had insisted. och then cave 
General de Lattre trelve battalions—12,000 men. The troops which will 
be sent out to Incochina will be colonial troops from North Africa, tut 
by sending thece twelve battalions, France may have difficulty in rais- 
ing the ten divisions by Decexber of this year which the rearmament plan 
calls for. 





Secretary Acheson interrupted Ambassac-> Bonnet, who was translating 
for President Auriol, ond caked hin to expl:in what he had meant when he 
said that France mijht not t2 able to raise the ten divisions. 


ambassador Bonnet acid that, as the Secrotary know, France had 
promised to equip ten divisions by the end of 1951. Bocause 12,000 
more men were coing to te sent to Incochina than had been planned, it 
might be that France could cnly smuip nins divisions by the end of 
December. This did not mean any permanent lowering of French plans, 
but only a delay. General de La:tre axpects to sand the twelve battalions 
back by the summer of 1952, sinco by that tino he will have created 
twenty-five now Vict Nan battalions. Ths tenth division promised for 
Europe should be ready by aid-1952 and thore would, at worse, be a delay 
of only six months. Perhaps Mr, Moch was a little pessinistic in this. 
Perhaps they could do better. 


President auriol said that he was sure tho President uerstood 
that it is a matter of arms and weapons that causes delays. It is not 
a question of men. There are vory large reserves. If thore were plenty 
of weapons available, t>cuencous forees could te raised in almost a 
fow hours. ‘henever the question of building weapons can be adequately 
answered, France will be able to do much better, 
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At this point, HM. Schuman explained how the sending of a few 
thousand z2n to Indochina could cause a delay in all their plans. 
Tho losses in Indochina are largaly losses of officers and non 
commissioned officers. To replace these, thore is a very heavy 
proportion of officers and neCe0.'s goinz cut in the twelve battalions. 
from Africa. Losing these cacres makes it more difficult to raise an 
army at hone at the saze time. Also, the governcent will have to yo 
to Parlianent for a new law to extend corpulsory service to a term 
of two years, and there will havs to te 2 now luv to raise the pay of 
non-commissioned officers to make service mors attractive to them and 
to keep them from leaving at the end of thsir torzs. It is the intention 
of the zovernment, ‘{. Schuzan said, % 23k the now Assembly to vote on 
these measures after the pencrul electicn, whicn will probably be in 
June. The government does not want to asi: the present ‘sssembly for these 
new and necessary laws. This delay in g¢sttins the new laws will be 
responsible for some deluy in the rearme=-cnt programe 


President auriol spoke az: cain, this tine on the German question. 
e fully realized, he s1id, that Fran co ond Ceormany cannot be ecnenies- 
forever. The Freach people are “veady © oifor the German people their 
confident friencship. They ask only that the Cerzan people not forget 
what they have cone to Frunca anu to Europe twice in recent years, and 
that there be a truly democratic sovornment in Cermany.e It is this dew 
siro of the Fronch peopl2 to come to frienc_+ terms with the Cernans 
that hes led the French _overnment to advancs the Schuman Plan and to 
*ake Sentartde in sotting that plan accept-:d. Ile added that the French 
¥overnnent is also consicerin,; a sinilar proposal in the field of ayrie 
cul tures Tt is this desire to bring Cermany into the buropean fanily 
that has led te Trench initiative in establishin; the Council of surope. 
tt is for this same reason that the Troach yovestmant would like to see 
a Suropean : ‘rmy, with German units init. France daagired to seo a ree 
Juvenated wuronpe with full Germun participuticn. 





Presidont Auriol said that, of coursa, France wanted Groat Brttein 
o be a part of a wnited Europe. caurcpe wouic not be complete without 
Great Britain and the British would be halpful in kseping a stable and 
well-balanced continent. 


President Auriol said he would like to vive President Truman hig 
personal feeling about Germeny which he thinks most french people share. 
Will Germany evor ,ive up the hope of bein, rc-united? He doesn't think 
so. If western Germany is not in a unitod “urops, the west Germans could 
make a deal with the USSR to ,et back some of tho territories they had 
lost, or thay covld prepare for war. They could build up an army and 
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try to take back by force the lands of eastern Germany. Either of 
these would be bad. Thercfore, France nants a united Gurope with 


Germany in it. 


President Truman saic that he appreciated most hijyhly the frank- 
ness with which President Auricl had spoken. He was glad that he 
had spoken freely ana fully on the subjects which were uppormost in 
his mind. As for himself, President Truman said, ho wanted to state 
that the United States is a traditional friend of “rance, it always 
hes been and he hoped that i* always would be. Ha thought that President 
Auriol should ra.ember, howsver, that ve have certain limitations in 
this country and wo csnnot always do all that we would like to be able 
to do for our friand:e. 








The United States suffered comparatively liyht manpower losses 
in the first “orlc “zr end our losses were not too yreat in the second 
“Morld War. But, President Toumzn said, our material contributions have 
been very greet. They have put a very heavy burden on all the American 
people. Our cortrit:ticns cid not stop with the winning of tho war. 
Since World “ar II, while hoe didn't have the exact figures at hand, the 
President said he thcught that ao had spent atcut one hundred billion 
dollars for the rehabilitation of othar cour sies—of other countrios. 
Our resources are not incchaustible. We can’. yo on like this, and we 
can't do the shole jcb currrlv7s. Tout is ry we have been so anxious 
for industrial countries li':2: the wesicrn Eo: opcan ones to get back on 
their feet, and to help us chure the load, 


Furthermore, fresidant Trusan said, we have a great deal of diffie 
culty in this country in keeping the interest anc the support of our 
people in these vital and neceseury acatures to tuild a stable and 
peaceful world. There is a terrible problem of complacency in the 
United States. Right nov, it’s tad in Congress. It is join; to be very 
difficult to cet appropriations trough this Ccagress, both for the 
military progra: anc for the foreign eccnomic procraa. To overcome 
some of the complacency and suspicicn, wo must huve a strong showing 
from our allies of what thcy ure coing in the cocmon cause. Otherwise, 
we won't get what 72 n2eei from Ccngross. 





President Trucan said he was suro that he understood the feelings 
of the French people atout Gormazy. If we were in French shoes, we would 
feel the same way. Cne of tho ,roatest things in history, 4. Truman 
said, is the Schuman Plain. It is a remarkable proposal, and one that 
would have been imposgiblo thirty yoars ayo. He honored und admired the 
French for that proposal.

President Truman said that he thought the Schuman plan denon 
strated that we now have a new approuch to peace. Thanks to the ° 
United Nations, we are approaching our problezs in a new spirit. 
Never before in history have the victors worked to restore the van 
quished. Never before in history has a country stretched itself to 
the breakin; point to rehabilitate its enemies. The President said 
that he wanted these unprecedented endeavors to be a success, and he 
thouzht they would be. Dut we mist not let any details interfere 
with these creat souls we huve in aminu. The big thing we want is 
peuce and we have bis plans for it. «e must not let minor disacree- 
monts about details et in the road of what we all want so eamestly. 


The President remarked ayain that he was hi:hly appreciative of 
President .uriol's statensnts. lle was clad that the President of France 
had come to ‘ashin;ton and he hoped that this visit would cement cood 
feclings between the French people and the American people. As for 
further detailed discussions, he thoucht that the Secrotary of State 
and the Foreim ‘inister and the Ambassadors could 6 into then. He 
did not think that he and President auriol needed to go into any details. 


As a personal token, President Trutan said he would like to sive a 
personal ¢ift to President Auriol. Presid«..t Truman then presented 
President Auriol a set of book-ends, made trom wood anc stone renoved 
from the “hite House during its reconstruction. President auriol thanked 
President Truman warmly for the ,jAft. The ‘vo Presidents shook hands, 
and the meetin, adjourned at 11:3l A. U. 


The following agreed statomont ras subsequently released to the 
press: 





"The President of the French Republic and the President of 
the United States conferred today for one hour on the common 
problems of their two countrics,. 


"The President of the French Republic outlined to the Presi- 
dent of the United States conditions in France, the progress of 
the French rearmament program and the present situation in Indo- 
China where French forces and forces of the Associated States are 
succ opposing comsunist accression. The remarks of the 
President the French Republic included a statement that the 
French people were determined to defend themselves against 
apgrossion and that, in this spirit, they were ;ivin: all-out 
support to the North Atlantic Treaty Orvanizsation. emphasized 
ee ee Soe Re Cee ee Se ae 
strencthaing peace. 
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"The President of the United States stated that he was 
encouraged by Prosicent Auriol's remarks and eqpressed his 
confidence that peace could and would be maintained and that 
the derocratic pecples would preserve unsiakeable unity in 
pursuit of their creat objectives peace for all the world."

The following is in response to your memorandum of December 4, 
requesting suggestions in regard to our basic objectives in the talks 
to be held with lf. Churchill: 


The two major economic subjects on which we may wish to take sore 
initiative in connection with the Churchill discussions are (a) problems 
—_ of materials and prices and (b) the general long-term economic outlook 
Re: for the U.K. and the sterling area. ' 


With respect to the first of these, you have already received 
several memorunde relating to exchanges of views with Mr. Ticoulat of 
DPA. The expectation is to discuss with the British how to meet a 
major requirement which they have for steel in the face of serious 
domestic political opposition to steel exports. We want to find out 
what contribution they in turn can make to the common effort to meet 
the materials shortage and present the result as a mutual contribution, 
These discussions would not enter into the main stream of the talks 
with Mr. Churchill but would be aimed at enabling us to make announce- 

eee. ment of increased supply assistance (e.g. steel) to the Upited Kingdom 
in the broader context of cooperation between the two countries which 
may be expected to emerge from the Churchill talks. 





With respect to the general economic situation, it would not be 
Sa wise to plan for extensive talks at the time of Mr. Clmrchill's visit. 
As far as economic assistance for the U.K. for the current fiscal year 
is concerned, talks will begin in London next week, It is generally 
agreed among U.S. agencies that the short-term assistance problem 
should be kept in these ECA channels and should not be duplicated or 7 
confused by discussion with Mr. Churchill, ' 


As for the more basic problem of the long-range economic prospects 
of the U.K. and the sterling area is concerned, neither Mr. Churchill's 
own interests nor the composition of the party expected to accompany 
him make it likely that extensive talks could ix fruitfully opened up. 
Our objective should rether be to toucli upon the problem enough to 
indicate our interest in sand appreei:tion of the Amportanee of the 
subject and to ¢et Britis: agreement to hold frank ani searching dis- 
cussion of the problem in the near future, 








The mechanics 
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The mechanics might be to provide in the final commnique for the 
establishment of a competent, reasonably high-level joint committee to 
conduct these talks at an early date (say March). 


Enough documentation should have been prepared by the tine of 
the Churchill telks to serve the U.S. representatives for the purpose 
suggested above.

Sir Oliver approached Mr. Simmons subsequently 
to say that the Prine Minister would prefer a dinner, and the 
indication was given that Mr. Churchill would give a dinner et 
the British Embassy for the President. Wr. Siazons discussed 
thie approach with the President, but the latter said he still 
wanted to give a lunch. In view of Ur. Churchill's proposed 
dinner for Mr. Truman, it is recommended that you re-open this 
question with the President. 


2. Mr. Crmrchill has strongly hinted that he would like 
to address the Congress. If a favorable decision is reached 
om this desire, and it is recommended that such decision be 
reached, this point aight be included in the attached draft 
reply from the President to Mr. Churchill. You aight wish to 
raise this satter with the President.

Toe Churchill Visit 


I went over with the President the letter dated 
Decenber 10 from Mr. “hurchill to him. The President had 
prepared a short reply himself. However, he read our pro- 
posed revly, liked it better than the one thet had been 


prepared, and signed it. 


I discussed with him tne two points nentioned 
in Mr. bonbright's memor:ndun to hia. 


Tne first one was whether he would be wiliing to 
have a dinner instead of a luncheon for Mr. Churchill. The 
President ssid that his preference for the luncheon was thirt 
since the White House had been out of commission he had had 
state dinners only for chiefs of state. He thought that to 
give a dinner meant that he would have to go to the C»rliton 
Hotel, invite 40 or 50 people, wuich he thought +ould be a 
Waste of time. He preferred to have a small luncheon at 


Blair House. 


I pointed ouS that Mr. Churchill might want to 
spend more time with him than could be done at luncheon. 
He ssid that if we thought it was a good idea, he would take 
Mr. Cuurchill, some of his party, Mr. Lovett, Mr. Harriman, 
and myself on the Wiliiamgburg from Saturday afternoon to 
Sunday noon. He thought th t this would be the sort of atten- 
tion Mr. Churchill might appreci:te and wo.ld give us a good 
time for talk. I asked whether he wished to put this in the 
messoge, and he thought thet we had better work this out 
after tulking with Mr. Churchill himself. 


The second point was in reg: rd to the address to 
pe The President thought that this satter should be 
hel@ over until (a) Mr. Churchill got hercand (b) the big 
Four were available. Congress will reassemble on the 8th 
and »robably adjourn because of Senator Wherry's death until 
the 9th or 10th, and the President then wishes to mexe his 
address on the State of the Union end over the next weekend 


to send up a budget message. He thought it would be undesirable 
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to complicate the precent.tion of these tvo inoort nt -ess ges 
by 2 Churchill sorech, Therefore, he vould not think it vise 
for Mr. Caurchill to -diress Congress until tre vevk cf the 
14th. shother this vould fit in with his pians he could not 
tell wntil he hit teisced ~ith nit. He woulc be gl.d to have

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My advisors and I have given very thorough and careful 
consideration to this question, but before discussing it in 
detail I want to emphasize to you that ve.have not abanicned, 
nor do ve intend to abandon, the idea of negotiation as a way 
of handling our differences with the Soviet Union--in spite of 
the Soviet record in this connection. 

I think our record on this is pretty clear. Since the Bu. & 

end of the war, and in many cases on US initiative, ve've i, 
almost constantly negotiating in some form or other with the ~~ 
Soviet Union. Aside from corstant contact in the United Nations, 
there were talks with the Russians in the latter part of 1%5, .. 
in 1946, and in 19%7 in the Couneil of Foreign Ministers. In 
1948 there were negotiations in Moscow directly with Stalin on : 
the Ber’in blockade. These contined on into the UN in the fall 
of 1948 and the winter of 1%9. We were quick to follow up @ 
Stalin's press interview. This led to the Malik-Jessup conver- 
sations in the early spring of 199 and eventually to the lift- 
ing of the Berlin blockade and the meeting of the Council of 
Poreign “Ministers. We spent four months in Paris in the spring 
of 1951 just on the agenda of a possible conference.

Hovever, I think ve would agree, that it is important for 
us to continue to maintain contacts with Soviet officials and 
that these contacts should not be restricted to public debates 
in the United Nations. If we let them completely isolate 
selves, the Soviet leaders will tend to draw dangerous conc 
sions from incorrect impressions. Frankly, I don't think S 
can hope to bring about any miraculous changes in Soviet policy 
nor can ve really convince them that we want peace, but such 
contacts, if handled in the right vay, can call the attention 
of the Soviet leaders to matters <hey should consider befo.e 
taking decisions that might change the course of history. 

At the sawe time, while wy advisors and I agree with the 
idea of maintaining contact, we think it is very important to 
choose the best form of contact. Another top level four-power 
conference would only raise false hopes throughout the worid 
and the failure of such a conference to reach ary concrete 
solution would plunge world opinion into the deepest gloos.

As to tactics in the handling of this is..ce, Ambassador Jooste stated 
that his Government desires to have the question of Lhe competence of the 
UN dealt with at the outset and as an issue se>arate and apart from the merits 
of the case. They hope thus (1) to obtain a ciear-cut decision by the Assembly 
on the competence question, and (2) to avoid, in so far as possible, the acri- 
monious debate which necessarily accompanies any discussion of the substance 
of the issus. In order to accomplish this, Ambassacor Jooste has decided not 
to make the fight in the General Committee but szerely to make a brief statement 
there placing South Africa's position onthe record and to raise the competence 

: ' question for debate in the Plenary Session when it considers the recommendation 
of the GC that the item be inscribed. 


The Secretary, stating his complete agreement with the tactical desira- 

: bility of not precipitating a fight on the competence issue in the GC, expressed 
doubt as to the wisdom of seeking to obtain a separate cecision on the issue in 
the Plenary. He pointed out that South Africa's second stated objective of 
avoiding acrimonious debate could probably not be accomplished by this means. 
He suggested that in terms of the desirable result of keeping the discussion 
moderate and avoiding any or a bad resolution, South Africa would obtain more 
support if competence and merits were considered tovether. Those Delegations 
who agree with South Africa's view on competence would certainly be opposed, 
for that reason, to any resolution which might be proposed. Moreover, some of 
the Delegations who believe the UN had competence would still oppose a propose 





resolution 
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resolution as politically undesirable. 


As to the United States position, the Secretary stated that we would 
vote for inseription of the item. Althojgh we had in the case of lorocco 
and Tanis in the past year departed from our established position of per- 


inseription of the Tunisian and Moroccan items as well. As to the compe 
tence of the GA, the Secretary etated that although there remains some 
difference of view within the U.S. Delegation, our present thinking is that 
the UN has competence to look into the problem of the racial policies of 
South Africa, to corwider the matter, although whether it is competent to 


do anything about it is aiother queszion. ie oF cae Ge ok dee

The UN is ined to work for international cooperation in the promotion of 
human rights, but in the present case there is very little that the UN can 
and should do vis-a-vis the policies of South Africa interme of actual re- 
sults. He hoped that we right rerhaps be ableto prevail upon the Indians 
and other proponents of this item totake a mo/:rate and reasonable attitude 
and to see the practical limitations of the UN inthis field. 


Ambassador Jooste pointed out that while tne suggested tactics of per- 
mitting the issues of competence and substance to be considered together 
might work in an ocdinary court of law, such a tactic has proved very un- 
productive for South Africa in past GA considerntion of the problem of the 
treatment of indians. He agreed th:t it would be impossible in Plenary, 
in raising the competence issue, “=o avoid acrimonicus statements by the 
Arab-Asians on the substance and added that indeed there was some indication 
that the ArabeAsian group did not cesire a specific resolution onthe subject 
but would »e content with discussion. ‘icwever, discussion itself can be one 
of the most effective forms of intervention in the domestic affairs of South 
Africa, and UN discussion inthe past has in his view proved to be a major 
impetus to the present passive resistance movexent. However, if such die- 
cussion is confined to the Plenary as incidental to the competence issue, 
the South African Delegation intends to ignore it so far as possible and to 
avoid being drawn into a debate. However, if the question is referred to 
the Committee, it is very likely that the South African Delegation would 
not be in a position to participate in any discussion and thus to enewer any of 
false and distorted charges. The Coumittee would be certain to invite the 
Reverend Michael] Scott and others to appear before it, and the consequences 
of guch action in South Africa would be very grave; they might even "blow 
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Although cther tactical possibilities of avoiding a fight ont he campe- 
tence iseue in the Pleary were touched upon, smbassador Jooste nade clair 
The Secretary stated thst we would, of course, in our continuing consideration 
of the probles, give the views witch the Ambassador had expressed the most

Korean Membership in ihe United Nations 


Dr. Pyun then referred to the fact that Korea's application for meaber~- 
ship in the United lations sas, for *ne present, ia abejance and remarked that 
it would be most helpful te the sorale of his Goverment and of the Korean 
people if the United States would a,oin put forward the application of the 
Republic of Korea for admiesion. He recalled that in a recent “package 
proposal" for the admission of a certain bloc of Sta*es, forea had been 
omitted ard that his Goverrment had deen disturbed ty this. I replied that 
unfortunately under the present circwastances it sould bo entirely impossitile 
for Korea to gain such sea>bersnip, ia vier of the ubeolute veto power of the 
Soviet Union in the Security Council, aal pointed out, furthermore, that it 
was not the United States which had ssonsored the “neckage proposal.* I added 
that while no useful purpose sould be served in our again puttin, forsard the 
Korean application under jrerent ciremrtances it mer, nevertheless, the 
desire of the United Ctates to see the Aepublic of Korea become a full-fledi,ad 
feaber of the United Nations, and that this sould remaia our policy. The 
Foreign “Minister then expreesed the hope that the North Koreans and the 
Chinese Comauniste sould sot be permitted te come to New York and be heard 
by the General Asceably. 


Sequrdsy 
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Sequrity Ir-aty wiih the United States 


, The Korean Foreign Miaister resarked that while the war continued 
in Korea there was no iamediate danger that the United States or the United 
dations would adandon their efforts to protect Korea from Comsunies or frea 
a@ resurgent Japanese influence in the peninsula. He stressed, however, that 
the Korean people and their Goverment fee) considerable amicty as to their 
future security, caught as they are betzeen Communists on one side and an 
increasingly powerful Japan on the other. He hoped that the United States 
would view with favor the early conclusion of a security pact with the 
Republic of Sorea which would insure the future security of his country 
against aggressive force from any quarter. He streseed that such a pact 
would have an isportant effect upon the morale of the Koreans, and would 
now be particularly significant in view of the fact that the United States 
had recently concluded a bilateral security pact with Japan. 


I replied that the fullest measure of rearsurance for the future 
security ef the Korean Republic is to be found in the tremendous sacrifice 
which the United States ani the United Nations had sade and are now saking 
in the defense of Korea from Communist aygression, and that nothing could be 
a more eloquent testimony to our resolve to contime to orotect the HKepublic 
of foren from the forces of destructicn. I emphasised that euch clear 
asvidence of our concern for fovea would not te caterially strengthened 
aerely by a paper indication of such resolve, and I pointed out that, as 
in the care of the Philipnines, the strong u “srcurrent of our great 
interest in their welfars far transcended the 10ere conclusion of a formal 
treaty on the subject; in the laet analysis, 1 principle of collective 
security is vitally important to the defense .f Korea, as it is to the 
United States, and that this principle is now being effectively denonstrated 
in our presert actions to meet the Comuunist aggression in Korea. 


The Proolem of North Kores 


Dr. Pyun stated «hat his Goverrment estizated that the present population 
of North Xorea had been reduced to spproximatel; three sillioa persons sho 
vere largely elderl; people or youths ard io could not effectively fare the 
available land. He emphasised that the Chinese arnies in this area now couprise 
sose one million men sho depend to a great extent upon the land for their 
food supply; there were indications that Chinese were beginning to isport 
fare labor to settle in North Korea, and that the ultimate result of this 
would be the lors of this area to China for all tiae. The Foreign Minister 
believed thet this should be a aatter of the gravest concern to the United 
Nations. hen I esked him what solution he could offer to this probles, the 
Foreign Minister replied that he had none, but that he serely wished to 
call our attention to the zost serious situation. 
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they nted ty the Foreign Minister. 
out that uechinery had been established for éoordiastion of econcaic 


Rereayn Jopanese felations 


The Foreign Minister referred to she anxicty of his Goverment over 
the deterioration of its relations with the Japanese and stressed the 
danger, in their view, that the Japanese Coverment vas intent, in the 
long range, upon reareserting ite influence in Korea. He referred to the 
deadlock which had been reached in the current negotiations with the 
Japanese, ard stated that increased concern had been caused by the action 
of the United States in building up Japan, both economically and ailitarily. 


Dr. Pyunm then discussed at soze length the various pointe st issue 
which had srigen in the course of the bilateral negotiations. He said 
that whereas the Japanese had urged that such difficult questions as 
fisheries and property claims be put off for consideration until after the 


conclusion of a treaty, his own Goverrment could not accept thie view, 
since it considered it essential that outstanding questions bet reen 


ell 
Korea and Japan be solved before a treaty could go into effect. He 
etr-ssed particularly the necessit; for the Japanese to withdraw their . 
property claims in Korea before the Repulic of Korea would be willing 
to resume the negotiations. The Korean Asbassador felt that his Govern- 
ment had been most fair and reasonable in ite efforts to negotiate these 
oustanding problens, but he conridered thet the Japanese had not been 
sincere in their profession of willingness to negotiate on a similar basis.

Tn closing tne coversation, Dr. Yang stated that he wished to 
express on behalf of his Goverrment and of the people of Korea their 
profound gratitude to the United States for the tremendous eid and 
assistance which we were rendering in holding back Communist aggression. 
He desired particularly to emphasize the profound iapressien upon the 
Kereans created ty the courageous decision of President Truman to come 
to the aid of Korva in June of 1950.

iy. Dennis was received by the Secretary in his office at 
3:30 p.m. Following an inquiry about President Tubman's health, 
iy. Dennis replied that Mr. Tubman had recently returned from 
Spain, was quite well and he believed was scheduled to open the 
legislative assembly tomorrow. lr. Vennis expressed appreciation 
of the interest President Truman and the Secretary had shown and 
continued to demonstrate in Liberia and particularly in his 
country's development. 


The Secretary asked about the prorress registered under the 
Point lV Program saying thet he folt that 1t was roiling very well 
from the U.S. point of view, out that he would like to have 
Mr. Dennis' comment on it from the Liberian point of view. In 
response, Mr. Dennis said that his Government was very pleased — 
with the execution of this oes that the progress achieved 
in the developmont of Liboria was well known even outside of his 
country und thut he had heard it described by the Chinese Delegate 
that in this respect "Liberia is the pride of the UN." 
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Mr. Dennis mentioned that the administration and coordina- 
tion of the progran,which at first had loft some thinzs to be 
desired, had taken a turn for the better under the manacoment 
of Lir. Frank Pinder whom he mentioned as un able and efficient 
administretor. ie spoke of the road program and water supply 
and sewage disposal projects which he described as unfortunately 
dragging alonz somewhat and in need of acceleration. 


Toward the close of nis visit tir. Dennis broucht up the 
subject of Liberia's aspiration for the vice-chairnanship of 
the Ad Hoc Comuittee. The Secretary replied that he was under 
the impression that a decision on this wus probably coins taken 
at the very moment at the UN. The Secrotary assured Mr. Dennis 
that he knew thut Ambassador Simpson was under consideration 
for this office and that Ambassador Jessup (our representative 
in the Ad Hoc Committec) was sympathetic toward tir. Simpson's 
election. 


Mr. Dennis took leave at 4 o'clock, oxpressine appreciation 
for the courtesy shown to olm by lir. acheson and the time the 
Secretary had taken out of a busy schedule to talk with hin.

The Secretury's talk witn the cthiopian Poreim Minister, 
Ato avete-Wold Aklilou, who was received at the Secretary's 
office at USUN headquarters this afternoon, lasted nearly an 
nour. The exchange of views took place in French. 


Mr. Aklilou, after the usual exchanre of courtesies und 
references to the President and the Emperor, in response to 
a question from the Secretary about the situation in Ethiopia, 
spoke of the recent federation of Eritrea with Ethiopia. The 
Secretery expressed his pleasure at the cood relations exzist- 
ing batween the United States and Ethiopia and mentioned the 


eee support the United States cave to the UN resolution 
providing for the federation. 


After sone further remarks by the Uinister on the sudject, 
he said that he was cratified at the opportunity he was given 
once asain to speak with the Secretary and if the latter per- 
mitted und liad the tine, he would like to discuss a subject 
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which had been civing him a certain measure of concern. 

The Minister recalled the events leading up to the oral acree- 
ment mude in regard to the radio Marina installation in Asmara 
and which, he said, had been scrupulously observed by Ethiopie, 
inel permission for American forces stationed there to 
military uniforms. Other privileges hed since been 
accorded such as customs courtesies and the question of exist- 
ing base rights in Eritrea given consideration. He compared 
the political implications of the cranting of base rights in 
Eritrea with the sranting of base rights throughout Ethiopia. 
If an ge be confined to Eritrea, so soon after its 
federation with Ethiopia, it seemed to him quite possible that 
i:is government might be adversely critici for disposing of 
rights in Britrea shortly after ite coming unfer the Bthiopian 
Crown. He added that inclusion of base rights in an over-all 
agreement with kthiopia also presents certain difficulties, 
but might in the end prove an sasier solution of the problen. 


He then led up to the signing in 1951 of our Treaty of 
amenity und Economic Relations with Ethiopia. Before this 
treaty was sirpned. the liinister said, his sovernment had been 
urged to enter into the atreoment in a rather precipitate 
manner. In fact, such pressure had been exerted on his office 
at the time in this rospect that he had been obli to adia- 
regard official holidays and even had to convene the Cabinet 
on Ethiopia's national holicay to r:9t the American dead-line. 
The Minister explained that he ment‘ oned this especially be- 
cause of its bearing on the impendii~ American my bt aaa 
with Ethiopie. In speaking of the .atter, he said her 
that he hed been faced once more with —_ pressure to con- 
clude the ohare and unfortunate. ~ a time when his covern- 
ment was fully concerned and occupi with the preparation for 
the Eaperor'e visit to Eritrea for the federation 
He added that whereas there had been upward of a year to under- 
take nerotiations, they were bercun only four days before the 

federation and that he was agein oblired, by the tone of 
ursency contained in the request, to hasten with an excha of 
letters on the subject. ile expressed himsolf rather frankly 
to the Secretary about his unhappiness over this turn of events 
and the necessity of atain having to prevail on the Cabinet 

to speed up ite decision, It is difficult for the Bthiopians 
to understand toe pressure with which he was again uned,. 
liie colleagues reminded him of the fact that the Treaty of 
Amenity and Economic Relations sipned in 195l--also concluded 
umier pressure as he bad previously pointed out--still awaite 
ratification vy the United States Senate! Mr. Aklilou in his 
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met the Ambassador's insistence to husten the’ negotiations 
with the remark that "I am not Mr. Acheson who can do such 

im four days." The Secretary expressed surprise at 
the ter's criticiem and implied that he had been un- 
aware of the circumstances he described. 


As to the agreement itself, Mr. Aklilou pointed out 
that it is customary for a bilateral agreement to be so 
framed that all of the eranting and giving is not reserved 
to one of the parties. He assured the Secretary that 
Bthiopia is ready to meet our wishes but that there aust of 
necessity ve u suitadle guid pro quo, otherwise, Ethiopia 
can foresee trouble with other powers who will insist upon 
similar one-sided concessions. He emphasized that diffi- 
culties will unescapably ensue for Ethiopia if this factor 
is not taken into careful consideration, "and many Suropean 
bees will want an equal right to sip the Ethiopian honey.* 
In this connection he mentioned Ethiopia's desire to procure 
arms and the assimmment of a military mission for training 
purposes from the United Statos, 


The Secretary, in response to this specific request, 
explained to Mr. Aklilou that it is under consideration by 
the Department of Defenss whose decision on it is awaited. 


In conclusion Mr. Aklilou repeated that he was ready 
to meet the Secretary's representatives to conclude the 
nytt Agreement and that when ready, he would be prepared 
to sim it.

Dr. ammoun called et USUN headquarters at 11:30 A.M. today 
and remuined the better part of an hour. He was visibly pleased 
at having en Be pete | to speak privately with the Secretary and 
after the us exchange of courtesies asked permission to set 
forth his views on the domestic and forei-m political objectives 
of hie country. The conversation was he in Prench,. 


1. Domestic 


Dr. Amsoun cvsocribed briefly recent political developments 
in his country am. emphasised the nature of the reforms envisared

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by President Chamoun which, he said, were lonc overdue. He 
mentioned amonz others in this connection: ieor ation of 
government departments, electoral reforms, judicial system 
revision, woman suffrage, creation of economic development 
council, etc. | 
Dr. Ammoun did not wish to =o into further details in 
regard to the domestic prosram briefly referred to as he was 
certain that our imbassy in Beirut had been keeping the Secretary 
a informed. The Secretury expressed his interest in these 


developments und said he was sympathetically watchin~ their 
prorress and wished the prorram success. 


2. Poreicn 


On the subject of Lebanese interests beyond its borders, 
vr. Ammoun referred to his country's participation in and the 
active support civen to the UN on which the UN could cone 
tinue to count. He recalled that he hed personally assisted - 
at several of its General asuemblies when he had had the 
opportunity to meet many of the American personalities who had 
taken such leading parte in the deliberations of the UN. 


br. Ammoun then outlined Lebanon's position vis-a-vis the 
other arab states und emphasized its orientation toward the West. 
That its position in this respect was not always a comfortable 
one when it leaned too much in that direction to please ite Arab 
colleagues, is self-evident, he said. It would nevertheless con- 
tinue with this ee which was one of collaboration to the 
fullest extent possible with the West and particularly with the 
United States which could always count on its help to the extent 
this would be feasible and Lebanese ties with its Arab nei re 
made this possible. He hoped that this would ve underst 
recerdless of the attitude Lebanon micht be oblired to adopt from 
time to time to avoid being accused of lackins in solidarity with 
the arab world. In this connection he referred to the st 
Lebanon took by itself and with Syria on a number of issues before 
the UN in the need In thanking the Secretary for the support 
given to the election of Lebanon to a seat on the Security Council, 
he emphasized the fact that this would enable his Deleration to 
be of greater assistance in matters of vital interest to us. 


Seourtty Informtion 








Dr. Ammoun 
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Ur. Ammoun then went on to say thet the principal issues 
which the urab states feel must be resolved are Anglo-Eryptian 
relations und the Arab refutees. In connection with the former, 
he knew, tnat the United Stutes was playing an important part 
und that there existed some hope that a solution would be fount. 
The other, however, presented a protlem of equal and even sreater 
importance for the peace and tranquility of the Middle Kast. 
He said that even thoush Israel had to be reckoned with now as an 
established fact--however uispleasinz this may be to those 
directly affected--the solving of the refucee problem is of para- 
mount importance. For four years relief has been provided 
principally from generous American sources. But relief is only 
an inadequate palliativeand does not remove the political and 
military my oo inherent in the deplorable situation created by 
nearly a million human beinzs uprooted from their homes vith no 
future to speak of to which tmey can look forward with confidence. 
On the one hand, should a war break out this bloc of restless 
humanity would easily get out of control snd be used to inflict 
untold re in the area by an astute a ssor. And even withe-: 
out the advent of armed conflict, it is ripening fast for 
Comaunist infiltration. It has nothing more to lose, and dynamic 
commie propaganda coulc quickly make devastating inroads amonc 
its ragred ranks. To rewove this menace these refugees must be 
re-established which in Dr. Ammoun's opinion will cost no less 
than one billion dollars. 


On the other Land, immisration into Israel must be stopped. 
If permitted to continue as it has in the past, Israel will burst at 
the seas and its arab neighbors will be faced with another burden 
which will ve too much for them to bear. Those already in Israel, 
in spite of beins, too numerous for a poor country to support, 
cannot be driven into the sea. Their survival will depend on 
Israel's Gevelopment. The po tion saturation point has long 
since been surpassed in Israel and the knowledre of this and what 
the future may hold for the arab states with this potential 

on their flank frightens them. Help the Arabs to remove 

this trouble frou tneir door-step and they will then be able to 
take a broader view of other ; r/blems. 








Commenting more specifically on Lebanon's relation with the 
United States, he stated that they were two-fold. Pirst of an 
economic nature as exemplified in the Mutual Security Assistance 
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Azreement vith the United Stutes and secondly those fallinr within 
the political and military spheres. In the latter respect he set 
forth the intention of his country to be as helpful as possible 
in the development of the Uiddle East defense in which we ani our 
NATO allies were interested. Lebanon's assistance from a practical 
point of view had to be Sacks Grtanle’ is inaae a needed 
militery materiel. Its single bri is inadequately armed and 
should be better euuipped. He added that the establishment of «a 
full division could be achieved if means could be found to furnish 
the necessary armament. The forming of a full division is con- 
templated by his ernment and could easily be achieved with out- 
side help. He solicited the Secretary's assistance to this end 
expla that a written a~reement would not be essential and 
referred to the military aid provided by us to Yugoslavia whioh 
he thoucht had teen arranged without any formal accord. The 
Secretary interjected that American lerislation covering the 
supply of arms required more than informal arrangements. «hen 
Or. ammoun mentioned that he seemed to recall that this subject 
had been discussed with our Smbassy and during Assistant Secretary 
byroade'’s visit to Beirut, the Secretary told Dr. Ammoun that fe 
would consult Ur. Byroade and assured Dr. Ammoun that he would sive 
it his personal attention. 


5. Korea 


Dr. Ammoun extolled the Secretary's statement on Korea before 
Comait*ee I which cave the Secretary the opportunity to speak of 
the importance he attached to the full support by the Arab states 
of the efforte to resolve this ‘ssue. He implied that the 
Lebanese Delegation could be a big help in this respect in impress- 
ing on the Arab-Asier ‘*lecations to join with the other free world 
representatives in ¥ in developing a united front. wr. Amnoun 
replied thut he wou. what he could but that no meeting of the 
minds hed as yet come out of the Arab-Asian deliberations in rerard 
to any attitude, whether joint or individual, to be taken by members 
of that group. 


4. Tungete 


Adverting to the Tunisian issue, the Secretary carefully ex- 
plained our point of view in regard to the approach to be m 
to this difficult subject in the forthcoming debate and asked 
Dr. Ammoun to exert his influence amonz his Arab-Asian collearues 
to keep the debate within the bounds of moderation and constructive 
Geliveration. He asserted that we wanted an end result dveneficial 
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to all concerned and would ve pleased to discuss further vith 
Dr. Ammoun any practical suryestions which he or his collea tues 
mieht wish to advance and from which « solution of this problem 
could be developed. The Secretary touched on the political 
aifficulties with which France has to contend and pointed up 
the oe avoiding by all means a French refusal to 


participate in discussions. Ue traced the long years of 
our friendly relations with Prance end how difficult it had been 


for the United States Delegation to take the stand it did take. 
For the moment our action has served to diseplease the Prench 
which has made US efforts to ac.k an equitable outcome of the 
fesue all the aore difficult. The Secre repeated > and 
ev~ein that the Arab-Asian croup shoul4é not © sight what 
ull of us are trying so hard to reach, i.e. an amicable settle- 
ment of the controversy without which prorress in the direction 
desired vy the arabs helé little hope of achievement. fo 
sacrifice the benefits to be gained from thie to the ephemeral 
triumph of bitter emotional oratory could only lead to the 
worsening of existing circumstances and consequently benefit 


no one. 

Dr. Ammoun with the Secretary that it was the ta ix

PARTICIPANTS: Ambassador Nasrollah Entesaz

Ambassador Entesam called on the Secretary at 11:50 a.m. 
in re se to the latter's invitation. The Secretary 
bim for c and explained that he thought that an 
exchange of views on Korea and Tunisia might be useful, especially 
as he greatly valued Ambassador Entesam's opinions on ted Nations 
matters in connection with which the latter had such extensive 
experience. The Secretary took the opportunity to praise the 
Ambassador's masterful presiding over the Pifth General Assembly 
and that perhaps his unusual influence among the Arabd-Asimgroup 
= be very useful in connection with the Korean and Tunisian 
questions. 


i. « In regard to Korea, Anbassador Entesam replied 
that the Seoretary had covered the yy ~ so completely in his 
statement and hed explained a number of things so well, some of 
which had not been sufficiently slarified before, and had spoken 
of others of which the Ambassador had had no previous knowledge, 
that he and other Committee 1 members had been deeply ressed 
and were now in a better position to assess the Korean situation 
as described by the Secretary. 


In regard to the resolution submitted by the United States 
Delegation, Ambassador Entezam thought that it was both logical 
and moderate and implied that he was inclined to vote for it. 
This seemed emphasized with his remark that he would not ask for 
instructions from his foreign office. (presumably on this subject.7 
He was not optimistic, however, in regard to the attitude of the 
other members of the Arab-Asian group. Some of them wanted first 
to hear Mr. Vyshinsky, and then take a careful look at any proposal 
he might make in the course of bis statement which is scheduled 


for today. 
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for today. Ambassador Entesam expressed the opinion that a 
USSR resolution could be expected to receive some support from 


delegation members and perhaps considerable support from the 
Arab-Asian eroup. 


Expanding this ges somewhat further he « sted that 
it might be tactically advisable to support the putting of a 
Ruseian resolution to a vote--and ahead of the United States 
reeolution. A Russian resolution in his opinion stood a good 
chance to be voted down and if the American resolution were then to 
be voted on, it would not only pass but in all likelihood gather 
some of tte votes previously cast for the Russian resolution. In 
the reantime Ambassador Entesam said that he would do what he 
could to develop a favorable climat among his colleacues for the 
resolution offered by the Secretary.

There was « further discuseion on the general aspect of the 
Korean problem and then the Secretary referred to Tunisia. 


2. Tunisia. On this subject the Secretary explained to 
Ambassador ezam Our attitude toward this problem in general 
terms and solicited the Ambassador's help in counselling 
moderation and constructive discussion of the subject by speakers 
of the Arab-Asian eee le compared what might be gained and 
what, in ull likelihood, might be lost if the debate degenerated 
into bitter accusations and denunciations. He emphasized also 
the advisability of refraining from requesting that Tunisian 
and loroccan representatives be heard during the debate because 
the sponsors of the items were in his opinion sufficiently well 
informed through their exhaustive studies of these issues so that 
any further alring by non-members of the UN of the Tunisian and 
Moreccan complaints would not serve any useful purpose and 
could even prove harmful to the reaching of an agreement on the 
settlement of the controversy. Ambassador Entezam agreed. 





The Secretary then set forth the efforts he himself was ' 
making with respect to the Prenoh to enlist their help toward «a 
wholesome consideration of the North African problems during the 
discussions, and expressed the hope that he would like to count 
on the prestige and influence of the Ambassador to do the same with 
his col es in the Arab-Asian group. While conceding the 
aiviesability of such an approach, the Ambassador nevertheless 
expressed concern that it nignt prove difficult to restrain some 
of the Arab delegates who felt very strongly that Tunisia and 
Korooco would no longer be satisfied with substanceless promises 
from the Prench and who could be expected to insist on a strong 
resolution, the establishment of investigating croups or bdodles, 
and other measures to which Prance would certainly refuse to 
agree. Nonetheless, he was reudy to 40 what he could to endeavor 
to convince the Arabs of the wisdom of steering the issue into 
objective and constructive debates.

He mentioned specifi-~ , 
cally his own problem with reference to ratification by the Belgian parlia- 
ment of the Suropean Defense Community agreement. He said that if he were 
to urge ratification before the Prench had already ratified SDC, he would 
run a risk of being defeated. Certainly, it was preferable in the interest 
of successfully creating the EDC that there should be no such development 
as failure of the Belgian parlianent to ratify. Such a rick must be avoided. 
Therefore, it was most important that the Belgian parliament should not be 
requested to ratify until after the French parliament had taxen action. He 
felt reasonably confident that once the French had ratified he would be suc- 
cessful, but he was sure the Secrotary would not want him to expose the EDC 
to the riek of Belgian rejection by presenting it prematurely to hie parlia- 
mont.

In the present case, however, the U.S. is in- 
clined to vote that the GA is competent to discuss if the question of competence 
is raised at the outset and to make a minatory statement along the foregoing lines. 
However, we believe fromthe point of view of wise policy, ae well as regard for 
legal difficulties, that the General Assembly, if it desires to pass any recommenda- 
tion, should confine iteelf to a general one referring to general standards of con- 
duct which all nations should follow. The Assembly is surely competent to do that 
and, indeed, has done it on several occasions in the past.

Minister Casey referred to a conversation which he had 
November 6th with Foreign Minister Luns of the Netherlands at which time Mr. Lune 
hac given him a cony of the statement recently made in the States General (copy 
of which had been given to Mr. Acheson by Mr. Luns on Oct. 31). Minister Casey 
reported that the text as actually delivered was slightly stronger since it elimi- 
nated the following indicated phrases:

Since Minister Casey said that he had understood the general reaction in Djakarta 
had been mild and the press reaction in some cases quite good, the Secretary read 
to Mr. Casey Telegram No. 842 from Djakarta which reported sharp reaction both by 
government officiais and by most sections of the press. 





Minister Casey reiterated Australia's hope that the U.S. would support the 
Dutch position on this issue. The Secretary indicated that the matter had been 
raised with him recently by both Minister Luns and by Minister Mukarto of indonesia, 
each of whom had reouested US support for their position. He had replied that in 
our view this was a matter between the Nethorlands and Indonesia; we see no helpful 
contribution we can make now and, therefore, desire to maintain a neutral attitude 
Minister Casey seemed to understand but pointed out that so far 18 Australia was 
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that so far as Australia was concerned public reaction would be very violent 
if any change of status of Dutch New Guinea should be brought about. In re- 
sponse to his question, the Secretary stated he would not hazard a guess as 
to what views, if any, the new administrrtion might have on this matter. 


Status of Troops in Japan. Minister Casey stated that Australia was most 
anxious to obtain U.S. support for Australia’s position that Avstralian troops 
be given the same treatment as U.S. troops. He feit that the Japanese Govern- 
ment is seeking to “fob off" the Australians by offering them only the sqivalent 
of NATO status, whereas the U.S. troops are entitled to more favorable status. 
The Secretary replied that we have asked Ambassador Murphy in Tokyo to take up 
the problem and seek to work out a solution with the Japanese Government. He 
added that while of course U.S. troops at present enjoy a more privileged status, 
the Japanese Covernment has been seeking to have the equivalent of NATO status 
applied for all troops, including ours, and we have taken the position that an 
gos effort to do this now would be unwise since it would prejudice Congressional 
approval of the NATO status agreement. 





ANZUS. Mr. Casey reported that since he and Mr. Eden had been conducting 
a series of fruitless correspondence onthis matter, Prime Minister Menzies had

1. Korean Questions (A/C.1/725,734/Rev.1, 730, 732, 729/Rev.1/Corr.1, and 
A/C .1/729/Rev .1/Corr.1/adad.1). 
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The Secretary opened the meeting and called on Mr. Taylor who indicated 
thet the recent developments on Korea would be the subject for discussion. 


I. Korean Quostion 


Mr. Benkin said that the General Debate on this item had been completed. 
Be referred to the various resolutions before the Committee. The first one 
was, of course, the 21 power resolution which had been discussed in « Delega- 
tion meeting some time ago. Both Mexico end Peru had submitted resolutions 
providing for the resettlement of prisoners of war in various areas. ‘The 
Soviets had submitted a resolution which in its latest form called for a coase- 
fire vithout settlemant of the prisoners of war issue. Under the Soviet 
resolution this matter would, together with various political matters, go to 
@ Commission. ‘There had been no support outside the Soviet bloc for this pro- 
posal, and none wes anticipated. Finally there was the Indian resolution which 
had been the main object of discussion in the Committee since its submission. 
It recognized the principle of non-forcible repatriation and provided for «4 
Commission to handle che problem of repatriation. 


(At this point Senator Connally, Chairman of the Sonate Foreign Relations 
Committee, entered the room. He was greeted with applause by the Delegation). 


Continuing, Mr. Henkin noted that tho role of tho umpire in the proposed 
repatriation Commission had been clarified as a result of conversations over 
the previous weekend. The United States however, still found certain diffi- 
culties with regard to the Indian resolution. In particular, there was no 
direct provision for the release of prisoners of war who did not wish to be 
repatriated. Paregreph 17 was the crux of the matter. . 


Originally the Indian resolution had provided merely that the issue of the 
disposition of unreputriated prisoners be referred to the Political Confereace 
called for in the Draft Armistice Agreement. The reviced resolution provided 
that the repatriation commission could make recommendations to the Political 
Conference for their disposition. Sixty days after the Political Conference 
had been convened, that is, 150 days after an armistice was signed, the care 
and maintenance of those prisoners of war who were still unrepatriated would 
become the responsibility of the United Nations. As the Secretary had pointed 
out in his speech, however, these persons continued in detention, with the 
Political Conference alone having the authority to dispose of then. 


Mr. Henkin noted the press reports of a split between ourselves and some 
of our Allies who felt that the Indian resolution should be supported without 
amendments, principally because India had put it forward. They have urged in 
particuler that no changes be made which the Indians could not accept. While 
the Press “play” was exagzernted and generally unfortunate, thore vere genuine 
differences. 


There were certein changes which Mr. Henkin indicated the United States 
deemed ecsential. It would be a mistake to send the question of prisoners of 
war to the Political Conference. However, as the Secretary had indicated in 
his speoch, the United States would not be adamant on this point. What it 
would insist on hovever, was establishing a cut-off date when the jurisdiction 
of that Conference over this issue would cease, and the prisoners at that time 
umrepatriated would be released. UNKRA or some other suitable body would then 
have the responsibility for caring for these people who would be free men and 
no longer prisoners of war. 


Mr. Hickerson noted the feeling in the Committee that after Vishinsky had 
“Lowered the boom” on the Indian resolution any further argument for amending 
the Indian resolution had evaporated. He cautioned against this attitude in 
that the United States might have to begin negotiating with the provisions of 
such a resolution as a starting point, at some time in the future whon the 
Communists might agree to continue the negotiation for an armistice, 
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The Secretary indicated that the Political Committee would meet that 

at 10:30. It was hoped that Ambassador Muniz (Brazil) would not put 
the question of giving the Indian resolution priority to a vote. He apparently 
hed hed his signals crossod on this muttor at the close of the previous day's 
meeting. We wanted to keep the question open as «a means of continuing pressure 
om the Indians to accept amendwents. There vould be e meeting that afternoon 
with the twenty other povers to seek agreemont on amendments to be presented 
to the Indian resolution. Once sufficient support for these amendments was ob- 
tained we vould then arree to give priority to the Indian resolution. 


The Secretary revortod that two versions of an amendwzent tc Paragraph 17 
had been approved by the President, the Joint Chiefs of Staff and the Depart- 
ments of Deferse and State. The one which we liked the least would probably 
kee> Menon vith us. If he would not acquiesce in that one either, ve vould 
sec’: the shorter form which made no mention of the Political Conference. The 
Secretary adverted to the fecling, to which Mr. Eickorson had referred, that 
since Vishinsky had rejected the Indian resolution we should vote for it without 
any changes. This we could not do. There was some slight possibility that the 
Chinese Communists might accept the resolution, in which event the points which 
we felt essential would not have been included. Or ut some later date, the 
Communists might indicate a desire to continue negotictions and we would have 
teen “backed up to tho precipice” by having accepted the Indian rosolution. 

The Secretary then called for any discussion on this question. 


Ambassador Cohen caw the importance of secking clarifications which ve 
desired, by 211 the diplomatic means at our disposal. However, he was of the 
strong conviction, on the basis of such information as was et his disposal, and 
of his appraisal of the situation, that the United Stctes should seek to hold a 
maximum degree of solidarity within the free world on this matter. He did not 
pean to taply that we should ignore the desires of the military or of others. 
We should got as near to those desires as possible, but it seemed to him that 
the matters on which we desired changos in the Indian resolution involved no 
greater risks for us than the alternative risk of losing the solidarity of the 


free world. It was important to maintain Asian support for our basic position 
in Korea. 


The Secretary anovered that since military issucs were involved, the 
President had decide’, together with his military advisors, the degree to which 
he could allow the Secretary of State to proceed. ‘The Secretary could not go 
beyond thet. From the diplomatic point of view however, he also went along vith 
the position of the Joint Chiefs of Staff. For five months after the armistice 
had been agreed to the United States would be involved in discussions in an 
atmosphere of enemy military pressures (particularly as a result of rebuilt 
Communist Airfields). This could cause the United States and particularly the 
Secretary's successor considerable difficulty and would put him at a disadvan- 


tage in discussing with the Communists while their jet planes were brought down 
to the armistice line. 


Ambassador Cohen thought that the United Seates would be faced with this 
risk anyway. Absence of restrictions on the build-up of air-fields had already 
been acreed to in the Draft Armistice Agreement. The United States would have 
to go into the Political Conference knowing full well that it might have to mako 
the necessary military preparations. The Secretary pointed out that if we 
achieved an armistice on our original terms and if later the Communists resumed 
hostilities, it would be completely clear that they had violated the armistice 
agreement. On the other hand, if an essential part of tho armistice acreenent, 
namely the issue of prisoners of war, vere still at iscue then the Communists 


wight resume hostilities and it would not be clear to the world that they hed 
violated the armistice. 


Admiral Struble pointed out that at that time the air-fields in Northern 
Korea wore kept under control by the continuing activity of our planes over 
North Korea. This would stop when an armistice was signed. There would be no 
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protection acainst e build-up of Comsunist air strength in North Korea. Ambas- 
sador Cohen insisted thet whether the issuc of prisoners of war was a part of 
the Political Conference or not, the moasure of control referred to by Admiral 
Struble would cease ct the signing of an armistice. The Secretary said that 
this point was partly correct. It was the problems that would face his succes- 
sor which vere of great concern. - 
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Mr. Spracue asked what objections Menon had to a cut-off date on the jurics- 
4iction of a political conference regarding prisoners of war. The Secretary 
ansvered that Monon eppeared to went the mutter to be resolved by the Political 
Conference. 


Mrs. Roosevelt pointed to the fact that under the Indian resolution, as it 
stood, the prisoners of war issue would have to be resolved anyway within 5 
months. The Secretary thoucht that she had perhups overlooked the fact that 
thore was no terminal date in the Menon resolution. Only the care of prisoners 
of war would ¢> to UNKR or some other body. The question of ultimate disposi- 
tion was still unresolved, and loft to the Political Conference alone. 


Agbassador Cohen maintained that the Unified Command would get its men back 
and the other side would get all those who were willing to return to North Korea 
or Communist China. Only those who refused to be repatriated would stay. He 
could not see how there was any incroase of military risk in considering this 
relatively small matter ut the Political Conference and he roaffirwed the need 
for free world solidarity. Mr. Henkin indicated that he miht have sympathized 
with /mbessedor Cohen's point of view if the question wore whother to accept an 
armistice on the basis of the Indian resolution. However, given the fact that 
Vishins*y had rejected the Indian plans, he felt that the possibility of three 
or four extra votes which the Indian resolution might get if we did not insist 
om our chances was not worth the risk montioned by the Secretary. 


Mr. Snrague considered the speech by the Secretary at the previous day's 
meeting to have boen very moderate. Recallinr his own experience in the field 
of labor negotiations, he pointed out that one must always remember that the 
last concession made would be the basic for the next step in nerotiation. Since 
we would ultimately have to negotiate with the Chinese Communists and North 
Kore. to end the war, ve should beur that principle in mind and be certain that 
we could accept « concession as the basis for furthor bargaining. 


Admiral Struble recalled a fact of which hoe folt many dolerations vere 
unavare. The Unified Comsund negotiators had narroved the issue at Pansunjom 
to three points, the questions of air fields, a supervisory commission, and 
prisoners of var. They had then offered a “package deal” by which the Comm- 
nists’ point of view, he caid, won out on the first two matters and we would 
succeed on the third. However, the Communists had taken our concessions on the 
first two points and now behaved as if tho whole matter centered on the question 
of prisoners of war. He citod this as an example of the kind of negotiating 
problem to which Mr. Spratue had referred. For this reason, we should be cer- 
tain that the issues vere clearly stated, especially if they were to become the 
basis of further nefotietion. Ho mentioned one final point which was that in 
taling with other delerations, members of the United States Delegation ought to 


point out the “puckace deal” at Pnmrunjom. ‘The Secretary agreod that this would 
be @ rood idea. 


Mr. Cory suggested that there was ancthor aspect to this matter. Mrny 
Gclegetions wore culling Vishinsky's screech a diplomatic blunder. The Yugoslavs, 
however, saw @ vory clear intent behind this spoech. Mr. Cory suggested that if 
there were a chance for Titolom in China the ideas advanced by Ambassador Cohen 
would promote it. The Secretary pointed out that we head narrowed down our dif- 
ferences on the Indian resolution to the question of one amendment on one point. 
Te ~roblem was around whom we should solidify. The position of the United 
vtates was hichly reasonable and sensible. It would be unwise to operate on the 
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Gay period te 3 days, and stated that the I: 
would be satisfactory te the United States 


The Secretary interpreted Paragraph 5 of the operative section of the 
Indian resolutions as meaning that the screening of the prigonese would be 
perfommed ty the Repatriation Comission, otherwise provided for in the 
resolutioa, and not ty the contending parties. He expressed the opinion 
that this was the intention of the Tedian Delegation despite the lack of 
drefting precision in Paragraph 5 anf etated that he would have no objections 
if a clarifying amendment vere presented. 


The Secretary went om te ony thet the present satisfactory sitention 
on the Koream item was Guo largely te the skillful haailing of Committees 1 
by And. Manis anf te the unmmvering and heartening support ef the ether 
countries ia the Vestern Memisphere who represeated a veritable pillar ef 
strength in contrast te the tendency ef others toward weakness ani eam 
promise. He then defined the term “Veetera ismisphere* ~e tht part of 
the North and South American continents south of the Cenaiias border. This 
produced some lenghter and ap>lause, 


The Secretsry then spoke of the tactics to be followed ia regard te 
the various resolutions now before Committee 1 on the Korean ites, i 
hoped thet all of the Latin American Delegations would find 16 possible 
to vote for the Indias ree>iution, While expressing the opiaios that the 
Russian ameniments to t):ie resolution were really a separate resolution, 
rather than amendments, he felt tint there wold be no poist in getting

In tte course of a mooting with the Secretary this morning 
b.utell. Prince Paisal set forth the views of his Jovernment in 
recard to the existing controversy between Saudi srabia and the 
UK on the subject of Al Buraimi and the neishboring ereas. 


Por the better understanding of the problem, His Royal 
lighness summarised the well known backrround of the situation 
within the area involved in the dispute and outlined to somes ex- 
tent the difficulties confront the Seudi Arabian Jovernment 
at this junoture, and solicited Secretary's help in over- 

C them. his Hoyal Hichness recalled his meetins recentl 
with Le. bden when the lutter in lieu of a long delayed 

reply to the Saudi Arabian Jovernment's note on the subject, in- 
forwed His iloyul «i-hness of the british Jovernment's pro 

tc arbitrate the controversy which, Hie Koyal Givtmess told the 
Secretary, is most unsatisfactory because the [iritish Jovernnent 
includes in its posal not only Al Buraimi but the entire 
territorial prob from cater to Aden as well es Kuwait and othor 
sheikdoms. lis Kkoyal Uishness pointed out thet the Saudi Arabian 
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objection is based principally on the fact thet in the eyes of 
his Government there is no uispute in re to Al Buraimi which 
has always veen an integral part of Saudi Arabia dating far back 
to the King's ancestor's essociation of this area with Saudi 
Arabia. any reocomition of its now beins in dispute would entail 
crave consequences for Kir~ Ibn Saud, Faisal explained. “It is 
more than a mere question of sovereimty over a small area of 
sandy dosert" iiis Royal Hi-tmess added. The problen of reli~ion 
enters most decisively into the picture. The inhabitants of 

Al Bureaimi are of the Sunnite sect whereas in the contiquous areas — 
other forms of Koslem worship are followed. Relisious traditions 
accepted by them ure rejected by the others and these — 
preatly luence political claims. The importance of this 
political and religious interrelationship in the area is such that 
it cannot ve too stroncly emphasized and must be fully taken into 
account in arriving at a solution of the problen. 


Keferring to the origin of the al Buraimi difficulty, he 
ascribed it to British interference for the purpose of creating 
trouble to serve british policy. when this occurred lest sumer 
the inhabitents of the Al Buraimi area asked for Saudi Arabian 
help und, in response, the King sent a representative and some 
twenty assistants. lis Royal Hishness explained that this was 
the natural thing to do and in line with the customary procedure 
followed in any other part of the Kingdom where a serious situe- 
tion demanded it. In so far as Al Buraimi is concerned, there 
existe no dispute whatever from the Saudi Aravian point of view 
and conseq ly Hie Royal Hirhness' Government cannot agree to 
any arbitration procedure which would ve an acknowledgment of its 
dominion over that area beins open to question. On the other hand, 
the Suudi Arabian Covernment does not object to a plediseite. The 
Buraim{ inhabitants could then make their own decision and sould 
not blame the King for abandoning them as micht be the case $f © 
had asreed to abide by a decision left to arbitration procedur. 
which misht rule acainst hia. 


The Secretary asked for a further clarification of the 
problem and whether dis Koyal iiizhness maintained that arditration 
referred only to the Al Buraini area or to all of the sheikdoms 
involved. 8 fioyal iiichmess responded to the effect that in some 
of tho areas concerned special treaty relations exist and that 
some of tne affairs of the Sheiks are handled by the British 
Government in acreement with them. As a result of developments 
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last t, considerable tension has developed over 
confiic territorial claims in the settlement of chich iiis 
Koyal ~ + ny said thut whe tien epee a + not been 
cooperative even thoush an urreecen r been on 
the verme of being recehed loeking towasl @ se tlenent ttrouc~h 
direct negotiations. These, unfortunately, did not develop 
because disarreement over the mothod of procedure for the 
reopening of direct talks. 


itis Hoyal Highness referred arain to his Government’s pre- 
parednese to accept a plebiscite under the auspices of a com- 
mission to be composed of a representative from his country, 
one from the UK, and one from the United States, whose findings 
could form the basis of defining boundaries and reaching a 
settlement among all the parties concerned. 


His Royal iiphness offered his excuses for havin~ taken 
so much of the Secre ‘a tims to go into the details he had 
described. iie said that nis Government placed so mch importance 
on the seoretary's being fully informed of this crave problem . 
with which his ernment is faced, particularly in view of the 
serious consequences which a deterioration of the situation 
might entail, that he not only felt it his duty to brine it to 
the Secretary's personal attention upon implicit instructions of 
His Majesty the King, but to solicit urgently the Secretary's 
help. He on png Saying that an early response from the 
Secretary would be comeu vy Ilis oe eage sd who had bdeon pressinr 
hig to see the Secretary with as little delay as possible. 


The Secretary thanked Prince Faisal for havin called on 
him end asked to have a little time to consider what lis iioyal 
Highness had set forth to him in the course of this metinr. 
lie added that he would profit from the opportunity of having 
iis woyul liighness here to discuss the subject further with hin 
just as soon as he could do so. 


No other subject was alluded to durins tho meetins which 
lasted nearly an hour’. 
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
